It  is  stated  that  Li.  Hung  Chang  Is 
still  at  Shanghal.and  unofficial  advices 
that  reach  here  indicate  that  he  Is  not 
likely  to  leave  for  Pekin,  notwithstand- 
ing reports  to  the  contrary. 

Perlin,  Sept.  8.— A  dispatch  from 
Shanghai,   dated   Friday,   Sept.   7   says: 

"It  is  reported  here  that  Gen.  Yuan 
Lu,  with  his  troop.s,  returned  from  Pao- 
tingfu  to  Taiyuanfu,  Sept.  2. 

"Ching  Sin,  the  Manchu  president  of 
the  ministry  of  finance,  is  reported  to 
have  committed  suicide. 

•"Chang  Tsi  Tung's  efforts  to  secure  a 
loan  of  500,000  taels  from  Chinese 
merchants  at  Hankow  is  believed  to 
have  failed. 

"The  Chinese  papers  publish  an  edict, 
dated  Aug.  19.  ordering  the  presidents 
and  secretaries  of  the  ministerial  de- 
partments to  proceed  to  Taiyuanfu 
without  delay,  in  order  to  a.o.sist  the 
emperor  in  dispatching  the  affairs  of 
state. 

SAY  QUIET  PREVAtLS. 

Missionarifs  From  Northtrn  Chint

Washington.  Sept.  8.— Acting  Secre- 
tary of  State  Hill  authorizes  the  an- 
nouncement that  a  telegram  from  Com- 
mi-SFloner  Rockhill.  dated  Shanghai. 
Sept.  7.  states  that  missionaries  arriving 
from  the  west  and  northwest  report 
'•|Uiet  everywhere  along  the  routes.  Only 
four  northwest  provinces  indicate  signs 
of  disturbance.

"The  Boers  are  split  up  and  going 
northward  and  eastward.  Most  of  the 
guns  and  stores  have  been  sent  to 
Grugerspost. 

"Hart,  who  is  operating  southwest  of 
Krugersdorii.  reports  that,  among  the 
dead  Boers  left  on  the  field.  It  Is  believ- 
ed that  the  body  of  Theron  has  been 
found." 

Commandant  Thoern.  of  the  Boer 
army,  was  known  as  a  great  scout.  It 
was  he  who  commanded  the  Boer  flying 
patrol  that  derailed  and  burned,  early  in 
August,  near  Honigsuruit,  the  train 
carrying  United  States  Consul  Stowe 
and  flying  the  stars  and  stripes.

NEW  WAR  DOG. 

Ualted  Siatot  Nonifor  Wyo- 
ming; Takes  the  Water  at 
San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  8.— The  United 
States  monitor  Wyoming  was  success- 
fully launched  at  high  tide  this  morning 
from  the  shipyard  of  the  Union  Iron 
works.  In  the  presence  of  thousands  of 
enthusiastic  people  lined  along  the  shore 
of  the  semi-centennial  celebration  of 
California's  adoii.^slon  into  the  Union.  '• 
The  launching  was  managed  without  a 
hitch  by  Superintendent  Dickie  of  the 
Union  Iron  works. 

About  the  bows  of  the  vessel  a  plat- 
form had  been  built  for  the  guests  of 
honor.  Including  Governor  Richards  of 
Wyoming,  Adjt.  Gen.  Frank  Stizen.  Col. 
A.  P.  Hanson  and  wife,  Maj.  Thomas 
Wilhelm,  Capt.  P.  Covert  and  Capt. 
Patrick  Sullivan,  constituting  his  staff, 
and  Miss  H.  Warren,  daughter  of  United 
States  Senator  Warren,  who  christened 
the  vessel  l)y  breaking  the  usual  bottle 
of  wine  and  exclaiming:  "I  christen  thee 
Wyoming"  as  the  last  supporting  props 
were  removed,  and  the  monitor  started 
from  the  ways  and  slid  slowly  Into  the 
sea.  When  the  vessel's  stern  touched  the 
water  the  spectators  sent  up  a  mighty 
cheer  which,  however,  was  soon  drowned 
in  the  din  made  by  scores  of  steam 
whistles.

dustral  ruin.    Business   men   are  appealed 
to  to  vote  for  Mr.    Bryan  on   the  ground 
that  the  country  is  so  prosperous  tnat  he 
could  not  harm  us  much.    The  wage-work- 
er is  appealed  to  to  vote  for  Mr.  Bryan  on 
the  ground  that,  though  he  has  prospered, 
the  capitalist  has  prospered  too,  and  that 
no  policy  which  does  good  to  the  capital- 
ist   should    be    followed,    even    thaugh     it 
benefits  the  wage-worker.    In  other  words, 
that  he  ought  not  to  balance  his  own  wel- 
tare   against   the   chance  to  do  Injury,   to 
somebody  else.    This  is  not  an  exaggera- 
tion, gentlemen.    It  Is  a  simple  statement 
of  what  appeal  is  made  by  our  opponents 
is  in  the  latest  anal.vsis.    They  appeal   to 
the  base  passions  of  envy  and  hatred;  to 
the  forces  that  tell  for  civic  disorder  and 
social  disruption.    They  are  hostile  to  an 
upright  and  fearles.s  judiciary,  aa  they  are 
hostile  to  a  sound  currency. 

Again  the  appeal  is  made  to  the  short- 
sighted and  careless  to  vote  for  Mr.  Bryan 
and    a    Bryanlie    congress,    because,    for- 
sooth,   a    Republican    seiiate    will    prevent 
them  doing  wrong.    And.  latterly,  a  rather 
more  absurd  varient   has    been   made     to 
this  appeal,  it  being  solemnly  alleged  that 
it  Is  safe  to  elect  Mr.   Bryan,   because  In 
such   ca.se.    prior   to   the   fourth   of  March 
next,    the"  Republicans   and    sound   money 
men   have  passed  such  legislation  as  would 
shackle   their    Bryanlte       successors.       It 
seems  well  nigh  Incredible  that  any  man 
of  average  good  sense  and  honesty  should

Youngstown,  Ohio,  Sept.  8.— The 
publicans  of  Ohio  formally  opened 
presidential  campaign  here  today  with  a 
large  parade,  followed  by  a  meeting, 
which  for  enthusiasm,  eloquence  and  at- 
tendance has  rarely  been  equaled  In  the 
Buckeye  state.  Everything  tended  to  a 
successful  demonstration.  Weather 
conditions  were  perfect,  while  the  trio  of 
oratorical  stars.  Senators  Chauncey  M. 
Depew,  J.  B.  Foraker  and  Marcus  A. 
Hanna,  was  the  magnet  that  drew 
thousands  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of 
Ohio  and  Western  Pennsylvania. 

Before  dawn  the  trains  began  empty- 
ing their  loads  of  humanity  into  the  city, 
and  hours  before  the  parade,  which  pre- 
ceded the  meeting,  the  streets  were 
packed  with  spectators.  Senators  De- 
pew, Foraker  and  Hanna  arrived  from 
Cleveland  at  9:55  a.  m.  Accompanying 
them,  as  gruests  of  eSnator  Depew,  were 
Judge  Williamson  of  Cleveland,  State 
Treasurer  Cameron,  District  Attorney 
John  J.  Sullivan.  Myron  T.  Herrlck. 
Andrew  Squires,  also  of  Cleveland,  and 
George  P.  Waldorf,  collector  of  customs, 
of  Toledo. 

The  distinguished  party  was  met  by 
the  reception  committee  and,  escorted 
by  the  Foraker  Republican  club,  waa 
driven  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Wick, 
where  luncheon  was  served,  followed  by 
an  informal  reception. 

Shortly  after  noon  they  entered  car- 
riages and  were  driven  to  the  public 
.square,  where  they  took  their  places  in 
line.  Promptly  at  1  the  march  was  ta'tien 
up.  The  orocession  was  in  eight  divi- 
sions a'hd  was  nearly  four  miles  In 
length.

1900  by 
the  Associated  Press.)— The  week  has

By  help  of  tae 
desire  for  peace  domination,  Great  Bri- 
tain has  been  able  to  achieve  without 
hindrance  the  formal  annexation  of  the 
South  African  republic,  which,  as  a 
cabinet  minisiter  declared  last  year, 
would  be  an     unmitigated  misfortune." 

Lord  Roberts'  proclamation.  Licwever, 
has  not  advanced  matters  much.  The 
jingoes  pretend  that  the  annexation  of 
the  Transvaal  is  tantanuunt  to  the 
end  of  the  South  African  war,  but  tne 
Botr  view  of  the  question  differs,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  no  si^ns 
that  the  British  are  masters  of  the 
countr.v  anywhere  except  in  the  case  of 
strips  of  land  along  the  railroads.

Successful  Kiondiker  Arrives 

H&raand  Tells  About 

Conditions 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Jeffry.  of  Dawson 
City,  Alaska,  are  stopping  at  the  Spald- 
ing hotel  fur  a  two  week's  visit  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  before  proceeding  an 
their  way  East.        « 

Mr.  Jeffry  has  been  in.  the  Alaskan 
gold  country  for  the  past  four  years, 
going  in  there  iiefote  the  rush  in  189S. 
He  is  working  five  claims  and  says  h^ 
has  taken  out  about  SKa.OOO  above  the 
cost  of  mining,  in  gold,  during  the  past 
year.  Mr.  Jeffry  says  he  could  have 
taken  out  much  more,  but  as  is  the 
custom  of  many  of  the  o.vners  of  claims 
he  let  out  many  leads  to  his  friends  to 
work  on  half  shares.  He  left  Dawson 
City,  July  12.  and  on  his  arrival  in 
Seattle  ordered  a  large  quantity  of 
machinery  whicli  is  now  on  the  way  to 
Alaska,  where  he  and  Mrs.  Jeffry  will 
return  in  January.- 

In  speaking  of  the  outlook  for  gold  in 
Alaska.  Mr.  Jeffry  said: 

"It  may  i>e  putting  it  strongly,  Init 
there  is  more  gold  in  Alaska  than  can 
be  taken  out  in  a  hundred  years.  What 
is  more,  it  is  not  for  you  or  I  to  get  it 
though,  for  it  will  cost  millions  of 
dollars  to  get  it  out.  The  great  trouble 
is  in  getting  water  to  some  of  the  gold 
districts.  Without  water  it  is  im- 
jiussible  to  get  the  gold  and  the  water 
supply  is  very  small.  During  the  four 
years  that  I  have  been  in  Alaska,  I  have 
been  in  districts  that  1  had  to  hire 
Esquimaux  for  plugs  of  tobacco  to  g? 
after  snow  to  melt  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. In  many  places  the  water  is 
sold  a  good  deal  like  as  beer  is  sold  in  the 
states.  At  that  it  is  vjry  dirty  and  I 
was  struck  with  the  idea  the  other  day 
tb:U  it  would  be  a  good  investment  t^ 
take  a  lot  of  filters  back  with  me.  A 
tilter  that  could  be  bought  far  $5  in  th'-' 
states  would  easily  bring  $150  in  Alaska, 
"i'es.  the  conditions  at  Nome  ure 
terrible.  Imagine  the  sanitary  cond- 
itims  where  twenty-five  or  thirty 
thousand  people  live  on  a  narrow  strip 
of  beach,  crowded  in  there  like  cattle, 
unalile  to  live  farther  back  on  account 
of  the  deep  mud.  The  beach  is  strewn 
for  miles  with  goods,  including  machin- 
ery, groceries  and  whi.--key.  There  was 
a  rush  of  people  to  Nome  wh.>  had  lots 
o."  supplies,  but  no  money,  and  they  mus: 
have  money  to  get  back  into  the  country. 
Lots  of  the  stuff  could  be  bought  f<.r 
half  what  it  cost  in  the  states.  A  laritv^ 
class  of  these  people  sold  out  what  they 
had  in  the  states  and  started  for  the 
!  gold  country  with  a  little  money,  and 
the:e  they  are  at  Nome,  stranded.  Their 
conditions  is  indeed  a  pitable  one.  I'nless 
the  government  does  .-onicthtng  t.>  get 
them  out,  nothing  but  .staivation  is  in 
store  for  them.  I  brought  one  family 
baik  to  Seattle  with  me.  when  I  came. 

"We  wert!  quiuantined  a-t  Nome,  when 
T  do  not  believe  there  was  si  singi?  ca>-e 
of  smallpox  there.  It  looks  to  me  lik.' 
a  scheme  for  the  doctor.^  to  make  (wo  or 
three  hundred  thousand  dnlL-ns  in 
vaccinating  people  at  $.">  a  head.  Tlv 
harbor  is  so  sliallow  that  cverythine. 
h;;s  to  Ite  lightered  out  t<»  the  steamers 
sor-ie  four  or  five  miles  from  the  beach, 
and  It  costs  it  lot  of  m(mey  to  «lo  this, 
besides  t»iie  is  likely  to  lose  all  he  has', 
owing  to  the  squalls  that  come  up  so 
quicklv. 

"The  conditions  are  much  Ik  Iter  at 
Dawson  City.  The  beaches  are  worked 
out  and  the  only  way  to  get  gold  is  to 
go  back  inland.  I  expect  to  go  into  a 
new  district  with  a  party  on  my  return 
and  believe  the  trip  will  show  big  re- 
sults. 

■There  has  been  .some  $40,000,000  or 
$.>0, 000.000  worth  of  gold  taken  out  thi.- 
year,  but  ther?  will  be  a  greater  quantity 
taken  out  next  year,  because  of  the 
machinery  that  is  being  taken  in.  When 
I  first  went  to  Alaska,  four  years  ago,  I 
built  my  own  scow  on  the  river  and  u<»-d 
to  take  supplies,  nails,  etc.,  into  the 
district.  The  profits  were  very  laige. 
'lut  of  course  a  man  had  to  endure  lots 
of  hardship." 

Mr.  Jeffry  brought  back  to  this 
counry  one  of  his  dogs,  half  wolf  and  j 
half  Esquimaux,  which  he  says  he  scld  ' 
to  a  Frenchman  in  Winnipeg,  who  in- 
tends to  take  the  animal  to  the  Paris 
exposition.  Mr.  Jeffry  says  the  dog 
team  is  the  best  means  of  conveyance  in 
Alaska,  and  that  one  of  th?  large  dogs 
will  easily  haul  a  load  of  three  hundred 
pounds  over  the  ice. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jeffry  have  a  grown  up 
son  and  daughter  in  this  country.  The 
Bon  is  prominent  in  athletics  in  pne  of 
the  eastern  colleges,  and  the  daughter 
is  attending  school  in  this  stat^•.  The 
parents  come  l>ack  lieic  for  a  visit  every 
year.

We  rejoice  in  the  nomination  of  that 
great  American,  William  Jennings  Bryan, 
a.nd  his  illustrious  associate,  Adlai  E. 
Stevenson,  for  the  offices  of  president  and 
vice  president .  and  bid  them  Godspeed  In 
the  struggle  in  behalf  of  human  liberty 
and  for  the  preservation  of  this  republic, 
and  the  maintenance  of  its  constitution. 

We  believe  that  the  constitution  follows 
the  flag,  and  that  wherever  the  emblem 
of  liberty  lloats  "it  is  our  plain  duty" 
to  give  the  people  the  benefit  of  free  trade, 
.rtci  ordintrly,  we  condemn  the  Porto  Rlcan 
tariff  bill  as  unconstitutional  and  un- 
American  and  a  despotic  oppression  of  a 
suffering  people. 

We  hereoy  extend  to  the  Boers  of  South 
Africa  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their 
heroic  struggle.  We  condemn  the  Repub- 
lican national  administration  for  its  im- 
jdied  hostility  to  the  struggling  republic 
of  South  Africa,  and  for  Its  failure  to  t^x- 
press  toward  them  that  sympathy  which 
is  due  a  brave  and  honest  people  in  their 
defense  of  liberty.  It. is  the  first  instance 
In  the  history  of  our  country  where  oflfl- 
clal  expression  was  denied  those  wlio 
were  striving  to  maintain  the  perpetuity 
of  republics. 

We  condemn  the  high  protective  tariffs 
Imposed  by  the  Dlngley  bill  as  having 
created  and  fostered  trusts  and  the  Repub- 
lican partv  for  Its  subserviency  to  corpo- 
rate trust  power.  During  the  present  Re- 
ublican  administration  more  trusts  have 
been  formed  than  before  since  the  founda- 
tion of  our  government.  While  the  avari- 
cious combines  have  raised  the  prices  and 
controlled  the  production  of  the  many,  ar- 
ticles which  they  manufacture,  yet  the 
Republican  party,  in  possession  of  the 
executive,  legislative  and  Judicial  branches 
of  the  government,  has  not  made  an  hon- 
est effort  to  prevent  their  creation  or  to 
enforce  the  laws  restricting  their  opera- 
tion. 

We  heartily  approve  the  efforts  of  or- 
ganized labor  throughout  the  country  In 
the  endeavor  to  establish  a  reduction  in 
the  hours  of  a  legal  working  day.  and

We  condemn  the  Republican  party  for 
gerrymandering  the  legislative  districts  of 
this  state.  a!id  promise,  if  the  Democratic 
party  Is  placed  in  power,  It  will  repeal  the 
present  unjust  apportionment  and  pass  a 
law  in  accord  with  the  constitutional  re- 
quirement of  equality  between  the  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  state. 

We  indorse  the  administration  of  Gov- 
ernor John  Llnd  as  the  most  efficient, 
business-like,  progressive  and  close  to  the 
people  In  fortv  years  of  executive  admin- 
istration. It  win  be  known  in  the  history 
of  Minnesota  as  one  conducted  for  the 
people,  the  whole  people  and  no  one  but 
the  people.  We  point  to  the  several  ex- 
ecutive departments  as  conducted  on  a 
clean  and  thorough  basis.  Wheat  inspec- 
tion, for  the  first  time  since  the  eslabli.sii- 
ment  of  the  state  grain  department,  has 
been  conducted  with  even  Justice  to  pro- 
ducer and  dealer  alike,  and  with  satisfac- 
tion to  all  interests.

AMERICAN  ARBITRATORS. 

New  York  World:  President  McKinley's 
invitation  to  ex-Presldent  Harrison  and 
Cleveland  to  accept  places  upon  the  per- 
manent International  board  of  arbitration 
is  a  peculiar.v  happy  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion. What  shall  we  do  with  our  ex-presi- 
dents? 

St.  Louis  Republic:  In  requesting  ex- 
Presidents  Cleveland  and  Harrison  to 
serve  as  two  of  the  four  American  mem- 
bers of  the  international  board  of  arbit- 
ration provided  for  by  the  treaty  nego- 
tiated at  the  peace  conference  at  The 
Hague.  President  McKinley  has  made  a 
wise  and  appropriately  digrnlfied  choice. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  two  distin- 
guished Americans  will  consent  thus  to 
represent  their  country  In  work  of  vital 
importance  to  civilization. 

Philadelphia  Record:  President  McKin- 
ley has  requested  his  predecessors,  ex- 
Presldents  Harrison,  and  Cleveland,  to  ac- 
cept positions  as  members  of  the  inter- 
national tribunal  of  arbitration,  to  oe 
organized  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  treatv  concluded  by  the  de'egales 
to  the  peace  conference  at  The  Hague. 
The  offer  is  something  more  than  a  mere 
compliment  to  two  distinguished  Ameri- 
cans. The  representation  of  the  T  nited 
States  on  the  tribunal  by  two  eminent 
jurists  who  have  occupied  the  highest 
post  in  the  gift  of  the  American  people— 
a  post  of  greater  responsibility  than  that 
of  any  European  prime  minister  or  chan- 
cellor' and  of  greater  power  than  that  of 
many  ruling  sovereigns— would  establish 
a  precedent  which  would  morally  compel 
the  other  signatories  to  the  treaty  to  ap- 
point arbitrators  of  comparably  equal  dis- 
tinction. A  court  thus  constituted  wou  d 
command  unqualified  resnect  and  won ki 
be  a  tribunal  of  the  highest  imaginable 
dignity.

REPUBLICAN  ORATORY. 

Wast  End  Mooting:  Addraasad   By 
Windom  and  Harris. 

Columbia  hall  last  evening  wa- 
packed  with  West  End  Republicans.  It 
was  the  opening  of  the  campaign  in  that 
part  of  the  city,  and  there  was  nothing 
lacking  in  its  success.  The  two  speakers, 
A.  A.  Harris  and  William  L.  Windom. 
were  given  a  cordial,  cheering  welcome. 
Col.  Harris'  spee<;h  was  In  answer  to  the 
peroration  of  Hon.  Charles  A.  Towne. 
delivered  recently  in  the  Armory.  He 
said  in  part: 

"A  lew  nights  ago  our  distinguishod 
fellow  townsman,  the  ex-vlce  presiden- 
tial candidate  and  now  well  understood 
to  be  Mr.  Bryan's  leading  man,  made  a 
political  speech  at  the  Arm.)ry  in  this 
city.  The  speech  was  intended  to  be  the 
keynote  of  the  campaign,  and  to  fur- 
nish ammunition  to  the  Populistic  pot- 
hunters. 

"I  recognize  in  Mr.  Towne  a  gentleman 
of  high  rharact«-  and  many  accomplish- 
ments, and  for  him  personally  1  have  a 
high  regard,  but  as  a  putilic  man  lils 
public  utterances  on  political  and  econ- 
omic questions  are  subject  to  fair  and 
just  criticism.  I  am  not  one  of  those 
who  believe  thai  the  king  cannot  make 
a  mistake. 

"Heretofore  it  has  been  considered  to 
be  the  duty  of  an  American  to  stand  for 
his  country  right  or  wrong,  but  Mr. 
Towne  would  reverse  that  time  honored 
and  patrotic  principle  and  have  us  stand 
for  our  country  only  when  he  thinks  It  Is 
right.  You  may  wade  through  that  two 
hours  and  thirty  minutes  of  rhetoric  and 
you  will  fail  to  find  except  in  a  bare  allu- 
sion to  Dewey's  victory  at  Manilla  one 
word  of  praise  of  the  valor  and  devotion 
of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  whose  glori- 
ous achievements  on  land  and  sea  have 
added  unfading  luster  to  the  American 
name.  He  strews  no  flowers  upon  the 
graves  of  the  heroic  dead.  He  has  no 
words  of  cheer  for  the  living.  'At  the 
time  he  spoke,  information  had  been  re- 
ceived that  our  ministers  and  other  offi- 
cials at  Pekin,  and  the  missionaries,  the 
devoted  and  self-sacrificing  men  and 
women  who  believe  that  Christianity  is 
better  for  mankind  than  Confucianism, 
Buddhism  or  Mohammedanism,  and 
who  had  been  subjected  for  more  than 
thirty  days  to  a  murderous  fir?  from 
China's  imperial  troops  and  Boxers,  had 
been  rescued;  that  Chaffee  and  his  gal- 
lant Americans  had  stormed  the  walls  of 
China's  capitol  city,  planted  our  flag 
on  the  emjjeror's  palace  and  saved  our 
countrymen  and  our  countrywomen. 

"Yet  Mr.  Towne,  the  acknowledged 
representative  of  a  great  organization, 
was  so  earnestly  engaged  in  his  labored 
defense  of  the  would-be  dictator  of  the 
Philippines  that  he  had  not  the  time  to 
utter  one  syllable  of  exultation.  The 
fact  is.  that  for  a  long  time  past  Mr. 
Towne's  words  and  work  have  tended  to 
persuade  our  soldiers  that  they  were 
fighting  a  bad  cause,  for  a  wicked  ad- 
ministration and  a  contemptible,  dis- 
honored government." 

William  L.  Windom  was  the  next 
speaker.     He  said  in  part: 

"The  fusionists  have  other  subjects 
that  they  do  not  care  to  talk  about  for 
obvious  reasons,"  Mr.  Windom  said, 
"and  they  speak  on  'imperialism'  be- 
cause they  must  talk  like  parrots.  If 
you  will  read  the  speeches  of  C.  L.  "Val- 
landigham,  at  the  time  of  the  civil  war. 
you  will  find  his  language  almost  iden- 
tical with  that  used  by  Mr.  Bryan  and 
his  followers  today.  He  charged  Lin- 
coln with  trying  to  make  himself  em- 
peror, and  declared  that  the  now  mar- 
tyred president  was  holding  the  troops 
in  the  field  so  that  he  could  use  them 
in  establishing  himself  as  such  a  mon- 
arch."

Fc-  example,  he  recognized 
the  French  republic  as  the  established 
sv«?tem  in  France,  and  used  the  whole 
iforce  of  his  authority  to  induce  the 
French  Cathcdics  to  accept  the  repub.l- 
can  form  of  £;overnm«nt.  and  to  make 
the  best  of  it.  He  takes  the  closest  an:i 
most  active  interest  in  all  institutions  V^ 
whatever  country  they  belong,  which 
has  anything  to  do  with  the  true  organ- 
ization of  labor,  and  wliich  tend  to  pro- 
mote the  education,  the  moral  improve- 
ment the  personal  ind-  pendence  and  the 
domestic  comfort  of  the  working  man. 
His  was  the  first  voice  rai.scd  in  cordial 
response  to  the  appeal  of  the  czar  for  a 
conference  of  European  states  to  bring 
about  a  cessation  in  the  increase  of  ar- 
maments, and  to  estaldish  some  basis

The  pope  has  become  so  populai 
among  certain  infiuential  classes  ot 
English  Protestants,  that  at  one  time  it 
seemed  to  many  not  altogether  impos- 
sible that  some  terms  e>f  compromise 
might  be  f.nind  between  the  papacy  and 
the  Established  Church  of  England.  The 
pope  ho.vever.  could  not  compromise:

Poi.e  Leo  always  watches  with  a  close 
and  attentive  eye  eyery  movement,  po- 
litical, social  and  religious,  that  takes 
place  in  America.  He  has  the  fullest 
and  ('eepest  sympathy  with  the  peaceful 
progress  of  the  republic,  and  is  especi- 
ally proud  of  the  position 


sfjcial,  economical,  or  religious  in  their 
objects.  It  is  likely  enough  that  the  riots 
were  ^t  least  in  part  promoted  by  repub- 
lican socialist  and  anarchist  agitators, 
but,  as  everybody  knows.  Pope  Leo  has 
always  used  his  influence  for  the  dis- 
couragement of  socialism  and  anarch- 
ism in  their  various  forms,  and  while

m  possible,  and  '  and  the  republic  of  Switzerland,  he  can 
hardly  be  suspected  of  any  designs  for 
the  setting  up  of  a  republic  in  Italy. 

The  pope  last  year  had  a  long  struggle 
against  death,  and  seems  to  have  taken 
a  ce'tain  pride  in  the  contest.  During 
his  illness  he  was  not  for  a  day  discour- 
aged. He  possessc-d  a  cheerful  faith  that 
then'  was  still  work  for  him  to  do  as 
long  as  i)rovidence  should  see  fit  to  re- 
tain him  on  the  earth  among  living  men. 
His  careful,  abstemious  habits  have,  of 
course,  had  much  to  do  with  prolonging 
that  phjsical  vigour  which  enal)les  him 
to  continue  so"  unrelaxing  a  worker  at 
the  asie  of  89.  In  conclusion.  I  may  .say 
that  Pope  Leo  XIII  is  the  greatest  pon- 
tiff seen  on  earth  for  many  a  century.

PROGRESS  IH  AUTOMOBILES. 

Program  of  Parades  and  Races  Ar- 
ranged at  Chlcaga. 

As  an  institution  automobiles  appear 
to  be  here  to  stay.  Many  experiment? 
that  heve  been  made  in  automobilism 
have  been  discarded  and  lost  sight  of, 
but  the  last  few  years  have  brought  in- 
to pr:>minence  the  fact  that  the  railways 
of  the  country  have  been  drawing  large 
revenues  from  people  who  in  most  in- 
stances wished  to  travel  but  short  dis- 
tances. Travel  in  America  is  com::iara- 
tively  cheap,  and  the  American  is  com- 
paratively lazy,  and  so  long  as  he  has 
"the  price"  he  cares  but  little  about  the 
mDde  of  transportation  he  employe.  But 
the  idea  of  having  to  wait  for  schedul';-d 
time  etc,  grows  irksome  to  him  and  he 
sets  to  work  to  find  some  means  of  over- 
coming the  difficulty,  and  the  automobile 
happens  ta  suggest  itself  at  a  time  when 
rapid  transit  is  at  a  premium.  With  the 
example  of  European  countries  before 
him  the  Yankee  inventor  starts  in  to 
build  a  vehicle  propelled  by  whatever 
motive  power  may  suggest  itself  to  him. 
and  asks  the  public  to  take  it. 

Now.  the  public  does  not  take  kindly 
to  innovations,  and  wants  a  demonstri- 
tion  of  the  utility  of  any  machine  of- 
fered it.  So  the  Inter  Ocean  of  Chicago 
proposes  to  let  the  people  know  what 
progress  has  been  made  in  automobilism. 
\t  Washington  Park  on  September  IS 
and  for  the  four  days  following  all 
makes  and  styles  of  automachines  w  ili 
be  on  exhibition,  not  only  as  machine 
themselves,  but  in  active  operation,  for 
the  program  includes  not  only  parades 
of  automobiles,  but  races  among  them- 
selves and  against  horses.  In  fact  the 
automobile  will  be  put  to  such  tests  as 
will  demonstrate  its  position  as  the 
Vehicle  of  the  future.

It  is  not  ended  yet,  but  after  a 
fight  of  twenty-six  weeks  two  members  o.' 
the  cigar  manufacturers'  combination 
have  broken  away  from  their  association 
and  surrendered  unconditionally  to  the 
strikers.  It  has  cost  the  Cigarmakers" 
International  union  nearly  $300,000  and  the 
cost  to  thf'  manufacturers  they  themselves 
cannot  attempt  to  estimate.  Their  factor- 
ies have  been  idle  for  six' months,  and 
much  of  the  trade  lost  in  that  time  has 
been  driven  to  other  firms  and  to  other 
cities  and  can  never  be  regained.  Since 
the  strike  began  the  union  has  ga'ned 
nearly  s^OOO  members,  whose  dues  alone 
would  reimburse  it  for  money  spent.  Sev- 
enty per  cent  of  the  strikes  are  women.

WHIPPED  CREAM  AND  ITS  USES. 

To  Palates  That  Must  Have  Inven- 
tions to  Delight  Taste. 

There  are  so  many  attractive  and  de- 
licious desserts  that  can  be  made  from 
whipped  cream,  and  these  are  far  more 
satisfactory,  more  easily  prepared  and 
cheaper    than    the    indigestible    pic    and 

heavy,  hot  puddings  so  many  indulge  in 
during  hot  weather.  Many  do  not  use 
cream  in  this  way,  as  they  consider  it  too 
expensive.  Bui  this  is  a  mistake,  aa  by 
the  process  of  whipping  the  bulk  la  in- 
creased to  treble  the  original  quantity. 
Ten  cents'  worth  of  good  cream  s'nouid 
be  sufficient  to  serve  six  persons. 
CAN    BE    I'SED    IN     VARIOUS    WAYS. 

Whipped  cream  can  be  used  in  many 
ways  and  not  alone  for  desserts,  it  adds 
delicacy  to  the  fiavor  and  richness  to 
many  broths  and  soups,  end  especially 
improves  the  tjuallty  of  clam  broth.  c;ot- 
fee  and  cocoa  are  rhuch  liner  served  witlt 
the  addition  of  whipped  cream.  Frozen  it 
makes  a  dainty  moussee  and  is  ofien 
used  as  a  substitute  for  frosting  lor 
cakes.  In  fact,  various  ways  of  using  it 
will  continually  suggest  themselves  to  an  , 
ingenious    co(jk.  ! 

(REAM  TO  WHIP. 

The  cream  must  not  be  too  thin  or  it  ' 
will  not  whip  at  all  or  become  liquid  after 
whipping.  What  is  called  double  cream 
by  the  confectioners  is  lire  best  for  mo.st 
purposes,  although  the  best  tjuality  of 
cream  .  obtained  from  a  good  dairy  will 
answer.  It  should  not  be  too  fresh,  at 
least  thiny-six  hours  old,  but  must  be 
sweet.  A  very  important  point  is  to  have 
it  perfectlv  ctjld  and  all  utensils  used  foi- 
whipping  "  thoroughly  chilled.  Whipped 
cream  tuat  is  served  as  a  garnish  lo  any 
dish  must  be  stiff  enough  to  keep  its 
shape. 

WHEN    IT   WILL   NOT   WHIP. 

When  cream  is  too  fresh  or  not  very 
thick  and  it  is  difficult  to  whip  add  lo  it 
and  beat  with  it  the  whites  of  eggs,  or 
gelatine  may  be  used  in  proper  propor- 
tion to  quantity  of,  soaked  in  cold  water 
until  soft;  then  dissolved  in  milk  over  hoi 
water  and  aded  to  the  cream  when  It  is 
colli  and   whipped   in. 

HOW   TO   WHIP  CREAM. 

The  old-fashioned  syllabub  churns  are 
the  most  sausfactory.  These  are  cylin- 
der shape,  made  of  tin:  have  perforations 
in  the  bottom  and  sides  and  a  perforated 
dasher.  This  is  worked  up  and  down, 
forcing  the  air  from  the  cylinder  into  t.^e 
cream,  making  it  light  and  creamy.  A 
dovcr  egg  beater  can  be  used  for  whip- 
ping cream,  but  gives  a  very  different 
consistency,  not  so  light  and  delicate  us 
when  the  churn  is  used.  The  new  im- 
provod  wliip  churn  does  the  work  very 
nicely  and  more  neatly.  When  ready  to 
whip  place  the  cold  cream  in  a  bowl,  fill- 
ing it  not  more  than  half  full;  set  the 
bowl  in  criLcked  ice.  Have  churn  or  beat- 
er verv  cold;  place  it  in  the  cream;  tilt 
it  slightlv,  but  hold  firmly  with  one  hand, 
while  with  the  other  work  the  dasser 
«iuicklv  up  and  down;  up  with  a  light, 
short  stroke  and  down  with  a  decided 
push.  As  the  froth  appears  on  top  stir 
it  down  onae  or  twice  if  the  bubbles  are 
very  coarse  and  large.  As  the  foam  ar- 
i.se.s  and  jiref^ents  a  dry,  firm  app<'arance, 
skim  it  off  .-ind  place  on  a  very  fine  wire 
sieve.  Place  sieve  on  a  pie  tin  and  st.'iiid 
on  cracked  Ice.  If  the  whipi)ed  cream  is 
alowed  to  stand  in  a  warm  place  it  will 
soften  and  liiiuify  again.  Jf  the  cream  is 
not  used  for  the  purpose  of  garnishing  it 
need  not  be  drained:  but  for  any  purpose 
it  should  b(*  stiff  enough  when  whipped  to 
alow  a  teaspoon  to  stand-  solidy  upright 
in  it  without  other  support.  Do  not  at- 
tempt to  whip  too  great  a  quantity  at  a 
time,  but  enough  must  be  put  in  the 
bowl  to  cover  the  holes  of  the  churn  or 
the  dasher  part  of  the  dover  beater.  Af- 
ter the  cream  is  whipped  properly  it  will 
keep  fo!-  several  davs  in  a  cold, dry  place. 
WHEN    GELATINE    IS   ADDED. 

The  cream  being  very  light  will  not 
mix  readilv  with  more  liquid  materials, 
and  vet  the  blending  must  be  perfect. 
Whefi  adding  gelatine  to  whipped  cream 
it  must  be  perfectly  cold  after  it  is  dis- 
solved and  before  It  is  poured  into  the 
cream.  If  warm  It  reduces  the  cream  to 
a  liquid  :.'.nd  destroys  its  lightness,  and  if 
hot  will  curdle  the  cream.  As  soon  as  the 
gelatine  or  thinner  materials  are  cold 
pour  them  in  gradually  and  fold  the  mass 
over  and  fiver  until  it  is  perfectly  smooth. 
The  gelatine  must  not  be  allowed  to 
thicken  before  adding  or  the  dessert  will 
be  lumpy. 

ADDING  FRUIT. 

When  adding  fruit  to  whipped  cream 
deserts  the  fruit  must  be  cut  into  very 
small  pieces  and  the  j'^l'.y  quite  stiff  be- 
fore the  fruit  is  stirred  in  or  its  weight 
will  carry  It  to  the  bottom  of  the  mold 
and  all  bo  on  top  when  the  mold  is  turn- 
ed out.

SPINDI^ED  SWEKTBREADS. 

As  soon  as  the  sweelbrtiuls  come  from 
tilt'  market  they  must  be  thrown  in  cold, 
-salted  water  and  soaked  for  an  hour  or 
more.  Then  remove  the  i)ipes  and  fat. 
Cov«;r  with  boiling  water;  add  a  table- 
spoonful  of  lemon  juice,  .a_lt^a.spoonfui  of 
salt,  a  slice  of  onion,  eight  pepper  corns 
and  a  piece  of  bay  leaf.  Simmer  gently 
for  thirty  minutes:  then  drain  and  throw 
into  cold  water.  When  cold  wipe  dry  ai:.. 
cut  Into  pieces  one  and  one-halt  incii 
.square  arrd  an  Inch  thick.  Slice  bacon  aa 
thin  as  possible;  cut  into  pieces  corres- 
ponding In  size.  Season  sweetbread  with 
pepper:  roil  in  melted  butter,  thdi  lightly 
in  Hour,  and  then  string  on  small  skewers, 
alternating  with  bacon.  Kest  the  skewer.s 
on  edges  of  shallow  cake  tins  and  plact 
in  a  hot  oven  and  cook  for  eight  or  ten 
minutes.  Serve  on  narrow  strips  of  toa^t. 
Do  not  remove  from  skewer  to  serve. 
PEACH  SNOW. 

Add  half  a  cup  of  sugar  to  one  cup  of 
cream  and  stir  until  sugar  is  dissolved: 
tlien  add  the  whites  of  two  eggs  beaten  to 
a  stiff  froth.  Place  one  quart  Of  sliced 
peaches  in  a  dish:  sprinkle  with  half  a  cup 
of  powdered  sugcu:  and  pour  the  cream 
mixture  over  them  and  serve  at  once.  All 
the  Ingredients  must  be  thoroughly 
chilled  before  put  together  to  insure  suc- 
cess. 

ICE  CREAM  CAKE. 

Ci-eam  three-quarters  of  a  cti])  of  butter 
until  light  colored,  adding  gradually  <)ne 
cup  of  granulated  sugar.  Separate  three 
eggs;  add  the  yolks  to  the  butter  and 
sugar,  one  at  a  time,  beating  them  in 
thoroughly  before  adding  the  next;  then 
add  a  half  cup  of  water.  Sift  two  cup.s  of 
flour  with  two  level  teaspoonfuls  of  bak- 
ing powder  and  add  to  other  ingredients. 
Then  beat  to  a  smooth  batter;  whip 
whites  of  eggs  to  ptitT  froth  and  fold  in 
carefully.   Bake  in  two  layer  cake  tin.s. 

Fl LINING   FOR   ICE   CREAM   CAKE. 

Take  quarter  of  a  box  of  gelatine  and 
soak  in  quarter  of  a  cup  of  cold  water 
until  softened.  Whip  one  pint  of  cream 
dry.  Place  It  in  a  basin  ar^  r  .st^^  in  ice 
wJter.  Sift  In  half  a  cup  of  powoered  su- 
gar; then  add  a  teaspoonful  of  vanilla 
and  tablespoonful  of  sherry.  Pour  quarter 
of  a  cup  of  boiling  water  over  the  gelatine 
and  stir  until  dissolved.  When  cool  strain 
it  carefully  into  the  whij)ped  cream.  Con- 
tinue folding  rapidly,  turning  the  basin 
with  left  hand  until  the  gelatine  and 
cream  is  thoroughly  blended,  and  when 
stiff  enough  to  .spread  nicely  put  it  be- 
tween and  on  top  of  cike  layers.  Tins 
must  be  eaten  while  fresh.

As  Sunday  morning  dawned,  the 
streets  were  lined  with  wounded  and 
half-clad  people,  seeking  medical  atten- 
tion for  themselves  and  aid  for  friends 
and  relatives  who  could  not  mo\-e. 
Police  Officer  John  Bowie  was  found  in 
a  pitiable  condition,  the  ties  on  both  of 
his  feet  and  two  ribs  were  broken  and 
his  head  bruised.  He  reported  that  his 
house,  with  wife  and  children,  had  been 
swept  into  the  gulf. 

vctable  among  the  sufferers  was  Pat 
OKeefe.  O'Keefe,  who  has  for  years 
kept  a  resort  on  the  beach,  and  who  is 
known  to  every  visitor  to  Galveston. 
Where  his  resort  stood,  on  the  beach, 
facir.g  the  gulf,  there  i.«  not  a  vestige  of 
a  builditrg  to  be  !4een.  The  great  bath- 
ing pavilion,  known  as  the  Pagado.  the 
big  pleasure  resort  known  as  the  Olym- 
pla.  and  Murdoch's  bathhouse  are  all 
swept  away  into  the  gulf. 

There  were  few  bodlos  on  the  beach. 
They  had  been  swept  mto  the  gulf  or 
driven  up  Into  the  rubbish  by  the 
waves. 

The  residences  which  have  escaped  de- 
struction have  been  turned  into  hospi- 
tals, as  have  the  leading  hotels.  Then- 
i.s  scarcely  one  of  the  houses  whii^h  are 
left  standing  which  doe.*^  not  contain  one 
or  more  of  the  dead  as  well  as  many  in- 
itfred.

the  Tremont  hotel,  teiopping  at  a  small 
grocery  store  in  the  rear,  the  party 
found  'it  black  with  injured  clamoring 
for  food,  but  the  provisions  In  the  store 
had  been  ruined.  Further  down  the 
street  a  restaurant,  which  had  been  sub- 
merged by  water,  was  serving  out  coffee 
and  crackers. 

Information  from  both  the  extreme 
eastern  and  extreme  western  portions  of 
the  city  were  difficult  to  obtain,  but  the 
reports  which  were  received  Indicated 
I  hat  those  two  sections  had  suffered 
fullv  as  much  as  the  rest  of  the  city. 
Fifteen  men.  c-mstituting  all  that  re- 
mained of  a  company  of  regular  soldiers 
stationed  at  the  Beach  barracks,  were 
marched  down  Market  street.  The  loss 
of  life  among  the  sok^ers  In  the  bar- 
racks, which  were  destroyed,  must  have 
been  fully  100.

About  9 
o'clock.  I  left  for  home.  I  got  there  about 
11  o'clock  and  found  about  three  feet  of 
water  In  the  yard.  It  began  to  get  worse 
and  worse,  the  water  eetting  higher  and 
the  wind  stronger  until  it  was  almost  as 
bad  as  the  gulf  Itself  with  its  raging  tor- 
rents. Finallv,  the  house  was  demolished. 
There  were  nine  of  the  family  in  the 
house,  which  was  a  large  2-story  frame,  ( 
and  of  the  five  people  residing  there,  my-  . 
self  and  niece  were  the  only  ones  who 
could  get  away.  I  then  built  a  raft  or 
driftwood  and  wreckage  and  got  on  it, 
going  with  the  tide,  I  knew  not  where.  I 
had  not  gotten  far  before  I  was  struck 
with  some  wreckage  and  my  niece  was 
knocked  out  of  my  arms.  I  could  not 
save  her  and  had  to  t-ee  her  drown. 

"I  was  carried  on  and  on  with  the  tide, 
sometlme.s  on  the  raft,  and  again  1  was 
thrown  from  it  by  coming  in  contact  with 
some  pieces  of  timber,  parts  of  houses^ 
logs,  cisterns  and  other  things  which 
were  floating  around  In  the  gulf  and  bay. 
:  I  drifted  and  swam  all  night,  not  know- 
ing where  I  was  ROlng  or  In  what  direc- 
tion. About  3  in  the  morning,  I  began  to 
feel  the  hard  ground  and  1  knew  I  was  on 
the  mainland.  I  wandered  about  until  I 
came  to  a  hou.se.  and  there  a  person  gave 
me  some  clothes.  I  had  lost  most  of  mine 
soon  after  I  started  and  only  wore  a  coat. 
I  was  in  the  water  about  seven  hours. 

"The  Miller  residence,  where  I  resided. 
was  about  three  blocks  from  the  gulf, 
and  there  was  fully  eight  or  ten  feet  of 
water  in  this  district  when  I  left.  Of 
the  other  part  of  the  family  I  know  noth- 
Ins 

"The  wind  was  blowing  Saturday  after- 
noon and  night  about  seventy-five  miles 
an  hour,  blowing  the  water  from  the  gulf 
and  completely  covering  the  city  The 
people  of  Galveston  did  not  think  it  was 
much  at  first  and  kept  within  their 
•  houses:  consequently,  when  the  wind  oc- 
ean blowing  and  the  water  dashing 
against  the  houses,  completely  demolish- 
ing them,   many  lives  were  lost. 

"I  was  In  the  storm  which  struck  Gal- 
veston in  tSTS.  but  that  one.  bad  as  It  was, 
was  nothing  in  comparison  with  Satur- 
dav's.  The  gulf  and  bay  are  full  of 
wreckage  of  everv  description,  and  it 
seems  as  if  every  frame  house  In  town 
must  have  been  blown  down,  judging 
from  the  amount  of  driftwood  that  was 
floating  about."

Hamburg  today   announcing   that   Ger-

i  to  China  early  in  October.    These  troops. 
'  it  is  reported,  have  already  been  ordered 
to  prepare  for  their  journey. 


Shanghai  dl-spatches  dated 
Sept.  5,  say  the  great  display 
of  force  there  must  be  due  to 
political  causes.

HAVOC  AT  HOUSTON. 

Miny  Buildings  Art  Wrtckid  and 
One  Lift  lost 

Dallas,  Tex..  Sept.  10.— The  first  train 
from  H9U8ton  arrived  in  Dallas  at  5:45 
over  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central,  It 
left  Houston  yesterday  morning  at  S 
o'clock.  When  It  left  the  South,  the 
city  was  desolate  and  devastated.  Build- 
ings had  been  wrecked,  roofs  had  been 
torn  off  and  hurled  hundreds  of  feet 
through  the  air.  The  electric  ;ight  pWnt 
had  been  demolished,  and  all  night  Ions 
the  city  had  been  in  darkness. 

I'pon  this  train  F.  W.  Woodward,  of 
Dallas,  was  a  passenger.  "When  my 
train  left  Houston,  shortly  after  day- 
light," said  Mr.  Woodward,  "little  had 
been  learned  as  to  the  havoc  of  the  stornn 
in  parts  of  the  city.  Along  the  road 
north  of  Houston  scenes  of  devastation 
and  distress  were  witnessed.  Buildings 
were  torn  down  and  scattered  over  the 
ground  for  miles.  Trees  were  pulled  up 
bv  their  roots  and  cotton  fields  were 
bkre.  the  plants  having  been  scattered 
far  and   wide  by  the   hurricane. 


They  say  there  have  already  been 
landed  3500  Indian.  800  French  and  450 
German  troops.  In  addition  to  800  volun- 
teers and  4000  naval  men  who  are  avail- 
able. There  are  nineteen  foreign  war- 
ships at  Shanghai,  including  the  United 
States  gunboat  Princeton,  and  fourteen 
at  Woosung.  including  the  United  States 
cruiser  New  Orleans.

I  Including  officials  of  the  tslng  11  vamen. 
The  royal  apartments  and  rooms  .set 
apart  for  the  women  were  not  entered. 
Magnificent  marble  staircases,  costly 
i>ronze  and  valuable  vases  were  encoun- 
tered everywhere.  The  emperor's  throne, 
situated  in  a  small  building,  is  sur- 
rounded by  pedestals  on  which  are  ban- 
ners containing  written  notices  of  bus 
death.

Washington,  Sept.  10.— The  Chinese 
minister  has  received  an  imperial  edict 
conferring  on  Li  Hung  Chang  extraor- 
dinary power  for  the  complete  settle- 
ment of  the  Chinese  trouble. 


It  gives  him  authority  to 
make  any  terms  according  to 
his  own  discretion  without  re- 
ferring them  to  the  emperor. 
This  Is  unusual  authority,  and, 
it  is  claimed  at  the  Chinese  le- 
gation, gives  Li  Hung  Chang 
credentials  adequate  to  meet 
all  the  objections  heretofore 
raised  as  to  his  power  to  nego- 
tiate for  peace. 


The  edict  is  dated  two  weeks  ago,  but 
is  just  forwarded  from  Li  Hung  Chang. 
Minister  Lu  delivered  it  to  the  state  de- 
partment. 

The  edict  is  dated  on  the  last  day  of 
the  seventh  moon,  Chinese  calendar, 
which  Is  about  Aug.  24.  It  is  Issued  by 
the  emperor  and  not  the  empress  dow- 
ager, indicating  that  the  former  Is  now 
exercising  those  imperial  functions, 
which  some  of  the  powers,  notably  Great 
Britain,  have  insisted  lielonged  to  him 
rather  than  to  the  empress  dowager.  The 
document  does  not  show  the  place  at 
whl-ch  It  was  issued,  but  was  transmit- 
ted through  Paotlngfu,  and  probably 
emanated  there,  as  the  Imperial  house-

Another  big  ship  Is 
lying  out  near  quarantint-  station.  The 
Kendall  Castle  was  driven  as  far  up  as 
Texas  Citv.  where  she  is  now  stranded. 
Only  a  fe"w  boats  are  now  left.  Some 
schooners  were  lifted  bwlily  from  tha 
water  and  flung  upon  the  island.

In  tH<>  nnfortunate  contest  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  Boer  states  of  South 
Afri*a  tbe  Unlte«l  States  has  malnt'iined 
an  attitude  of  neutrality  in  a<-cordanec 
with  its  wen  known  traditional  policy.

P^ilipinos  took  no  part  In  the  attack,  but 
came  following  in  with  a  view  of  lo<;t;ng 
the  city  and  were  only  prevented  from  do- 
ing so  by  the  forces  preventing  them  from 
entering.  Aguinaldo  claimed  that  he  had 
the  right  to  occupy  the  city;  he  demanded 
of  Gen.  Merritt  the  palace  of  Malacanan 
for  himself  and  the  cession  of  all  the 
churches  of  Manilla,  also  that  a  part  of 
the  money  taken  from  the  Spaniards  as 
spoils  of "  war  should  le  given  up,  and 
above  all  that  he  should  be  given  the  arms 
of  the  Spanish  prisoners.  All  these  de- 
mands were  refused. 

Gens.  Merritt,  Green  and  Anderson,  who 
wer*'  In  command  at  the  beginning  of  our 
occupation,  and  untH  the  surrender  of 
Manilla,  stated  that  there  was  no  alliance 
with  the  insurgents  and  no  promise  to 
them  of  independence.  On  Aug.  17,  UdS, 
Gen.  Merritt  was  instructed  that  there 
must  be  no  joint  occupation  of  Manilla 
with  tho  insurgents.

In  the  city 
of  Manilla,  when  '-nly  the  vigllancf^  of  our 
army  prevented  the  attempt,  to  assassin- 
ate our  soldiers  and  all  foreigners  and 
pillage  and  destroy  the  city  and  al!  Us 
surroundings.  In  short,  the  proposition 
of  those  opposed  to  us  is  to  continue  all 
tho  obligations  in  the  Philipnlnes  which 
now  rest  upon  the  government.  oiil.v 
changing  the  ri  latlon  from  principal, 
which  now  exists,  to  that  of  surety.  O.ur 
responsibility  is  to  remain,  but  our  i)ower 
Is  to  be  diminished.  Our  obligaiion  is  to 
be  no  less,  but  our  title  is  to  be  surren- 
dered to  another  power,  which  Is  with- 
out experience  or  training,  or  the  ability 
'  to  maintain  a  stable  government  at  home 
and  absolutely  helpless  to  perform  its 
International  obligations  with  the  rest  of 
the  world.  To  ^hir-  we  are  opposed.  We 
should  not  vlelii  our  title  while  our  ob- 
ligations last.  In  the  language  of  our 
platform.  "Our  authority  .'diould  not  be 
less  than  our  i".sPonslbility,"  and  our 
present  responsibility  is  to  establish  our 
authority  iri  eyt; v  part  of  the  l.slands. 
i  No  governmeiit  can  so  certainly  pre- 
I  serve  the  poac  .  restore  public  order,  es- 
tablish, law.  justice  and  stable  conditions 
as  ours.  Neitln-r  congress  nor  the  exe- 
cutive can  establish  a  stable  government 
in  these  i.slands  except  under  our  right  of 
sjvereStjnty,  oui  authority  and  our  fiag.

PROTFCTOKATE  NOT  FEASIBLE. 
We  could  not  do  it  as  a  protectorate 
power  so  com(>lete.y  or  so  successfully 
as  we  are  doing  It  now.

invited  us  to  insume  it.  We  could  not 
maintain  a  protectorate  even  wUh  the 
constant  of  the  governed  without  glvitig 
provocation  for  conflicts  and  prob.ibly 
costlv  wars.  Our  rights  In  the  Philippines 
are  "now  free  from  outside  Interference 
and  will  contin  le  so  In  our  present  rela- 
tion. We  will  not  give  uo  our  own  to 
guarantee    another   sovereignty.  ^ 

Our  title  is  cood.  Our  peace  commission- 
ers believed  they  were  receiving  fi  good 
title  when  tiiev  concluded  the  treaty..  The 
executive  believed  it  was  a  good  title 
when  he  submitted  it  to  the  senate  of  the 
United  Stales  for  Its  ratification.  The 
senate  bell^-ved  it  was  a  good  title  when 
they  give  it  their  constitutional  as.senl. 
and  the  congress  seems  to  not  have  doubt- 
ed its  completeiH  ss  when  they  appropri- 
ated twentv  mi. lion  ilollars  provided  by 
the  treaty.  If  any  who  favored  its  ralili- 
cation believed  it  gave  us  a  bad  title,  they 
were  not  sincere.  Our  title  is  practically 
identical  with  that  under  which  we  hidd 
our  territory  acquired  since  the  beginning 
of  thf  government,  and  under  which  we 
have  exerciseil  full  sovereignty  and  estab- 
lished govern  ment  for  the  inhabitants. 

It  is  worthv  of  note  that  no  one  outside 
of  the  I  TiitMl  St.ites  disputes  the  fullness 
and  integrity  of  the  occasion.  Who  then  is 
the  real  issue  on  this  subject?  Whether 
It  is  paramount  to  any  other  or  not,  it  is 
whether  we  shall  be  respon.-ible  for  the 
government  of  the  Philippines  with  the 
sovereignty  and  authority  whith  enables 
us  to  guide  them  lo  regulated  libtity, 
law,  safety  and  progress,  or  whether  we 
shall  be  responslole  for  the  forcible  and 
aroilrary  government  of  a  nilnoruy  with- 
out sovere.gnty  and  authority  on  our 
part,  and  wiiii  only  the  emljarras'ment  of 
a  protectorate  without  the  eowcr  of  pre- 
venting them. 

ARE  NOT  JUSTIFIED. 
There  were  those  wlio  two  years  ago 
were  rushing  us  on  to  war  with  Si)ain 
who  are  unwilling  now  to  accept  its  cicar 
con.sequence,  as  there  are  those  among  U3 
who  advocated  the  ratification  of  the 
treaty  of  peace,  but  now  protest  against 
its  obligations. Nations  wliich  go  to  war 
must  be  prepared  to  accept  its  re:^iultanl 
obli  and   when  they  make  treaiic* 

mil  iliem. 

TnM>e  rtiio  profess  to  distrust  the  liber- 
al and  honorable  puriioses  of  the  ad- 
ministration in  Its  treatment  of  the  Piiii- 
ippines  are  not  justified.  Imperialism  has 
no  place  in  its  creed  or  conduct.  FreeJom 
is  a  rock  upon  whicii  the  Republican  pirty 
was  builded  and  now  rests.  Liberty  is 
the  great  Republican  doctrine  for  which 
people  went  to  war  ana  for  whicli  a  mil- 
i  lion  lives  weiv  oftered  and  biliions  of  dol- 
lars expended  to  make  li  a  lawful  legacy 
ot  all  without  the  consent  of  master  or 
slave.  There  is  a  strain  of  ili-concea.ed 
hvpocrisy  in  the  anxiety  to  extend  tlie 
constitutional  guarantees  to  the  people  nt 
the  Phillppin.'S.  wh  le  their  rullification 
is  iipciily  advocated  at  home.  Our  oppon- 
ents may  distrust  themselves  but  tluv 
have  no  right  to  discredit  the  good  laith 
and  patriotism  of  th^  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple, who  are  opjiosing  the.j:;  they  may  tear 
the  worst  f'.rm  of  imp<riaiism  with  Ihe 
helpless  Filipinos  In  their  h.Tnds;  but  if 
thcv  do  ji  i.s  because  the.\-  liHVe  pined 
witii  the  spirit  and  faith  of  the  fathers 
and  have  lost  the  virility  of  the  founders 
of  the  party  which  they  profess  to  rep- 
resent.

MASSACRED  BY  BLACKS. 

R«ign  0?  Terror  ReporUd  In  Kiw 
South  Wales. 

Victoria,  B.  C.  Sept.  10.— The  steamc/ 
Vv'arrimo,  from  Australia,  via  Honolulu, 
brought  news  of  a  series  of  massacres 
by  the  blacks  of  Nev.-  South  Wales.  Tho 
police  were  in  pursuit  of  some  that  had 
committed  several  fiendish  crimes  and 
killed  nearly  a  dozen  people  when  the 
steamer  sailed. 

The  first  massacre  was  reported  from 
Kerelong.  Mr.  Mawlirey  had  left  his 
home  to  go  to  a  nearby  village,  aiid  the 
women  and  children  were  alone.  The 
blacks  came  to  the  house  and  battered  in 
the  doors  with  their  tomahawks.  The 
uomen  and  children  lied,  and  nearly  all 
v.ere  heWed  down  in  cold  IjIoou  as  they 
ran.  The  killed  were:  Mis.  Mawbvay. 
Kildy  Mawbrcy,  Percy  Mawbrey,  Mis.^ 
Ker.se,  Elsie  Clarke  and  Grace  Maw- 
brey. 

Tv.o  days  later  the  same  blacks  went 
to  th?  hovipe  of  Alox.ander  McKay  and 
killed  him.  The  same  day  they  entered 
a  l:ouse  five  or  six  miles  away  and  killed 
■Mrs.  O'Brien  and  her  infant  child. 

They  continued  thejr  \vay  into  the 
bu.=h.  .going  north.  A  big  pos.so  of  police, 
aided  by  native  trackers  and  bloo.'.- 
hounds  started  in  pursuit,  going  to  Port 
Stephens,  where  the  blacks  ha\V?  retreat- 
ed.

At    this    writing    the    full    extent 
of   the  calamity   is  not   known,   but   it   is 
stated    on    g'wd    authority    that   1500   lives 
llfe.ve  been  lost  and  that  the  value  of  prop- 
erty  destroyed    runs    into    the   millions   of 
dollars.    Other  towns  in  Texas  were  dam- 
aged by  the  terrible  gtorm.  but  their  loss- 
es are  insignificant  In  comparison  with  the 
deitructlon  of  life  and  property  at  Galves- 
ton.   The  disaster  Is  due  to  a  West  Indl.in 
hurricane,  the  first  of  the  present  season, 
which  swept  across  Cuba  and   Jamaica  and 
brought    up    against    our    South    Atlantic 
coast  with  unusual  fury.     It  was  heralded 
by  the  weather  bureau  seventy-two  hours 
before  it  struck  Florida  and  this  warning 
no    doubt    prevented    many    vessels    from 
venturing    out    and    heln<<    destroyed,    but 
no  warning  could  stop  the  awful  fiood  that 
descended    upon   Galveston,   which   is    but 
slightly  above  the  waters  of  the  gulf.

Many  At  ind  tha  Fair. 

The  attendance  )f  Duluth  people  at  the 
state  fair  at  H  tmline  this  year  was 
larger  than  eve  before.  The  general 
opinion  was  that  the  fair  was  the  finest 
ever  held  in  the  :  tate.  Eacti  year  shows 
an  improvement  n  the  character  of  ex- 
exhibits,  the  rac  s,  and.  in  fact,  every 
feature  of  the  gi  -at  show.  The  attend- 
ance at  the  fair  was  the  larirest  In  the 
historv  of  the  s  ciety.  and  the  Minne- 
sota State  Agri  ultural  society  is  be- 
coming a  rich  in  tltution. 


The  knife  was  not  piled  to  department 
estimates  at  the  meeting  of  the  muni- 
cipal conference  committee  "Saturday 
afternoon.  The  slashing  is  set  for  next 
Saturday.  The  departmental  estimates 
for  the  current  expenses  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  1901  were  discussed  at  length, 
but  not  so  much  as  a  test  vote  was  taken 
on  anv  item. 

The  head  of  each  department  insists 
that  the  estimate  included  in  the  city 
comptroller's  report  is  the  very  lowest 
possible.  There  is  very  little  question 
about  a  large  cut  in  the  estimate  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  which  was  $108,- 
000,  as  against  $42,682  for  last  year.    The 

maintenance  fund  will  require  a  great 
deal  more  money  this  year  than  It  did 
last,  but  notwithstanding  this,  the 
board's  estimate  is  likely  to  be  choDoed 
from  $108,000  to  the  vicinity  of  $78,000. 

From  the  sentiment  of  Saturday's 
meeting  the  fire  department  estimate 
may  stand  at  close  to  $93,262.  as  against 
$"4,645  for  last  year. 

President  James  McDowell  of  the 
board  of  fire  commissioners  stated  at  the 
meeting  that  the  estimate  was  made  as 
low  as  the  board  could  cossiblv  see  its 
way  clear  to  make  it.  He  rererred  to  the 
unprotected  condition  of  the  water  front. 
And  stated  that  the  insurance  insoector 
had  said  that  the  fire  department  could 
never  be  marked  as  efficient  so  long  as 
i:j  much  valuable  commercial  and  indus- 
trial property  along  the  water  front  was 
left  without  fire  tug  protection.  Other- 
wise the  department  was  thoroughly  efii- 
cient. 

Mayor  Hugo  said  that  the  police  de- 
partment estimate  of  $58.13.3  would  be 
cut.  but  to  what  extent  he  did  not  care 
to  predict.  There  is  little  doubt  \n  the 
minds  of  the  city  officers  but  that  addi- 
tional police  protection  will  be  require! 
during  the  coming  year.  They  claim  it 
is  a  fact  that  scarcely  one-t'nird  of  the 
territory  included  in  the  city  limits  has 
the  police  protection  the  people  are  en- 
titled to.  The  force  is  declared  to  be 
absurdly  small  for  a  city  of  such  a 
heterogeneous  mingling  of  all  nalinna'- 
jties  and  conditions  of  i»eoDle  that  com- 
pose Duluth's  population.  A  few  more 
policemen  will  be  added  next  year,  but 
it  is  doubtful  if  the  department  will  get 
more  than  $43,000  for  the  year's  ex- 
penses.

STRANDED  EMDEAVORERS. 

0vir365  Return  From  Europe  on 
tbe  Trave. 

Xew  York.  Sept.  10.— The  Xorih  Ger- 
man Llyod  steamship  Trave,  brought 
over  36,".  Christian  Endeavors,  who  were 
among  those  stranded  during  the  sum- 
mer in  different  parts  of  Europe  because 
the  funds  of  the  tourist  agency  conduct- 
ing the  Christian  Endeavor  tours  gave 
out.  The  reason  for  this  was  the  diffi- 
culty in  getting  steamers  owing  to  the 
Hoboken  fire  and  the  South  African  war. 
which  made  it  necessary  for  the  tourists 
to  stay  a  long  time  in  hotels  waiting  fur 
steamers  at  an  expense  which  proved  too 
much  for  the  agents. 

Those  who  arrived  on  the  Trave  are 
about  the  last  of  the  1000  or  more  that 
sailed  from  here  in  July  intending  to  see 
the  Paris  exposition  and  travel  over 
Europe.  They  were  strajided  in  Paris  for 
three  weeks  and  most  of  them  had  to 
send  for  money  to  get  home  with.  Un- 
like those  that  arrived  here  two  weeks 
ago.  the  Christian  Endeavorers  on  the 
Trave  had  their  baggage  with  them  and 
were  able  to  start  at  once  for  their 
homes.  Most  of  them  came  from  Phila- 
delphia. Providence  and  other  eastern 
cities.

From  that  time  on  it  was 
no  uncommon  thing,  in  the  various  lo- 
calities where  people  go  for  their  Sunday 
outings,  to  see  little  disconsolate  family 
groups  huddled  under  trees  or  friendly 
eaves,  waiting  till  the  clouds  rolled  by. 
They  did  not  roll  by,  so  the  people  hao 
to  scurry  for  street  cars  and  come  home, 
in  rather  poor  tempers  in  many  cases,  it 
was  sad  to  note. 

During  the  summer,  with  its  unwonted 
heat,  all  of  the  picnic  possibilities  have 
been  well  crowded  every  fair  Sunday. 
Throngs  of  people  have  swarmed  at 
Lester  Park,  at  O-at-ka  beach,  at  Fond 
du  Lac,  and  even  in  the  little  parks 
throughout  the  city.  Yesterday  there 
were  no  throngs,  for  the  people  that 
braved  the  weather  indications  and  got 
out  yesterday  were  in  the  minority,  and 
the  ones  that  remained  at  hom«  and  did 
the  best  they  could  in  the  house  were 
in  a  vast  majority.  The  parks  and  dIc- 
nic  grounds  were  nearly  deserted,  except 
for  the  few  miserable  groups  above  re-

Washington,  Sept.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  opinion  is  quite  gtiierally 
fs'^i'.ssi't  bv  politicians  in  th'.4  <.!ty  th*it 
the  Republicans  of  New  York  state  did 
not  strengthen  their  cause  any  in  select- 
ing B  B.  Odell,  Jr..  for  the  h^ad  of  their 
state  ticket. 

While  no  one  can  attack  Mr.  Odell's 
personal  record,  he  is  vulnerable  in 
politics,  and  therefore  will  probably  not 
draw  the  doubtful  voter  to  his  standard 
on  election  day.  There  are  .thousands 
upon  thousands  of  men  of  voting  age  in 
Empire  state  who  have  very  little  use 
for  machine  politicians.  Next  to  Senator 
Thomas  C.  Piatt.  Mr.  Odell  is  considered 
the  greatest  machine  politician  that  Xew 
York  has  had  in  either  party  in  recent 

years.  The  understanding  is  that  Mr. 
Odell  too.  is  simply  endeavoring  to  reach 
the  United  States  senate  through  the 
Xew  York  governorship.  In  other  words 
if  Mr.  Piatt  retires  to  private  life  at  the 
end  of  his  present  term,  his  choice  for  his 
successor  is  Mr.  Odell.  A  good  many 
Republicans  of  prominence  in  the  state 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  deal  that  Mr.

Shipwreoked  Sailor  Found  a  Bride 
on  Mapsoa  Island. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  10.— A  Robinson 
Crusoe  stor>-  is  told  by  a  young  German 
sailor,  August  Schmager.  who  has  Just 
reached  here  on  the  French  bark  Anjou. 
Schmager  is  known  as  "the  Prince  of 
Magarca,"  as  he  married  the  dusky 
daughter  of  a  chief  who  is  now  principal 
owner  of  Magasca  island  in  the  Caroline 
gioup. 

Schmager  left  this  port  on  a  whaler  in 
1S98.

Oliver  Company  Curtails  Re- 
gent Mines  Force-Copper 
Harbor's  New  Industry. 

Xegaunee— Two  hundrt*d  men  emplo.vcNi 
on  the  night  shift  at  the  Oliver  Iron  com- 
pany's Regent  mines  were  ordered  laid 
off  today.  This  makes  400  hands  let  out 
in  the  last  two  months,  leaving  300  stlb 
at  work.  The  cause  of  curtailment  is  ihi- 
recent  decline  in  the  prices  of  ore. 

Houghton— Copper  Harbor,  which  has 
forged  to  the  front  this  season  aj.  a  sum- 
mer resort,  is  about  to  receive  a  little 
business  impetus,  and  during  the  coming 
winter  will  be  the  home  of  a  pratiically 
new  industry.  At  Copper  Harbor  there  is 
a  mineral  that  it  is  proposed  to  use  in 
the  hardening  process  of  the  manufacture 
of  steel,  and  it  is  for  the  purpo.se  of  min- 
ing it  and  getting  it  ready  for  shipment 
that  C.  R.  Corning,  of  Pittsburg,  has  de- 
cided to  put  in  a  camp  and  repair  the  old 
dock  so  that  the  product  can  be  shipped 
and  supplies  brought  in.  Mr.  Corning  ha.^ 
been  in  the  copper  country  and  loolicd  tne 
siituation  over,  and  has  concluded  that  the 
opening  is  a  good  one.  so  much  so  that 
he  is  "at  present  in  Chicago  purcha.sing 
supplies   and    the   necessary    machinery.

Man  In  Troubla. 

La  Moure— Excitement  over  the  al- 
leged discovery  of  gold  in  this  county 
has  aljated.  and  several  hundred  people 
who  have  been  "up  in  the  air"  for  a 
couple  of  week-^  are  now  striking  terra 
firma  with  a  dull  thud.  A  number  of 
mining  experts  have  been  here,  and  a 
careful  examination  of  the  ore  disclose.-^ 
the  fact  that  there  is  not  sufficient  preci- 
ous metal  to  warrant  development. 
Specimens  were  sent  to  Butte.  Mont., 
recently,  and  the  assayer  reports  silver 
worth  about  $1.60  and  gold  worth  about 
$1.40  to  the  ton. 

Pargo— Frank  E.  Carmody  was  arrest- 
ed here  charged  with  blowing  the  safe  of 
the  Mexican  Electric  company,  m  Mexi- 
can Citv.  March  21,  securing  $10,000. 
Carmody  has  been  working  here  since 
May.  The  arrest  was  made  by  Marshal 
Haggart  for  the  government.  Carmody 
was  locked  up  and  seems  unwilling  to 
return  to  Mexico. 

Judge  Pollock  held,  in  the  case  of  the 
Fargo  Gas  and  Electric  company  against 
the  Fargo  Edison  company,  that  the  city 
had  no  right  to  grant  permanent  and  ex- 
clusive franchise  to  the  plaintiff,  and 
dissolved  the  injunction  restraining  the 
defendant  from  erecting  poles  within 
two  feet  of  the  poles  of  the  plaintiff.

The  petition  for  reinstatement 
ha«  been  generally  signed  by  attorneys 
from  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  is  assum- 
ing something  of  a  political  nature,  be- 
cause Simpson  was  chairman  of  the  last 
Republican  state  convention.

SINBIHS  INSECTS. 

Singing  birds  a:v  esteemed  in  a'l 
countries,  but  in  Japan  the  musical 
sounds  emitted  by  certain  insects  are 
appreciated.  Listening  to  these  minute 
singer.s  has  been  for  many  centuries  a 
favorite  pastime  of  the  Japanese,  and 
has  given  tirth  to  an  original  com- 
merce. 

At  Toglo.  toward  the  end  of  May  and 
the  beginning  of  Juno,  one  sees  suspend- 
ed under  the  verandas  of  houses  little 
cages  of  bamboo  from  which  break  upon 
the  silence  of  the  fresh  twilight  strange 
little  whistlings  of  mt  lallic  modulations 
and  light  trills,  which  fill  the  air  with 

delicate  music,  it  is  haliitunlly  in  the 
evening,  after  the  hour  of  the  bath,  that 
the  people  of  Toklo  seal  themselves  anti 
listen  to  the  shrill  concert. 

The  most  prized  of  these  singing  in- 
sects is  the  suzumushi.  Its  name  means 
"insect  bell."  and  the  sound  which  it 
emits  resembles  that  of  a  tiny  silver  bell. 
It  is  a  tiny  beetle  with  a  flat  body. 

The  kutsuwa-mushi  is  so  named  be- 
cause its  cr.v  resembles  the  sound  made 
by  a  horse  in  champing  its  bit.  There 
are  two  siJecies  of  it,  the  one  a  light 
yellow  and  the  other  o  pale  green.  Really 
this  insect  is  a  kind  of  winged  grass- 
hopper, of  fat  body.  and  eOmmon  in 
nian.v  countries. 

Another  singing  insect  much  esteemed 
is  the  kirigiri.su.  which  is  also  a  very 
large  grasslioiM^er.  producing  varied, 
strident  sounds.  Then  there  is  the  en- 
amgorogi.  which  is  a  kind  of  cricket: 
th^^  kusahibari.  a  minute  grasshopper, 
v.hich  has  a  sound  of  remarkal)le  <  lear- 
ne.ss:  the  kantan.  originally  from  China, 
which  sings  only  at  midnight;  the 
kanetataki.  whose  song  resembles  the 
far-aWay  sound  of  a  ilock.  In  Tokio 
alone  I  here  are  ovcr  forty  merchants 
dealing  in  singing  inscT-ts.  Tl!i»  c(!ni- 
meiie  is  of  rtlativel.v  rece'ii  origin, 
thouldi  tor  eeiit  lilies  the  Japane;-e  have 
been  loud  of  the  music  «d  these  in.sects 
:  ays  t!ie  New  York  Sun.  I''ormer!y  they 
woiill  go  jn  p.irties  to  places  wliere  the 
little  niusieiaiis  al'oimded,  pass  the  night 
there  cvlend.  d  upon  mats,  drinking  te.i 
or  siiki  and  listening  to  the  liarmony  cf 
the  suTiunuishi   and   kutsuwa-mushi. 

It  was  only  alxmt  a  l(H>  years  ago  thai 
an  amateur  named  Choao  had  the  idea 
of  capturing  one  of  these  insects  for  his 
own  particular  diversion.  Then  the 
singing  season  over,  he  forgot  a  certain 
numbt  r  in  a  closed  vase.  Great  was  his 
stirprise  on  opening  it  the  following  year, 
to  find  it  filled  with  newly  hatched 
young.  After  that  he  gave  himself  up 
to  raising  of  various  species  of  singing 
insects,  and  so  founded  a  trade  which 
has  ijeconie  flourishing.  Actually  the 
greater  number  of  singing  insects  are 
artifically  raised  so  that  their  hatching 
corresponds  to  the  seasons  when  their 
admirers  love  to  listen  to  them  and  to 
combine  their  sounds.

Tiiis  leather  i.s  ob-, 
laiiie.1  from  the  hair  s«al.  an.l  not  ft<'«n 
Ih.-  fnr-bearing  speiie.s,  and  is  used  to 
a  considerable  extent  in  the  manufacture 
of  pockethooks.  The  hair  seals  are  still 
very  plentiful  in  .  the  N«^h  Atlantic 
ocean,  and  as  it  is  not  difficult  to  Kill 
them  they  afford  a  very  promising 
source  of  leather  supply.  Walrus  leather 
has  come  into  th.-  market  recently,  hut 
as  the  animals  are  being  exicrminatod 
rapidly  it  will  hardly  amount  to  much 
commercially.  Another  kind  of  leather 
now  seen  on  sale  is  that  of  the  sea  ele- 
phant.  

SPANISH  WATERING  PLACE.

Some  Duluth  Paopio  Affected 
By  the  Terrible  Galves- 
ton Calamity. 

The  great  calamity  at  Galveston, 
Texas,  has  given  more  than  ordinary 
concern  to  Duluth  people  from  the  fact 
■that  Texas  City,  which  is  a  few  mile.* 
from  Galveston,  and  directly  in  the  line 
of  the  storm,  is  Si  city  in  which  a  number 
of  Duluth  people  arc  i.iterested.  It  was 
established  by  the  Myers  Bros,  and 
others,  and  more  recently  J.  L.  Great- 
singer,  A.  B.  Wolvin  and  others  have 
acquired  large  interes'ts  there. 

The  site  of  Texas  City  is  a  far  better 
one  than  that  of  Galveston.  The  latter 
is  situated  on  an  island,  several  miles 
from  the  mainland,  and  between  the 
two  there  intervenes  a  bay  about  fiv^ 
or  six  miles  wide.  The  sfte  of  Gal- 
veston only  averages  eighteen  inches 
above  the  water  level,  while  that  of 
Texas  City  Is  eleven  feet  above  it.  This 
fact  leads  the  people  here,  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  latter  to  believe  that  it 
is  safe  from  the  ravages  of  the  storm. 

Mr.  Grcatsingcr  said  this  morning  that 
he  had  no  fear  for  anything  except  the; 
big  dredge  which  the  company  has  thcP', 
and  an  item  re:eived  over  the  wires 
this  morninsr  said  that  'this  dredge,  of 
which  he  speaks,  was  driven  a  half  mile 
irland  by  the  great  rise  of  water.  All 
efforts  today  to  reach  Texas  City  from 
Duluth  were  without  avail  up  to  this 
afternoon. 

Among  others  in  the  city  to  whom  all 
news  of  the  Galveston,  Tex.,  horror  is  of 
the  greatest  interest  is  Guy  McLaughlin, 
who  is  with  the  Marshall-Wells  company 
of  this  city.  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  born 
and  reared  in  Galveston  and  has  rela- 
tives there  now  over  whose  safety  he  is 
much  concerned.  Mr.  McLaughlin  said 
of  the  city:  .  , 

"Galveston  is  built  on  a  sandy  islan 
parallel  to  and  about  three  miles  from 
the  mainland  of  Texas.  The  only  ineans 
of  transportation  between  the  city  and 
t-.o  mainland  is  a  railroad  ferry  at  tne 
northern  noint.  four  railroad  bridges 
and  the  longest  wagon  bridge  in  the 
world  across  the  bay  of  Galveston. 

"The  island  is  very  low,  not  over  six 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea  at  its 
hi-hest  'xjint.  A  person  c^n  stand  on 
t.jD  of  a  street  car  on  the  gulf  side  and 
see  the  shipping  in  the  iharbor  on  the  bay

depth,  while  in  these  islands  the  depth  var- 
ies from  25  to  40  feet.  There  have  be^-n 
many  attempts  to  utilize  the  peat  lands 
of  tliis  country,  but  success  has  not  until 
reoentiy  ci owned  these  efforts.

KHEDIVE JOF  E6YPT. 

Mode  of  Life  and  the  Characteristics 
of  Abbas. 

The  life  of  his  highness   is  very  dif- 
ferent from  that  which  in  the  western 
world   is   usually   associated     witCi     an 
eastern  sovereign.    To   begin   with,   the 
Khedive  has  received  a  splendid  Euro- 
pean education.    He  learned  English  as 
a  c'nild  under  tutors,  especially  selectei 
and  sent   to   Cairo   for   his   benefit   and 
that    of    his    brother,    Prince    Meftiemet. 
When  12  years  of  age  he  entred  the  cle- 
brated  Haxiuh  School,  at  Geneva,  and 
afterward  continued  his  scholastic  car- 
eer at  the  Theresianum,  at  Vienna,  from 
which  tie  was  called  by  the  sudden  di^ath 
of   his    father,    the    Khedive   Tewfik,    to 
ascend  the  throne  of  Egypt,  at  the  ag<? 
of  18.  in  1892.     At  Viennt  he  w?.s  somc- 
iMns  cf   a   favorite   with  the   Austrian 
Emr/eror.  who  also  saw  t'lat  the  prince 
was  given  a   military  training  in  addi- 
tion to  his  ordinary  school  work.    Natur- 
ally   highly    intelligent,.    Abbas    proved 
hiriiself    both    industrious    and    ca.^able. 
He  has  the  gift  of  tongues,  and  can  talk 
in    at     least     six      languages— English, 
French,    German.    Italian,   Turkish    and 
Arabic,    the   last   being  in   common   use 
throughout  Egypt.     Every  official  day  of 
his  life  he  will  most  probably  c->nverse 
in  at  lesat  four  of  these  lanrrua^Tcs. 

His  highness  has  a  prodigious  memory 
and  great  capacity  for  mastering  de- 
tail, says  the  London  Chronicle.  He  is 
a  hard  worker  and  every  moment  of  his 
time  is  parceled  out  with  exactness.  He 
usually  rises  at  5:30  in  the  morning,  and 
tlen  goes  out  riding,  an  exercise  of  wTiich 
he  is  passionately  fond,  till  about  S, 
when  he  has  breakfast.  Soon  afterward 
he  is  busily  engaircd  in  state  affairs 
with  his  secretaries  and  ministers,  and 
this  fills  up  the  afternoon  until  luncheon; 
but,  that  meal  over,  he  is  at  work  again 
wii^.i  lis  staff  until  his  T>ublic  recenib.n 
hcur  comes  around,  when  be  meets  all 
those  who  have  the  right  to  call  unon 
him  and  a  good  number  wh>  haven't.  In 
the  evening  there  are  dinners,  bills,  re- 
ceptions, t^e  opera  and  I'.ie  theater.  All 
this  .gives  one  the  impression,  a  perfectly 
correct  one,  that  Abbas  is  no  Irrieuid 
Oriental,  but  a  nrince  cf  high  ability 
and  remarkable  energy. 
Nor  Is  he  less  interested  from  the 
iQ  purely  domestic  piint  of  view.  As  a 
1  sovereign  he  has  to  be  a  great  deal  at 
,1  '  the  state  palaces  of  Abdin,  at  Cairo  and 
Ras-el-Tin.  at  Alexandria,  the  former 
being  the  v.inter,  the  latter  Lie  summer 
capital  of  Egvpt,  but  )-e  Ukes  nothing 
better  than  to  leave  these  for  his  more 
nrivate  nalaces  of  Koubbeh  op  Monta- 
zah  his  seaside  nlace.  Koubeh  is  some 
five  miles  from  Cairo,  and  here  his  hlg.i- 
ness  lives  after  much  the  fashion  .as 
might  a  great  English  landowner  cf  the 
most  modern  type.  He  keeps  a  splendid 
stud  and  his  beautiful  horses,  English 
bred  as  well  as  Arabs,  are  his  snecial 
-iride.  On  the  estate  itself  he  ha-s 
brought  inti  use  the  latest  things  in 
agricultural  machinery,  and  he  takes  an

OOVERNMENT^WILL  AID. 

President  Orders  Tents  and  Prov- 
isions For  Balveston  Sufferers. 

Washington,  Sept.  10.— Tlie  president, 
this  morning,  received  a  telegram  from 
Mr.  Stillane,  of  Houston,  Texas,  in  be- 
half' of  the  mayor  and  citizens  com- 
mittee of  Galveston,  which,  in  a  few- 
words,  gives  to  the  president  the  gen- 
eral situation  in  Galveston  and  says  that 
money,  food  and  clothing  are  needed 
immediately:  also,  that  they  must  be 
lurnished  by  the  state  and  nation.  He 
calls  upon  the  president  for  aid. 

The  president  has  sent  a  telegram,  in 
response,  to  the  mayor  of  Gavelston. 
stating  he  had  instructed  the  secretary 
of  war  to  immediately  furnish  tents  and 
jirovisions  for  the  destitute  people  in 
(Jalveston  and  expressing  his  sympathy 
w  ith  the  sufferers. 

President  McKinley  also  sent  a  tele- 
gram of  sympathy  to  Governor  Sayers. 
in  which  he  says  he  will  instruct  the 
secretary  of  war  to  supply  tents  and 
provisions  to  the  flood  sufferers  upon 
his  request.  Governor  Sayers  has  not 
yet  been  heard  from.

Galveston,  Texas — Special  by  Western 
Union  dispatch  boat  to  Houston,  Sept. 
10.— The  tenifie  cyclone  that  produced 
such  a  distressing  disaster  was  predict- 
ed by  the  T'nitcd  States  weather  bureau 
to  .strike  Galveston  Friday  night  and 
created  much  apprehension,  but  the 
night  passed  without  the  prediction  be- 
ing verided.  The  conditions,  however, 
were  ominous,  the  danger  signal  was 
displayed  on  the  flagstaff  of  the  weather 
Itureau,  shipping  was  warned,  etc.  The 
southeastern  sky  was  somber,  the  gulf 
beat  high  on  the  beach  with  that  dismal, 
thunderous  roar  that  jjresaged  trouble, 
while  the  air  had  the  stillness  that  be- 
tokens a  storm.  From  out  of  the  north, 
in  the  middle  watches  of  the  night,  the 
wind  began  to  coine  in  spiteful  puffs,  in- 
creasing in  volume  as  the  day  da'rn  >d. 

I'.y  10  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  it 
was  alinost  a  gale,  ajid  by  noon  it  had 
it'creased  in  veK^city,  whipping  the  tele- 
graph poles  and  tearing  things  up  in  a 
lively  manner,  yet  no  serious  apprehen- 
sion was  felt  by  the  residents  remote 
from  the  encroachments  of  the  gulf. 
Itesidents  near  the  beach  were  aroused 
to  the  danger  that  threatened  then- 
homes.

STREET  SWEPT  CLEAN. 

Frightful  Havoc  Amonf  Residences 
on  the  Qelveston  Beach. 

Houston,  Texas,  Sept.  11.— Additional 
details  from  Galveston  show  that  on 
West  Thirty-third  street,  the  storm 
swept  the  ground  perfectly  clear  of  the 
residences  that  once  stood  upon  it  and 
piled  them  in  a  conglomorated  mass 
five  blocks  back  on  the  beach,  strewing 
the  piling  with  the  debris  and  the  bodies 
of  its  many  victims.  Many  of  them 
were  lying  out  in  the  afternoon  sun  and 
were   frightful   to   look    upon. 

The  fearful  wreck  of  the  storm  was 
not  confined  to  the  district  along  the 
beach,  but  took  in  all  the  districts  of 
the  city  and  Denver  re-survey,  but  it 
was  near  to  the  beach  that  the  most* 
destruction  to  human  life  occurred.  The 
waves  washed  the  Home  of  the  Home- 
less, and  it  is  thought  that  the  inmates, 
consisting  of  thirteen  orphans  and  tliree 
lady  matrons,  were  drowned.  Out  in 
the  Denver  re-survey,  the  destruction 
was  terrible  and  victims  of  the  storm 
were  many.  The  governmenP  works 
were  greatly  damaged  and  the  buildings 
on  the  beach  were  washed  out  into  the 
gulf  and  their  occupants  are  thought  to 
have  perished. 

In  the  north  part  of  the  West  end,  the 
damage  was  great  also,  nearly  every 
building  being  damaged  to  ^me  extent. 
and  many  are  completely  wrecked.  The

Shanghai,  Sept.  11. — (Copyrighted, 
1900,  by  trie  Associated  Press.)— The 
Taku  steamer  which  has  arrived  here 
brings  reports  of  latest  events  in  Pekin. 
Tliese  advices  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
greatest  harmony  prevails  among  the 
officers  of  the  allies,  who  treat  each  other 
vvitCi  extreme  courtesy,  and  that  the 
soldiers  were  living  as  though  members 
of  one  army.  Late  arrivals  say  that  if 
any  clash  occurs  during  the  occupation 
cf  Pekin  it  will  be  brought  on  by  the 
diplomats  in  Europe  and  not  by  soldiers 
in  the  field. 


The  march  through  the  palace 
was  a  historic  event.  Every 
army  wa^  reriresented.  Tlie 
Russian  led  and  the  troops  of 
other  nationalities  followed  ir 
the  order  previously  reported 
by  cable.  Each  regiment  of 
Americans  who  participated 
in  the  relief  was  represented 
by  at  least  150  men.  Gen.  Chaf- 
fee, Gen.  Barry  and  other  offi- 
cers leading.  A  Russian  band 
and  the  Sikh's  bagpipey  played 
national  airs  while  the  trooi)s 
filed  through  the  grounds  and 
buildings. 


There    were    many    eunuchs    attached 

to  the  palace  remaining  and  they  stood 
by  looking  as  though  they  were  attend- 
ing a  funeral.  They  were  evidently  deep- 
ly humiliated. 

After  the  procession,  which  began  to 
move  at  8  o'clock  in  the  mjrning  and 
was  an  hour  and  a  half  in  passing 
through  the  grounds,  a  party  of  civilians, 
including  tlie  legation  ladies  and  some 
prominent  missionaries,  were  admitted. 
Tea  was  served  to  them  and  the  nalace 
was  inspected. 

The  most  remarkable  features  of  the 
buildines  are  said  to  be  the  gilded  ex- 
terior stair  cases,  carved  from  sinsle 
stfmes  with  dragons,  lions  and  other  or- 
naments. The  empress  bed  is  trimmed 
with  solid  gold.  After  the  inspection  tho 
palace  gates  were  again  closed  and  no 
one  was  permitted  to  enter  the  grounds. 

The  troops  arriving  here  are  forward- 
ed to  Pekin  as  fast  as  they  land. 


The  city  has  been  entirely 
looted,  except  the  palace;  and 
auction  sales  of  loot,  in  which 
valuable  silks,  furs  and  bronzes 
are  the  principal  articles,  are 
held  daily.  The  chief  bidders  at 
these  sales  are  army  officers. 


The  newspaper  correspondents  had  a 
disagreement  with  the  officers,  who  de- 
clared at  first  that  no  correspondent 
should  be  admitted  to  the  palace,  but 
the  press  representatives  were  finally 
allowed  to  accompany  the  troops. 

The  Chinese  forts  at  Tietsang,  near 
Taku,  are  still  undisturbed.  The  Britis'i 
made  a  reconnaissance  in  that  vicinity, 
but  the  British  commander  says  he  will 
remain  passive  until  he  is  attacked, 
when  lie  will  fight  to  save  himself.  The 
Russians  are  to  attack  soon,  but  thev 
lack  sufficient  artillery  for  their  pur- 
pose. A  Russian  scouting  party  was 
blbwn  up  by  a  mine  near  the  forts  and 
several  of  its  members  were  killed. 


The  commanders  of  the  Chi- 
nese forts  at  Che  Foo  are  great- 
ly disturbed  by  reports  that  the 
Germans  T)ropase  taking  the 
forts,  and  they  are  threatening 
to  defend  them  to  the  end.  The 
heavily-manned  Krupps  in  the 
foreign  settlement  will  1>€  de- 
stroyed if  a  fight  occurs. 


The  United  States  battleship  Oregon 
arrived  at  Woosung  today.  She  steamed 
at  good  speed  throughout  the  trip.  Her 
officers  say  she  is  in  perfect  condition  for 
the  present,  though  the  repairs  made 
were  of  a  temporary  character. 

CREDENTIALS  PASSED  AROUND. 

Chinese  Envoys  Get  Their  Papere  as 
Peace  Plenipotentiaries, 

London,  Sept.  11.— The  Chinese  minister 
In  London,  Sir  Chih  Chen  Luh,  is  under- 
stood to  have  received  from  Li  Hung 
Chang  a  copy  of  the  credentials  eman- 
ating from  the  imperial  household,  ap- 
pointing the  plenipotentiaries  to  conduct 
the  negotiations  for  peace  and  laying  flown 
the  conditions  in  relation  thereto.  It  is

ORDERED  TO  PEKIN. 

Emperor  Sends  For  LI  to  Arrange 
For  Poace. 

Washington,  Sept.  11.— Minister  Wu  has 
received  a  cable  dispatch  from  Earl  Li 
Hung  Chang,  giving  an  imperial  edict, 
signed  by  the  emperor,  direciing  iiira  to 
proceed  immediately  to  Pekin  and  there 
to  co-operate  with  Prince  Ching  toward 
peace  ne:?otiations  and  a  settlement  of 
all  war  difficulties.  The  edict  is  dated  Aug. 
27.  Accordingly  I..i  Hung  Chang  asks  mat 
the  powers  co-operate  in  affording  him 
personal  protection  and  facilitating  his 
journey.  He  probably  will  leave  Shanghai 
at  once,  soing  by  sea. 

Sir  Robert  Hart,  imperial  minister  of 
customs,  has  been  asked  to  procure 
steamer  accommodations  for  the  trip.  Min- 
ister Wu  will  ask  that  a  United  States 
gunboat  be  designated  for  Earl  Li's  use.

"Cine  of  the  most  awful  tragedies  of  t 
modern  times  has  visited  Galveston.

The  greatest  living  authority  on  food 
value,  Profe.=sor  W.  O.  At  water,  of 
Middletown,  has  recently  shown  by  ex- 
haustive experiments  that  few  people 
knou'  how  to  nourish  themselves. 

He  has  found  that  poor  people  arc 
often  better  nourished  t'aan  the  rich  an  i 
that  even  tfte  poorest  are  really  c-xtravc- 
gant  on  t.heir  table  provision.  « 

The  astonishing  results  which  Profes- 
sor Atwater  has  just  given  to  the  v.orld 
are  the  result  of  ne.^.rly  five  years  of  ex- 
rerim.ents.  It  is  not  generally  known 
that  the  work  has  been  carried  on  largely 
at  tC:e  expense  of  the  United  States 
government  with  thoroughly  practical 
ends  in  view.  The  information  collected 
in  thi.s  way  soon  brings  about  radual 
char>ges  in  the  rations  of  the  army.  The 
work  meanwhile  has  been  kept  as  much  j 
from  the  public  as  possible.  I 

The  method  employed  in  obtaining 
sucS:  data  is  known  in  a  general  way. 
The  various  measurements  are  made 
with  t;-;e  aid  of  a  complicated  ai^oaratus 
called  a  calorimeter,  an  alrtisrht  com- 
partment which  imprisons  a  man  much 
more  closely  than  any  dungeon.  The 
modern  calorimeter  is  a  marvel  of  in- 
genuity and  complexity.  It  enables  the 
experimenter  to  measure  to  the  smallest 
fraction  the  air  one  breathes  and  the 
elTect  of  the  food  he  eats. 

It  is  possible,  so  delicate  Is  t'ne  ma- 
chine, to  account  for  98  per  cent  of  all 
the  food  and  air  consumed  by  thi.'?  pris- 
oner of  science.  In  making  the  experi- 
ments fourteen  men  are  constantly  re- 
quired to  take  the  many  readings  neces- 
sary for  the  experiment. 

These  work  in  two  shifts  of  seven  e.icli, 
one  by  day  and  t^ne  other  by  night.  It  is 
impossible  for  the  prisoner  to  walk 
across  his  cell  without  the  fact  being  an- 
nounced by  the  delicate  mechanism  of 
the  calorimeter. 

The  prisoner  in  the  big  gla.s8  box  is 
comidetely  isolated  from  the  world.  He 
amuses  himself  by  reading,  sawing  wood 
or  weighing  liimself. 

A  smaller  calerimeter  is  now  being 
assembled  in  Profo.'^sor  Atwater's  labor- 
atory for  use  upon  cats,  dogs  and  .sheep. 

T'.ie  information  collected  in  this  way 
constitutes  a  most  important  eontrii>u- 
tion  to  science.  In  the  recent  ex.M>ri- 
ments  P'-ofess  ir  Atwater  hag  accumu- 
lated much  valuable  information  on  the 
(•.imnnrative  cost  of  living  for  men  •  !' 
diffe.-ent  eal lings.  He  proves  with  a  be- 
wildering array  ef  lifrurrs  that  the  aver- 
age American  impends  fully  r.O  per  cent 
more  for  his  table  ihan  would  be  nee.  s- 
sary  were  food  bought  on  .seientific  juan- 
cinlcs. 

He  has  found  that  an  average  fami'v 
of  five  persons,  including  father,  m'dher 
and  tfarce  'hildrcn.  with  an  income  of 
less  than  $400  a  year,  spL^nd::  64  per  cent 
of  this  total  f(»r  food.

Professor  Atwater  announces  that  the 
pormlar  Idea  that  fish  are  rich  In  rifncs- 
nhori^s  and  are  consequently  excellent 
as  a  brain  food.  Is  a  mistake.  There  are 
a  score  of  common  food  products  m  )re 
valuable  as  brain  food  than  tish.  T;ie 
f(»ods  which  are  richest  in  nutriments 
and  fuel  will  also  be  a  surprise  to  most 
peonle.  Among  meats,  fat  salt  pork  is 
In  reality  the  most  valuable  food.  None 
of  the  meats  or  fishes  compare,  :.iowev.-r. 
with  beans,  rice  or  potatoes.  Sugar  i^ 
found  to  be  very  valuable  as  a  nutri- 
ment. Professor  Atwater  commends 
candy,  especially  for  children,  as  one  of 
the  most  nutritious  of  foodn. 

The  i-ereals  far  outrank  all  otlcr  fo(»ds 
fur  bjth  nutriment  and  fuel  values.  Even 
in  this  analysis  1  he  common  Idea  is 
euntradicted  and  we  find  oat:r-eal  rank- 
ing far  below  wheat  tloui.  The  in  st 
valuable  01  all  our  food  products  in  point 
of  nutriment  and  fuel  value  is  corn 
meal. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  results  of 
Professor  Atwater's  mvestisations  ar-^ 
f.io  tables  showing  the  exact  quantity  •  f 
food  of  \arious  forms  pimsum»Hl  liy  men 
of  different  nati'inalilles  and  in  the  dif- 
ferent trades  and  professions.  The  most 
poorly  nourished  men.  according  to  th'-se 
statistics,  are  the  noorer  class  of  laborers 
in  Italy.  Their  f'-od  for  a  day  cjnsi.-ts 
of  about  a  pound  of  protein,  or  tissue- 
pri  ducins  matter,  and  I'uOO  calorics  of 
fuel-producing  substances.  A  large  part 
of  the  population  (f  Japan,  though  fed 
with  entirely  different  focds,  subsist  on 
about  the  same  quantity  of  nutrients.

In  this  catalogue  are  also  testimonial.s 
which  for  absurdity,  aslninity  and  gen- 
eral "nerve"  cannot  be  surpassed.  To 
ouote  from  these  testimonials  is  to  re- 
veal a  condition  of  mental  oViliquity  al- 
most beyond  belief.  It  is  a  record  of 
dense  ignorance  and  criminal  prevarica- 
tion. There  is  also  a  strain  .;  pathos, 
the  pathos  of  shattered  hopes,  disap- 
pointed ambitions  and  broken  faith.

Kis  de.^re 
is  for  an  instrument  that  will  find  money 
ready  for  use.  tt  is  easy  to  e.-.niure  a 
vision  of  this  man  searching  the  by- 
lanes  and  meadows  of  Mississippi  for 
burled  coin. 

A  m.an  living  in  Foiest  City,  Ark., 
writes  under  date  of  Jan.  13,  1SS8,  to  thia 
offect: 

"Dear  Sir— After  a  long  time  I  write 
vou  a  few  lines  to  inform  you  that  I  re- 
ceived my  rod  all  right,  and  ear  find 
mc  nev  anywhere  with  it.

•'Assertion  No.  2  was  that  any  corpora- 
tion or  individual  forwarding  $^'00  in  gold 
or  greenbacks  to  the  United  States  trea- 
sury at  Washington  would  receive  in  re- 
turn $500  worth  of  silver  coin,  same  being 
coined  in  the  United  States  mints,  and 
that  the  government  would  pay  the  ex- 
press charges  on  same  to  it.s  destina- 
tion. 

"Assertion  No.  3,  that  the  present  ad- 
ministration has  practically  given  over 
to  the  English  government  a  tract  of 
land  in  Alaska  purchased  by  the  United 
States  government  from  Russia,  and 
that  said  land  was  ceded  to  British  gov- 
ernment by  Secretary  Hay,  and  that  the 
said  tract  of  land  was  never  under  the 
British  flag,  my  meaning  being  that  it 
always  had  been  either  Russian  or 
American  territory. 

"The  five  gentlemen  who  were  inter- 
ested in  the  controversy  did  intend  to 
vole  for  Mr.  McKinley,  but  have  each 
and  all  agteed  to  vote  for  Mr.  Bryan 
should  my  assertions  be  true." 

The  gentleman  who  made  these  as- 
sertions is  correct  as  to  the  first  t-.vo. 
and  his  third  statement  is  practicallj* 
correct. 

The  United  States  mints  are  coining 
sirxer  money  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1.  They 
are  coining  silver  dollars  under  the  au- 
thority of  an  act  passed  by  a  Republi- 
can congresss,  and  signed  by  President 
iMcKlnley  on  Jan.  13.  1898.  The  silver 
ciol'.ars  are  being  coined  at  the  ratio  of  16 
to  1,  because  that  is  the  legal  ratio.  From 
March,  1898,  to  June.  1900.  the  govern- 
ment coined  52,177,824  silver  dollars. 
From  March  1  to  June  30  of  the  present 
year  the  mints  turned  out  9,578.512  silver 
dollars,  cpined  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1. 

It  Is  true,  as  claimed  by  the  writer  of 
the  above  letter,  that  the  government 
will  send  $500  worth  of  silver  coin  to  any 
address  on  receipt  of  $500  In  gold  or 
greenbacks,  and  the  government  will 
pay  the  express  charges  on  the  silver  to 
its  destination. 

Secretary  Hay  has  not  "ceded"  to  the 
r^nglish  pnvernment  any  part  of  Alaska, 
liecause  a  permanent  cession  of  territory 
cannot  be  made  l)y  him  without  the  ex- 
pressly given  authority  of  con.gress,  but 
he  has  gone  as  far  as  possible  in  that  di- 
rection by  entering  into  a  modus  vivendi 
with     the    British    government    by  the 
terms  of  which  a  new  "povlslonal  boun- 
dary" Is  established  betweeij  Alaska  ancl 
the  British  possessions.     It  is  estimated 
that  this  change   of  line  agreed   to   by 
Mr.  Hay  gives  away  about  1500    square 
miles  of  American  territory.    The  land 
thus  "temporarily"  given  to  Great  Bri- 
tain includes  the  Porcupine  mining  dis- 
trict,  where  there  is  considerable  goid. 
which  is  suppt5sed  to  be  the  reason  why 
the  Canadians  were  so  clamorous  for  It. 
Yet  there  is  no  room  for  doubt   about 
this   territory   being  a   part   of   Alaska, 
purchased  from  Russia.    The  boundary 
line   has  been  heretofore  where   it   was 
when  the  territory  was  bought,  and  had 
been  for    generations  '  before.     All     the 
maps  showed  it  so.  and  as  late  as  1897  an 
atlas   gotten  nut  by   the  London  Times 
had  the  boundary  line  down  according 
to  the  claim  hitherto  made  by  America— 
and    scarcely    disputed.    The    territory 
now  yielded  was  never  under  the  Brit- 
ish tlag  before.    While  technically     the 
concession  is  only  temporary,  every  one 
knows  that  when  this  strip  of  territory 
is  thus   yielded,   it  will  be  much  more 
difficult   ti   get   It    back    than   It   would 
hive  been  to  keep  it  in  the  first  plaer-. 
Mr.  Hay's  action  has  been  severely  con- 
demned by  leading  Republican  journals. 
In  view  of  these  facts.  The  Herald  l)e- 
lieves  that  the  five  gentlemen  interested 
in  the  controversy  are.  by  the  terms  of 
their  agreement,  in  honor  bound  to  vote 
for  Mr.   Bryan,  as  the  three  assertions 
are  true.

West  Virginia  an<l  Indiana,  with  a 
total  electoral  vote  of  lifty-three.  He  con- 
ledes  Bryan  145  certain  electoral  votes.  It 
reriuires  224  votes  to  choose  a  president. 

It  Is  singular  that  Mr.  Payne  did  not  see 
tile  i)orieiii  shadowed  by  these  figures. 
They  involve  so  many  uncertainties  af- 
fectint^  the  result  that  an  admission  of 
Republican  defeat  may  be  inferred.  The 
tables  of  sinister  estimates  must  have 
been  framed  to  scare  working  Republi- 
cans. 

In  order  to  energize  all  tJie  forces  of  the 
Republican  party— to  call  into  action  every 
element  of  strength— Republican^ must  be 
thhroushly  alarmed.

He  Represented  to  Mr.  Car- 
negie the  Necessity  For 
More  Money. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  library  board  last 
night,  the  information  was  given  out 
that  Mr.  Carnegie  will  add  $25,000  to  his 
original  bequest  of  $50,000  for  a  new  li- 
brary building  in  this  city,  making  the 
total  donation  of  $75,000.  The  news  did 
not  come  from  Mr.  Carnegie  direct,  but 
was  imparted  in  a  letter  from  the  Oliv- 
er people,  that  was  written  to  Chester 
A.  Congdon,  who  represents  the  Carne- 
gie-Oliver interests  in  the  city,  and  who 
has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  this.mat- 

S>>me  time  ago  word  was  received 
from  Henry  W.  Oliver,  asking  the  board 
to  make  nut  and  send  to  him  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  erecting  a  building 
that  the  board  would  consider  adequate 
for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the 
city  and  the  patronage  that  the  library 
would  have.  Thi.s  was  done,  the  esti- 
mate placing  the  cost  at  about  $9:j,000. 
Mr.  Oliver  took  the  matter  up  with  Mr. 
Carnt-gie.  representing  strongly  the  im- 
portance of  the  city,  its  certain  future 
growth  and  consequent  need  of  a  build- 
ing that  would  prove  a  valuable  acquis- 
ition to  a  growing  city.  Mr.  Carnegie 
is  said  to  have  c'msidered  the  matter 
and  finally  decieded  to  add  $25,000  to  his 
original  contribution. 

This.  Mr  Carnegie  holds,  is  equivalent 
to  giving  $00,000,  as  $95,000  for  a  library 
building,  considering  the  decreased  cost 
of  material  since  the  first  estimate  was 
mf.de.  Mr.  Carnegie  figures  that  the 
cost  of  building  material  has  decreased 
al)out  20  per  cent.

From  the  place  where  the  rip- 
ened pods  were,  the  stalk  shot  up  six 
Inches  of  new  growth,  flowerod  again,  and 
now  the  tops  are  covered  with  green  pods, 
with  five  to  twenty  times  as  many  as  there 
are  on  the  old  top. 

'•The  rains  still  continue,  and  as  long 
as  thev  are  on  the  flax  continues  to  grow- 
but  It  "does  not  ripen.  Ten  days  of  wsum, 
dry  weather  would  ripen  out  all  of  those 
heads  and  would  Increase  the  yield  largely. 
Now  the  farmers  are  in  a  quandary.^  If 
they  cut  and  thresh  the  flax  now  all  they 
wll'lgei  will  be  the  few  ripened  heads  half 
way  up  the  stalk.  If  they  wait  for  the  new- 
tops  to  ripen  they  will  get  a  great  deal 
more  flax  If  they  get  any.  but  In  the 
meantime  the  pods  that  are  now  ripe  will 
be  on  the  ground.  Again,  there  Is  a 
chance  that  the  weather  will  continue  un- 
favorable, and  in  that  event  nothing  will 
he  secured  from  the  new  tops.  Most  of 
them  are  risking  it  and  waiting  for  the 
new  tops.  ^,  ,  ,       ^ 

••It  Is  impossible  t,.  tell  anything  about 
how  the  yield  is  coming  out  under  these 
conditions.  If  the  present  ripe  pod>  are 
taken  it  will  be  small,  and  If  they  wait 
for  the  second  growth  it  w-ill.  either  be 
fair  or  none  at  all.  I  never  saw  such  a 
condition  before,  and  I  heard  of  no  one 
else  that  has. 

"Rain  Is  interfering  with  the  threshing 
greatlv.  Thev  are  getting  at  the  most 
only  three  days'  work  in  each  week,  ow- 
ing'to  the  raiii.  If  H  rains  every  other  oay 
it  means  that  there  is  no  work  at  all,  for 
while  it  is  impossible  to  work  on  the  day 
it  rains,  it  is  ecjually  Impossible  on  the 
next  day.  for  the  straw  is  too  wet  to 
work.  With  110  rain  when  rain  was  neo«lcd 
to  water  the  growing  crops  and  lota  of  it 
when  drv  weather  was  needed  to  harvest 
them  it  has  been  a  most  peculiar  and  dis- 
astrous summer."

Assessment  Will  Be  About 
Thirty  Per  Cent  Higher- 
Other  Matters. 


Property  owners  who  failed  to  heed  the 
postal  card  warning  sent  out  by  the  board 
of  public  works  in  the  last  three  months 
must  now  pay  about  30  per  cent  more  for 
the  construction  of  sidewalks.  They  were 
given  an  opi)ortunity  to  build  and  about 
half  of  those  warned  took  advantage  of 
the  notice  and  put  down  new  walks  ai 
their  owTi  expense.  By  virtue  of  a  reso- 
lution passed  at  last  night's  meeting  of 
the  council,  walks  will  be  built  by  the 
city  and  assessed  against  the  properly 
owners  who  neglected  to  build,  cheaply, 
for  themselves. 

From  $20,iXK>  to  $2a,0(.K)  worth  of  walk 
will  be  built  in  this  manner.  In  adopting 
the  resolution  the  council  observed  very 
closely  several  important  innovations  re- 
lating to  sidewalk  builJing,  prescribed  in 
the  Greene  charter.  The  board  of  public 
works  is  required  to  give  ten  days'  notice 
bv  three  publications  in  the  otticial  paper 
of  the  city  to  tne  effect  that  at  a  certain 
time  and  jilace  it  will  proceed  to  make  an 
assessment  for  constru<ting  the  idde- 
vvalks.  For  this  construction  the  board 
is  authorizcil  to  make  an  assessment  as 
frequently  as  once  a  month  if  necessary. 
Jn  case  the  bids  received  from  contrac- 
tors for  doing  the  work  are  not  satisfac- 
tory to  the  board,  the  walks  may  i>e 
built  by  day  labor,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  citv  engineer  and  council. 

A  resoUition  presented  last  week  appro- 
nriating  $12i)  to  pav  the  recount  commis- 
sion, v..  F.  Alford,  C.  E.  Shannon,  and 
William  Getty,  for  going  over  the  ballots 
in  the  charter  election,  was  brought  up 
again  and  once  more  opposed  by  Alderman 
Cochrane.  He  w-anted  the  amount  to  be 
eut  to  $52.50.  After  considerable  discus- 
sion the  resolution  went  over  for  one  week 
in  order  to  learn  from  J.  B.  Richards,  the 
former  city  attornej-.  w-hether  or  not  the 
city  .'igreed  lo  any  specific  amount  of 
eomnensatlon   for    the   commissioners. 

The  contract  of  the  board  of  public 
works  with  the  Western  Creosoting  com- 
oanv,  of  ln(Uanat)Olls,  was  confirmed. 
This  called  for  ^00  square  yards  of  creo^ 
soted  paving  block  for  the  Sixth  avenue 
west  viaduct,  at  a  cost  f<f  Jl.UO  a  square 
vard. 

The  eouncll  committee  on  finance  was 
Instructed  to  confer  with  the  city  attor- 
ney and  treasurer  to  ascertain  the  actual 
artionni  of  cash  on  hami.  and  a  recommeii- 
<latlon  as  to  the  proi)ortionate  amount  o<" 
taxes  levied,  but  uncollected,  to  be  credit- 
ed to  each  fund.  This  report  is  to  be 
made  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mayor  Hugo  sent  in  the  appointment  of 
Thomas  Oiafson  to  be  city  assessor  for  a 
term  of  two  years.

STRANGE  CASE. 

Old  Van's    Lost    Faculties 

Restored  By  Fail  From 

a  Ladder. 


Pittsburg.  Sept.  U.— After  bein.;;  •leaf 
and  dumb  for  almost  fifty-nine  years,  T. 
W.  Tieman,  an  upholsterer  of  Everell 
and  Omega  street!*,  is  now  able  to  hear  and 
talk,  and  the  manner  of  the  recovery  of 
speech  and  hearing  is  the  most  remark- 
able of  his  remarkable  cxi>erience. 

Mr.  Tieman  is  69  years  old,  and  when 
he  was  10  years  of  age  he  was  stricken 
with  a  severe  attack  of  smallpox.  After  his 
recovery  his  hearing  became  very  bad. 
and  finally  he  w-as  comi)letely  deaf.  Soon 
after  that  his  speech  began  to  falter,  and 
within  a  few  weeks  he  was  unable  to  hear 
or  talk.  He  was  thus  afflicted  until  Mon- 
day. 

As  soon  as  his  speech  and  hearing  lelt 
him  he  learned  the  deaf  and  dumb  alpha- 
bet and  for  fifty-nine  years  he  carried  on 
all  conversation  in  that  silent  language. 

He  <onsulted  specialists  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,  and  tried  many  remedies  ami 
alleged  cures,   but  still  he  was  deaf  and 


dumb,  and  finally  he  gave  up  all  further 
attempts  to  restore  speech  and  hearing, 
and  passed  his  life,  in  silence.  When  ht 
became  a  man  he  learned  the  trade  of  up- 
holstering, and  continues  in  this  business. 

During  Saturday  afternoon  he  was  en- 
gaged in  putting  some  shingles  on  the 
roof  of  his  house,  and  while  standing  on 
a  ladder  he  lost  his  balance  and  fell  lo 
the  ground,  a  distance  of  twenty  feet. 

He  was  rendered  unconscious  and  was 
carried  Into  the  house,  and  a  doctor  sent 
for.  An  examination  showed  that  he  liad 
fallen  on  his  right  shoulder,  and  w-as 
badly  cut  and  bruised,  and  his  t'ght 
shoulder  was  dislocated. 

After  his  injuries  were  ^attended  to  It 
was  deemed  advisable  to  remove  him  to 
the  Homeopathic  hospital,  and  the  cmbu- 
lence  was  sent  for.  Dr.  John  F.  White,  of 
the  hospital  staff,  accompanied  the  driver 
of  the  ambulance.  . 

When  the  house  wn.-^  reached  the  injured 
man,  who  was  still  unconscious,  was 
j)laced  in  the  ambulance,  and  the  trip  to 
the  hospital  was  begun. 

Dr.  V.'hlte  had  known  Tieman,  and  knew 
that  he  was  deaf  and  dumb,  and  he  was 
utterly  astonished  when  suddenly  the  in- 
jured "man  raised  up  and  said: 

'•Sav,  doctor,  where  are  you  taking  me? 

Fora  minute  or  two  the  doctor  was  too 
astonished  to  answer,  and  stared  at  the 
man  in  surprise.  Then  he  said:  "I  am 
taking  you  to  the  hospital.  You  knoW  that 
vou  fell  and  were  hurt." 
"  "All  right."  said  the  heretofore  deaf  and 
dumb  man.  •'!  guess  that  is  the  best  place 

for  me."  ^     ,  ^    ,    *, 

This  answer  still  more  astonl.shed  the 
doctor,  who  realized  that  the  injured  man 
had  heard  and.  had  therefore  recovered 
both  speech  and  hearing. 

To  test  him  still  further  the  doctor  car- 
ried an  the  conver.sation,  and  the  mail 
heard    di-='linctlv    and    talked    rapidly. 

On  arrival  at  the  hospital  Tieman  was 
t.'iken  to  the  ward,  and  there  Iv  again 
talked  with  the  doctors  and  nurses,  and 
the  longer  he  was  In  the  hospital  the  bet- 
ter he  was  able  to  hear  an<I  talk,  and  it 
is  the  opinior»  of  the  attending  physician.^ 
that  his  recovery  is  permanent. 

The  onlv  theory  is  that  the  sudden  shock 
of  the  fall  had  some  peculiar  elTect  on  hi:- 
system,  but  iust  bow  the  result  was 
brought  about  the  doctors  are  not  as  yet 
prepared  to  sav.  They  say  that  the  res'o- 
ration  of  speech  in  such  a  peculiar  manner 
is  indieard  of. 

Tieman  is  naturally  delighted  at  the  re- 
sult of  his  fall,  although  he  is  suffering 
from  the  accident.  He  Is  v.cll  satisfied  to 
have  his  speech  atid  hearing  restored  even 
at  tiie  cost  of  pain  and  suffering  for  s  >nT 
time.

A  representative  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  learns  on  unques- 
tionable authority  that  tele- 
graphic instructions  were  sent 
yesterday  fiom  Paris  t^  St.

ters, in  conjunction  with  Gens. 
Prey  and  Linowitch.  to  take 
measures  to  withdraw  the  lega- 
tions and  military  contingents 
of  both  CTuntries  to  Tien  Tsin 
immediately  .ts  circumstances 
permit. 


Diplomatic  circles  In  London  are  in- 
clined to  believe  that  this  step  will  lead 
to  8imi:ar  action  upon  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  Japan,  and  that  while 
Germany  may  hold  out  until  Field  Mar- 
shal Count  Von  >VaIdersee  arrives  in 
China,  she  will  ultimately  acquiesce, 
leaving  Great  Britain  little  choice  but  to 
follow  suit. 

Considerable  Importance  is  attached 
to  the  announcement  from  Taku  that  t'ne 
expedition  to  Tautmgfu  will  leave  on 
Frida}'.  It  Is  thought  strange  that  no 
German  trojps  are  mentioned  as  par- 
ticipating in  the  expedition.

the  decree  does  md  mention  them. 

The  information  obtained  at  the 
Chinese  Ugation  in  Lon<lon  regarding 
the  imperial  edict  on  the  subject  of 
peace  negotiations  differs  materially 
from  the  news  on  the  same  suliject  ob- 
triined  in  Washington.  In  London  it  \s^ 
rvt  forth  that  the  decree  appoints  "j>len- 
ipotentlaries"  to  conduct  the  negotia- 
tions for  peace,  and  mentions  Prince 
("hing  as  one  of  the  plenino'etitiaries, 
whereas  the  announcement  made  in 
Washington  is  that  the  decree  appoints 
T.i  Hung  Chang  as  the  only  plenipoten- 
tiary to  negotiate  lor  peace.

Imperial  Edict  Orders  Him  to  Go 
to  Pekin. 

Washington.  Sept.  1!.— A  cable  dis- 
patch from  Earl  Li  Hung  Chang  has 
been  received,  giving  the  text  of  an 
imperial  edict  directing  him  to  proceed 
at  once  to  Pekin  and  there  co-operat'.^ 
with  Prince  Ching  in  the  negotiaticns 
for  peace.  The  edict  is  ls.sued  by  the 
c  mperor  and  is  dated  Aug.  27.— Sir  Rob- 
ert Hart,  minister  of  imperial  customs, 
is  directed  to  secure  necessary  facilities 
for  the  trip.  The  powers  also  are  asked 
to  afford  Li  Hung  Chang  protection 
and  security  and  to  facilitate  his  inove- 
inents. 

In  accordance  with  this  last  direction 
from  the  throne.  Earl  Li  asks  that  a  re- 
ijuest  be  made  fir  a  government  vessel 
on  which  he  can  make  ttie  trip  from 
Shanghai,  and  Minister  Wu  probably  will 
.isk  that  a  United  States  vessel  be  desig- 
nated to  carry  the  Chinese  statesman. 

The  edict  was  delivered  by  Minister 
Wu  to  Acting  Secretary  Hill  this  morn- 
ing. The  text  will  not  be  made  public 
until  the  reply  of  the  United  States  is 
determined  upon. 

If  the  I'^niterl  States  decided  to  comply 
witti  Li  Hung  Chang's  request,  there  are 
now  available  for  this  purpose  the  gun- 
b  lats  Nashville  and  Princeton  and  the 
battleship  Oregon.  The  two  former  ves- 
sels are  at  Shanghai  jand  the  battleship 
is  at  Woosung,  t^e  rrian-of-war  anchor- 
age Just  below  Shanghai.  T^e  cruis*jr 
New  Orleans  was  at  Woosung  until  yes- 
terday, when  she  sailed  for  Taku.  She 
could  have  been  employed  for  the  service 
t  >  great  advantage  because  of  her  high 
siieed  capacity.  Tt  is  Improbable  that 
the  Oregon,  if  this  government  decides 
to  comply  with  Earl  Li's  request,  would 
be  employed  upon  such  an  errand.  The 
average  speed  of  the  Princeton  and 
Nashville  Is  about  ten  knots,  and  the 
distance  froin  Shanghai  to  Taku  is 
ib:>ut  730  miles,  so  that  one  of  them 
would  require  al  least  six  days  to  make  I 
the  run.  It  is  presumed  that  Earl  LI 
has  asked  for  a  United  States  vessel 
because  of  the  rumors  that  the  aUied 
commanders  at  Taku  had  decided  to 
tnke  him  into  cii'stody  upon  his  arrival 
t  here. 

There  are  undoubtedly  Chinese  war- 
ships in  the  neighborhood  of  Shanghai 
which  could  convey  Earl  Li  to  Taku,  but 
it  Is  presumed  that  he  fears  were  he  t» 
embark  upon  one  of  them  for  a  trip 
north,  he  might  be  intercepted  by  the 
warships  of  one  of  the  foreign  powers. 
,ind  to  avoid  all  risk  of  an  interruzition 
of  his  trip  ho  desires  to  sail  under  the 
.\merlcan  flag. 

The  great  dimculty  which  Gen.  Chaffee 
has  to  deal  with  in  China  at  present  In 
the  contemplated  withdrawal  of  Amerl- 
.•an  troops  from  Pekin  t  >  the  PhUipnlne 
islands  is  the  demand  of  the  mis.sionaries 
.It  Pekin  that  the  Chinese  converts  be 
taken  from  Pekin  under  the  protection 
of  the  L'nited  States  forces,  and  that 
they  be  guaranteed  from  future  assaults 
in  Clilna  or  be  brought  to  places  of 
.safety. 

Continued  preparations  are  being 
made  to  bring  away  the  L^nited  States 
troops  as  soon  as  orders  are  Issued.  The 
transiKirts  Pennsylvania.  Indiana,  Sum- 
ner and  Garonne  are  ready  to  ga  ti 
Taku  as  soon  as  Gen.  Chaffee  starts 
from  Pekin.  One  or  more  of  the  regular 
transports  will  also  be  available.  The 
{four  vessel*!  named  will  carry  3800  troops. 


The  Packling,  which  arrived  at  Manilla 
today  with  the  h  irses  of  the  First  cav- 
alry: the  Port  Stephens,  now^  at  Manilla, 
and  the  Athenian,  which  arrived  at 
Kobe,  Japan,  today,  are  available  to 
bring  the  horses  of  the  cavalry  and  .ir- 
tillery  and  mules  of  the  transports  from 
Taku  to  Manilla. 

ASKS  A  SUARANTEE. 

Earl  LI  Requests  a  Safe  Conduct 
to  Pekin. 

Berlin.  Sept.  11.— tt  is  learned  at  the 
British  embassy  here  that  Li  Hung 
Chang,  having  been  directed  by  the  em- 
peror of  China  to  proceed  immediately 

to  Pekin  and  cooperate  with  Prince 
Chin.fT  toward*  a  settlement  of  all  the 
diffii'Ulties  with  the  powers,  has  applied 
through  the  Chinese  ambassadors  at 
the  variou.s  capitals  for  a  guarantee 
from  the  powers  for  a  safe  conduct  at 
sea  and  on  land  on  his  way  to  Pekin 
for  the  beginning  of  the  negotiations. 
His  application,  it  is  added,  has  not  yot 
been  answered. 

0RE80N  AT  WOO-SUNB, 

Battleship  Reaohes  Shanghai  Port- 
Other  Vessels  Heard  From. 

Washington.  Sept.  11.— The  navy  uepail- 
nient  has  been  informed  of  the  arrival  uf 
tlie  battleship  Oregon  at  Woosung.  The  d-'- 
partmenl  was  also  advised  of  the  arrival 
at  Shangh  il  from  Che  Foo  of  the  gunboat 
Nasiivllle.  Woosung  is  the  port  of  Shang- 
hai, and  here  the  Oregon  will  remain,  as 
iier  draft  will  not  i)crmit  of  her  going 
to  Shanghai, 

The  war  department  has  been  informed 
of  the  arrival  of  the  Garonne  at  Manilla, 
on  the  27th.  with  eight  troops  of  the  First 
cavalry  aboard.

BODIES  ON  FENCES. 

Hundrids  Wtrt  Suspsndod  on  Wirt 
Ftnoes  lif  Balveston. 

Houston,  Sept.  12.— J.  AV.  B.  Smith,  who 
went  to  Galveston  from  Denver  about 
one  month  ago  and  who  was  in  Saturday 
night's  storm,  reached  the  city  yesterday, 
after  having  had  an  experience  which  he  ' 
will  remember  the  balance  of  his  life.  I 

He  started  from  the  city  Monday  after- 
noon, and  in  walking  from  the  foot  of 
Broadway  to  the  Santa  Fe  bridge  counted 
200  dead  bodies  hung  up  on  wire  fences,  to 
say  nothing  of  those  floating  in  the  wate;- 
He  constructed  a  raft  out  of  planks  and  in 
company  with  Clegg  Stewart  made  for 
the  mainland,  which  they  reached  after 
hours  of  experience.  In  crossing  the  bay 
they  saw  feet  of  corpses  sticking  out  of 
the  water.  Upon  reaching  land,  they 
walked  to  Hitchcock,  Mr.  Stewart's  home 
and  found  that  twenty-five  persons  had 
lost  their  lives  there  and  that  in  addition 
fifty  bniile.t!  that  had  floated  ashore  had 
been  burled  near  there.  Mr.  Smith  Is  of 
the  opinion  that  very  few  persons  living  j 
west  of  Fortieth  street  were  saved.  Be- 
fore leaving  Galveston  he  learned  that  ' 
the  steamer  Pensaoola,  which  was  driven 
out  to  sea  180  miles  by  the  storm  and 
was  reported  lost,  had  returned  and  that 
its  captain  reported  having  seen  bodies 
floating  In  the  water  ten  miles  out.

Galveston,  Tex.,  Sept.  H,  via  Yacht 
Stella  via  Houston,  Sept.  12.— The  citi- 
zens of-  Galveston  are  strainins  every 
nerve  to  clear  the  ground  and  secure 
fram  beneath  the  debris  the  bodies  of 
human  beings  and  animals  and  to  get 
rid  of  them.  It  is  a  task  of  great  mac- 
nitude  and  is  attended  with  untold  ditfl- 
iMlties.  "niere  is  a  shortage  of  n.^r.ses 
to  haul  the  dead  and  there  is  a  shortage 
of  willing  hands  to  perform  the  grue- 
some work.  Yesterday  nii.'-nlng  it  be- 
came apparent  that  it  would  be  impos- 
.'^ibie  to  bury  tne  dead  even  in  trenches, 
and  arrangements  were  maJe  to  take 
them  to  sea.  Barges  and  tugs  were 
(luickly  made  ready  ftjr  the  purp.ise,  hut 
it  was  ditticult  to  get  men  t)  do  tne 
work.  The  city'.s  firemen  worked  hard 
in  bringing  b  >dies  to  the  wharf,  but  out- 
side of  them  there  were  few  wh  >  helped. 
Ivcv.  Father  KIrwin,  who  vent  out  to 
summon  men  for  the  work,  reported 
that  it  was  'mpossible  to  get  any  con- 
siderable number,  and  he  urged  that 
able-bodied  men  be  impressed. 


Soldiers  and  p.^Iicemer:  w.re 
sent  out  and  every  able-bodied 
man  thev  found  was  marched 
to  the  wharf  front.  The  men 
were  wc.rke  '  ir.  relays  anl  vcre 
supplied  with  stimulants  to 
iierve  them  for  their  task. 


At  nightfall  three  barge  loads  con- 
taining about  700  human  bodies  had 
been  sent  to  sea,  where  th.-y  were  sunic 
with  weights.  Darkness  c  unpelled  sus- 
jiension  of  the  work  until  morning. 
Toward  night  great  difliculiy  wa.s  ex- 
perienced in  handling  :h.*  bodioi  of 
negroes,  which  were  badly  dci-ompo.sed. 
Th*'  work  t'tday  will  be  still  more  liilfi- 
cult. 


>To  effort  was  made  after  '■• 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  to 
place  the  bodies  in  morgues  for 
identification,  for  it  was  im- 
perative that  the  dead  should  be 
gotten  to  sea  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.

Dallas.  Sept.  l.'.--A  horrible  sto!-y  is 
told  by  Dallas  citizens  who  returned  last 
night  from  Galveston.  They  declare  that 
negroes  and  man.v  white  persons  were 
htt'rly  committing  the  most  atrocious 
acts  of  vandalism.  J.  W.  Griswold  di- 
vision freight  agent  of  the  Gulf.  Col- 
orado &  Santa  Fe  who  was  in  that  city 
during  the  storm  and  had  a  narrow 
escape  fnmt  death  said: 

"Ears  and  fingers  bearing  diamonds 
well'  ha(  ked  off  with  po>-"ket  knives  and 
the  members  placed  in  the  po.  kets  of  the 
vjin<lals.  The  bodies  of  women  who 
were  fine  clothing  have  been  stripp-d  of 
the  last  thread  and  left  to  fester  in  the 
sun.  The  residences  left  standing  have 
been  )>roken  into  and  jewelry  and  silver 
plate  stolen.  I  saw  a  negro  woman 
carrying  a  lar.ge  basket  of  silvevware 
that  was  not  hers.  At  Texas  City  I  saw 
an  old  man.  considerably  under  the  in- 
fU.er.ce  of  liquor,  from  whose  pocket  prr>- 
triuled  a  r<ill  of  bills  as  big  as  my  arm, 
which  he  claimed  to  have  found  on  the 
bay  shoie.  Upon  all  hands  this  horrible 
work  Is  going  on. 

"As  soon  as  the  storm  subsided  the 
negroes  stole  all  the  liquor  they  could 
get,  and  getting  drunk,  pro'-ecded  with 
their  campaign  of  vandalism.  Troojts 
are  needed  at  once.  If  they  are  pot  ser.t 
without  delay,  (Jod  help  the  survivijrs  in 
Galveston."

APPEAL^FOB  AID. 

Galveston  Citizens'  Belief  Commlt- 
taa  and  Mayor  Issue  Addresses. 

Galve.-^ton.  Sept.  IL'.-Tlie  followirp 
statement  of  conditons  at  Galveston  an 
appeal  for  aid  was  is.-juctl  by  the  local  re- 
lief committee: 

"A  conservative  e.«tlmate  of  the  loss  of 
life  is  that  it  will  reach  3<mh>.  At  least

Houston.  Texas,  Sept.  i:;.— The  Post  cor- 
respondent was  instructed  to  issue  the  fol- 
lowing address  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States: 

Sept.  11.— It  is  my  opi'don 
based  on  personal  information,  that  5000 
people  have  lost  their  lives  here.

Cash  Donations  For  Galveston  Reach 
a  Handsome  Sum. 

Houston,  Texas.  Seiit.  12.— When  the  re- 
lief committee  footed  up  lis  work  last 
night,  it  was  made  public  that  the  sub- 
scriptions In  cash  were  in  excess  of  $lbO,- 
000,  and  in  addition  to  the  provisions 
which  have  been  forwarded  from  here,  the 
federal  government  has  ordered  50,00<J  ra- 
tions, which  are  on  their  way  from  San 
Antonio.  I;leut.  Ferguson,  of  Gen.  Mc- 
Kibben's  staff,  expects  to  take  two  tar- 
loads  of  food  to  Galveston  this  morning. 
A  telegram  from  New  Orleans,  says  that 
the  exchanges  there  have  raised  J6000  for 
the   suffrers.

The  corps  are  j 
also  taking  steps  necessary  to  aid  all  who 
want  to  leave  Galveston  during  the  pres- 
ent crisis  to  do  so  at  once.  The  present 
facilities  are  being  steadily  improved. 

GALVESTON'S  LOSS  HEAVY. 

Damag;e  to  Property  Estimated  at 
Ten  Mlilions. 

Houston,  Tex.,  Sept.  12.— Order  has  be- 
gun to  take  place  of  the  chaos  which  has 
reigned  in  Galveston  since  Saturday's  ter- 
rible storm,  and  citizens  are  recovering 
from  the  stupefaction  of  their  sudden 
disaster. 

All  conservative  estimates  have  been 
shattered  by  the  reports  given  by  Mayor 
Jones  and  others  who  in  a  statement  to 
the  Associated  Press  declare  that  Ti\rM 
di'aths  will  result  from  the  storm.  Over 
loO  live!'  were  lost  at  other  points  in  Texas. 

Ten  million  of  dollars,  it  is  said,  will 
cover  Galveston's  loss,  while  halt"  as  much 
more  is  an  estimate  for  the  remainder  of 
the  state. 

Late  advices  say  that  700  human  bodies 
have  been  weighted  and  sunk  at  .sea— 
aome  Identified  but  more  going  to  their 
graves  unknown. 

Martial  law  prevails  now  and  vandalism 
is  being  brought  to  a  sudden  check.  Sick- 
ening oetails  of  the  work  of  ghouls  In  mu- 
tilating and  robbing  the  dead  have  been 
received,  and  half  a  hundred  of  these  men 
have  paid  the  penalty  of  their  crimes  by 
summary  death. 

The  water  supply  is  now  reported  as  ad- 
equate, and  thereby  one  of  the  worst  fea- 
tures of  the  situation  Is  eliminated,  for 
provisions  are  being  poured  into  the  strick- 
en city  by  carloads. 

Many  deaths  are  resulting  from  unavoid- 
able neglec't  and  the  unsanitary  condition, 
and  superhuman  efforts  are  being  made  to 
clear  up  the  mass  of  debris  which  bids  fair 
to  breed  pestilence.  At  noon  today,  the 
telegraph  companies  are  said  to  be 
swami)ed  with  i)ress  and  private  dis- 
patches. Tugs  continue  to  arrive  from 
Galveston  and  add  thousands  of  words  of 
press  matter  and  hundn-ds  of  private  mes- 
sages to  the  already  con  jested  wires.

DOING  ITS  BEST, 

Western   Union  Worlclng  Hard  to 
Connect  With  Gahreston. 

Chicago,  Sept.  12.— The  general  offices 
of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  com- 
pany of  this  city  have  been  bending 
every  effort  for  the  restoration  of  com- 
munication with  the  stricken  city  of 
Galveston,  Texas.  On  last  Sunday, 
when  it  became  known  that  a  terrible 
disaster  had  befallen  Galveston,  the 
telegraph  company  began  shipping 
mat»rial  aind  sending  linemen  from 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  other  points  to 
rebuild  and  repair  the  wires  into  Galves- 
ton. Information  has  been  received  that 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  connect 
Galveston  with  the  outer  world  by  wire, 
but  that  the  operations  have  been 
carried  on  under  the  most  trying 
difficulties.  Up  to  noon  today,  the 
Western  Uqion  company  had  succeeded 
in  stringing  two  wir?s  within  two  miles 
of  Virginia  point,  which  is  two  and  a 
half  miles  from  Gavleston  and  nine 
mijes  from  Galveston  city.  The'  work  is 
progressing  slowly  because  of  the  almost 
bottomless  soggy  condition  of  the  ground 
and   tremendous   debris  encountered. 

Several  of  the  Western  Union  em- 
ployes are  among  the  dead,  while  others 
lost  their  families  and  all  their  pos- 
sessions. A  movement  is  on  foot  among 
the  telegraph  employes  of  the  Western 
I'^nion  company  of  Chicago  to  raise  funds 
for  the  relief  of  their  stricken  co- 
laborers. 

UYERPOOUiriLL  AID. 

Relief  Fund  For  Galveston  Sufferers

It  is  believed  that  Sir  Robert  Hart  will 
be  able  to  find  a  merchant  steamer  more 
suitable  than  a  v.arship  for  the  purpose. 

While  efforts  are  being  made  by  the 
— Chinese  government  to  begin  negoti- 
ations, the  killing  of  American  citizens 
and  the  destruction  of  their  property 
continues.  'Four  provinces  in  China 
are  in  a  disturbed  condition,  and 
Shanghai  itself  is  menaced  by  the  dis- 
orderly elejTient.

Hale  and  Duluth  Mines  Filled 

With  Water— Damage 

to  Trades. 

Biwabik,  Minn.,  Sept.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  heavy  and  continued 
rains  of  the  past  week  have  done  a  great 
deal  of  damage  in  this  vicinity  to  the 
mines.  One  of  the  heaviest  rains  ever 
experienced  here  took  place  Sunday 
night.  So  great  was  the  rainfall  that 
the  immense  pit  at  the  Hale  mine,  cov- 
ering many  acres,  was  filled  to  the 
too  in  half  an  hour,  '^'he  Duluth  mine 
also  filled  up  so  rapidly  that  the  pumps 
were  soon  submerged.  All  the  low  areas 
in  this  vicinity  are  flooded.  The  Biwa- 
bik mine  office  and  roundhouse  wtre 
Hooded  to  a  depth  of  three  feet. 

Both  railroad  companies  were  heavy 
sufferers.  Many  of  the  tracks  have 
been  washed  away  and  others  rendered 
unsafe.  Between  Sparta  and  McKinley 
a  washout  compelled  passengers  to  go  a 
mile  to  make  connections.  It  Is  reported 
that  the  dam  at  Upper  Embarrass  lake 
has  broken  loose.  A  wreck  occurred  In 
the  Iron  Range  yards  Monday  night, 
several  cars  going  down  about  five  feat. 
The  track  in  the  vicinity  had  been 
washed  out  for  half  a  block.  Along  the 
road  leading  to  the  depot  the  flood  threw 
larse  timbers. 

Reports  from  the  surrounding  towns 
show  that  conditions  there 

are  just  as  bad,  mose  of 
the  open  mines  being  flooded. 
The  losses  on  the  range  will  probably 
aggregate  $50,000  to  the  mining  com- 
panies and  railroads. 

Monday  night  Bome  thieves  broke  into 
Junt's  saloon  at  the  head  of  Main  street, 
and  not  finding  any  money,  took  the 
cash  register.  The  register  was  sub- 
sequently found  near  the  Mlssabe  section 
house,  covered  with  ashes.  Up  to  the 
present  time  no  clue  has  been  found  to 
the  guilty  parties. 

Tom  Kinney,  a  laborer,  at  the  Iron 
Range  yards,  met  with  a  serious  ac- 
cident Monday.  "^Tiile  working  on  the 
trestle  at  the  coal  dock,  he  slipped  and 
fell,  landing  on  the  ground,  twenty  feet 
below.  He  landed  on  his  head  and 
shoulders.  It  is  thought  that  he  will  re- 
cover. 

The  increase  of  tTie  population  of 
Biwabik  has  been  so  steady  that  the 
present  school  is  inadequate.  The  school 
board  is  making  preparations  to  oc- 
cupy the  M.  E.  church  as  a  claas  room, 
until  permanent  quarters  can  be  secured. 


Denver,  Col.,  Sept.  12.— Westbound 
passenger  train  No.  3  on  the  Burlington 
road,  which  arrived  in  Denver  at  7:10 
this  morning,  was  held  up  five  ;nlles  east 
of  Halgley,  Neb.,  at  1:40  o'clock  by  a 
lone  masked  robber,  who  secured  about 
$400  In  money,  two  diamond  rings,  one 
diamond  stud,  three  gold  watches  and 
other  articles  of  minor  value,  all  the 
property  of  passengers.  No  women 
pasengers  were  molestefl. 

The  lone  robber  flourished  a  revolver, 
made  his  vv.iy  through  the  car  ana 
forced  his  victims  to  hand  over  their 
property,  threatening  to  shoo:  if  ihey 
did  not  cjmply.  A  good  description  of 
the  robber  was  secured,  and  Burlington 
officials  at  once  offered  a  reward  of  $1000 
for  his  arrest. 

The  robber  boarded  the  train  at 
Bcnkieman.  twenty-three  miles  north  of 
Denver,  where  a  stop  was  made  to  cool 
off  a  hot  box  and  take  on  water.  After 
the  train  left  Benkleman.  he  made  his 
way  to  the  rear  car,  the  Chicago  sleeper, 
and  there  covered  Porter  Bell  with  a 
revolver  and  compelled  him  to  start 
through  the  car,  drawing  back  the 
curtains  fro:n  the  berths.  W.  S.  Tomil- 
son,  the  brakeman,  was  covered  and 
compelled  to  go  ahead  and  pull  back 
the  berth  curtains  also. 

The  robber  confined  his  operations  to 
the  men  and  his  orders  were  sharp  and 
to  the  point. 

"Dig  up  your  purse,"  he  commanded 
of  B.  W.  Wilson,  of  Sacramento,  who 
was  in  the  Chicago  sleeper.  Wilson 
handtMl  over  $-0  in  gold  and  a  diamond 
ring  worth  $175.  He  had  other  money 
and  his  watch  but  the  robber  overlooked 
them. 

"I  had  no  time  to  think,"  said  Wilson, 
this  morning.  "WTien  the  man  ordered 
me  to  deliver  my  valuables,  I  knew  that 
he  meant  what  he  said.  I  simply  hand- 
ed him  what  was  convenient  and  he  went 
on.  He  had  me  covered  with  his  re- 
volver and  was  preceded  by  the  brake- 
man  who  opened  the  curtains  for  him. 
There  was  comparatively  no  excite- 
ment. It  was  all  over  in  a  few  minutes, 
and  when  the  robber  dropped  off  the 
train  in  the  dark  there  ^vere  few  who 
ivallzed    fully   what   happened. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Tebbetts,  wife  of  AJderman 
Tebbetts.  of  this  city,  was  a  passenger 
on  the  train,  with  her  young  son.  They 
occtipied  berths  in  the  Chicago  car. 

"The  brakeman  drew  back  the  curtains 
of  my  Iierth  and  the  masked  man  looked 
in"  she  said.  "He  just  glanced  at  me  and 
said,  "Oh,  she's  a  woman;  we  won't 
bother  her."  Then  he  passed  on.  He 
robbed  all  of  the  men  on  the  ears,  but 
treated  the  woman.  courteously  and 
robbed  none  of  them." 

Conductor  "F.  J.  Dixon,  who  had 
charge  of  the  sleepers,  was  powerlese  to 
prevent  the  robbery.  Train  Conductor 
Charles  Bron.son  was  in  the  smoking  car 
and  knew  nothing  about  the  affair  until 
it  was  over. 

"The  robber  covered  me  with  a  gun 
and  made  me  open  the  beii^hs  for  him," 
said  Brakeman  Tomilson.  "I  walked 
ah^ad  of  him,  knowing  that  if  I  made  a 
false  move.  I  would  be  shot,  and  as  I 
opened  each  berth  he  called  for  the 
occupant's  valuables  and  got  them  with- 
out protest." 

DAMAOEJY  STORM. 

Doei[s  and  Boats  Wreaked  at  Crystal 
Baaeh,  Can. 

Buffalo,  N.  Y..  Sept.  12.— Reports  from 
Crystal  Beach,  a  summer  resort  on  the 
Canadian  side  of  Lake  Erie,  say  that 
every  d<xk  was  destroyed  and  all  the 
boats  and  sea  yachts  anchored  there 
were  completely  wrecked  by  last  night's 
^"torm.  TTie  damage  there  has  been  very 
heavy. 

The  wind  here  attained  a  velocity  of 
pf^venty-twf)  miles  an  hour.  A  woman, 
while  picking  up  debris  in  her  yard, 
caught  hold  of  an  electric  light  wire  and 
was  killed.  Her  husband  was  badly  in- 
jured.

t;.  The  Herald.)  —  Battered  and 
d;>ma.ged  the  Flint  and  Pete  Marquette, 
N<i.  4.  of  the  Fere  Marquette  lint-,  arriv..'d 
m  i>ort  here  this  morningr  after  011^  of 
the  narrowest  escapes  from  destruction 
ever  experienced  l>y  a  pa.ssenger  vessel 
tn  the  lakes.  Thirty  of  her  i)a.sspngers 
were  more  or  less  inlured  on  the  trip. 
v]:ile  others  received  injuries  which  are 
quite  .'■•erlous,  though  not  fatal. 

Prayers  of  thanksgiving  "went  up  froin 
the  passengers  on  the  steamer  when 
land  was  sighted.  Prob.ibly  no  steam-^r 
ever  went  through  a  wilder  ni?:ht  c:>n  th-' 
lakes  and  lived,  ami  the  passt^ngers  en 
the  boat,  all  through  the  terrible  hurri- 
cane, expected  momentarily  to  go  to  the 
bottom  of  the  lake.  AVhile  not  admit- 
ting the  lioat  hai'  been  in  any  danger, 
her  officers  said  she  h  id  a  very  stormy 
voyage. 

Almost  every  window  in  her  cabin  wa.= 
broken,  while  her  cabin  was  one  mass  of 
broken  tiinl>er.  broken  chairs  and  pieces 
of  glass.  To  make  matters  worse,  "al- 
most everyljody  on  the  boat  was  seasick, 
and  as  they  could  not  go  out  of  th-e 
cabin,  the  condition  of  that  place  can  be 
guessed.  All  of  the  pas.sengers  were  a 
terrible  sight  when  they  got  off  the  boat 
this  morning,  and  there  was  not  one  but 
w  ho  declared  that,  after  the  gale  struck 
the  boat,  he  believed  ho  would  never  see- 
land  again. 

The  life- rafts  blew  to  pieces,  and  parts 
of  them  blew  through  the  caliin  win- 
dows, many  of  them  striking  and  injur- 
ing many  cjf  the  pas.sengers.  Trunks 
were  thrown  about  by  the  tossing  of  the 
vessel,  and  in  this  way  miany  of  the 
passengers  were  injured. 

The  weather  was  not  severe  until 
alcut  8  o'clock,  when  the  wind  changed 
from  the  southeast  to  northwest,  putting 
the  steamer  right  in  the  teeth  of  th 0 
gale. 

John  H.  Taber,  of  Toledo,  who  was  In- 
tel viewed  by  an  Associated  Press  re- 
pc  rter,  s?i.l: 

"Th*"  trip  across  the  lake  w.is  terrible. 
While  the  pale  was  not  severe  when  the 
si.'amcr  b.'ft  her  dcK-k.  it  was  n-)!  l.mg 
iHr-ire  she  b.  gan  to  pilch  about.  Many 
e-xcui'sionists  were  on  board,  and  there 
weie  not  c.'nough  staterooms  for  halt  'i-"." 
pussen.gcis.  Those  who  were  without 
St  itei.ioins  huddled  together  in  ihe 
cxibin.  They  were  th-o\vn  about,  first  to 
one  side  of  the  cabin  and  the  other, 
(oniing  in  collision  with  the  furniture 
and  each  other.  Women  fainted  and 
St  rc;tmed,  and  all  wcic  sit  sick  jtnd  ba!  - 
tcied  up  that  they  cared  little  wli-ther 
the  boat  ever  leached  her  destination. 
Many  of  the  passengers  remained  on  the 
first  deck  and.  there  being  a  la'-ge  num- 
ber of  trunks  there,  theie  was  a  lively 
scramble  to  avc-id  being  killed 
coming  in  cont.ict  with  the  trunks, 
were  hurled  promiscuously  about 
to  the  rollins  of  tiie  ve.ssel."

QUICKLY  SETTLED.

His  case  Is  similar  lo 
that  of  four  or  five  others,  who  were  dis- 
missed for  various  offenses.  Gen.  Otis 
acting  on  all  the  cases. 

The  action  of  the  ex-officer,  Capt.  Gregg, 
Is  based  on  the  conclusion  that  a  ataii* 
of  war  does  not  exist  In  the  Philippines, 
in  which  event  the  president  is  alone  rai- 
ihorlzed  to  act  on  court-martial  cases 
where  sentence  of  dismissal  is  Involvetl. 
The  war  department  will  defend  Gen.  Otis 
with  the  assertion  that  war  does  exist  in 
the  Philippines  and  that  all  the  condition.^ 
are  those  of  actual  war,  while  the  rulings 
in  all  cases  are  such  as  are  governed  by 
the  state  of  war. 

Thus,  in  time  of  peace  court-martial 
trials  must  proceed  under  a  law  defining 
limitations  of  punishment,  but  in  time  of 
war  the  law  does  not  operate,  it  will  be 
pointed  out  to  the  court  that  the  law  is 
not  in  effect  in  the  Philippines. 

The  law  officers  of  the  army  say  the 
appeal  to  the  courts  will  avail  nothing  lo 
the  claimants,  for  the  president  may  yet 
act  on  the  cases.  The  only  advantage  the 
•K-ofTicers  mav  hope  to  gain  is  in  using 
f  .  Ir  ;iiUiieiict'  with  the  president  to  secure 
annulments  or  modifications  of  the  sen- 
tences. 

Gen  Otis  refused  to  mltl.-^ate  the  sen- 
tences, and  the  cases  never  reached  Wash- 
ington offli'lally.  except  in  the  correction 
of  a  minor  technical  mistake  in  the  rec- 
ord,  due   to   carelessneR.«. 

WARNS  AQAINST  RUSSIANS. 

Correspondent  Says  They  Aim  to 
Dominate  In  Pekin. 

London,  Sejil.  IJ.— The  Tiinc^  pulj- 
lishes  this  morning  additional  advices 
from  its  Pekin  correspondent,  Dr.  Mor- 
rison, under  date  i>f  ugust  HI. 

"The  <ensoiship,  which  is  under  Sir 
Alfred  Gaselee's  control,  makes  It  dif- 
ficult." says  the  correspondent,  "to  con- 
vey a  true  picture  of  int  situation  in 
Pekin.  Today  te  city  was  thrilled  with 
horror  at  the  news  of  the  massacre  of 
the  missionaries  at  Paotingfu,  who 
were  under  the  protection  of  the  im- 
perial troops.  Children  were  butchered 
before  the  eyes  of  their  parents.  While 
women  were  ravished  and  carikd  into 
captivity.  Parents  were  tortured  and 
murdered.  "Massacres'  by  red  skins 
never  call  in  vain  for  vengence.  Yet 
the  troops  remain  inactive.  Their 
one  thought  and  wish  is  icf  be  given 
work  or  to  be  recalled  from  Pekin. 
Surely  the  civilized  world  will  not  suf- 
fer this  cruel  massacre  to  remain  un- 
avenged and  make  no  effort  to  ascer- 
tain the  fate  of  the  poor  martyred 
CHiristian  and  white  women."  Since  the 
refief  of  the  legations  one  fact  stand 
conspicuous,  the  predominance  of  Rus- 
sia and  the  overshadowing  position  sfae 
is  now  assuming  here.  Ihe  parade  of 
troops  to  the  forbidden  city  on  Aug.  2S 
was  a  triumphant  entry  by  Russia  fol- 
lowed l>y  the  other  powers.  Russia  did 
the  honors,  greatly  to  the  charge  of 
the  other  ministers. 
•Russian  troops  are  pouring  into  Pekin 
daily.  Nineteen  hundred  came  yester- 
day. Already  the  Russians  outnumber 
the  Japanese  and  they  will  soon  out- 
nunilie'r  the  combined  forces.  Their  stay 
is  assuming  every  characteiisti'j  of  pei- 
manency.  I'ossacks  daily  raid  the 
country"  and  drive  the  Chinese  peasant 
laborers  in  herds  to  the  deserted  and 
dismantled  city,  setting  them  to  build 
their  military  camps.  No  one.  not  even 
Sir  Claude  MacDonaUl.  is  allowed  to 
Ciller  the  summ<r  palace  and  the  splen- 
did palace  buildings  within  the  imperial 
domain.  wiii<  h  is  occupied  liy  the 
Russians  without  permission.

O'BRIEN  RULED  OFF. 

Minnesota   Horseman  Is  Shut  ON 
the  Harlem  Track. 

Chicago,  Sept.  1:^.— The  Times-Herald 
has  the  followins  of  interest  to  Minne- 
sota:

It  Is,  however,  soine- 
what  deficient  in  fat,  but  we  replace  this 
loss  by   using  good,   sweet  butter  on  our 
bread,  which  adds  to  its  palatableness  and 
digestibility  as  well   as   nutriUve  value. 
DIFFERENT  KINDS  OF  FL,OUKS._ 
Much  discussion  and  difference  of  opin- 
ioji  as  to  ihe  relative  merits  of  line  wnite 
Hour,   graham  or  entire   wheat  may  tend 
to  confuse  rather  than  enlighten  the  aver- 
age housekeeper.  What  's  of  the  greatest 
interest  to  her  is  how  to  get  the  best  re- 
turn  for  monev  and  labor  expended.   The 
great   demand   for   a   tine   white  flour  has 
revolutionized  the  milling  process,  and  tne 
millers  have  gone  to  enormous  expense  to 
meet   this    demand.     Some   have   done   so, 
perhaps,  to  the  detriment  of  the  quality  ot 
the  goods,  but  there  are  others  who  have 
succeeded    in    producing    an    article    that 
meets   the  modern   idea   of   what   a   while 
flour  should  be,  and  at  the  same  time  have 
not   materially   sacrlttced   a   large   percen- 
tage  of   the  valuable   constituents  of  the 

HOW   TO   CHOOSE  A  WHITE   FLOUR. 

As  a  rule,  there  are  two  kinds  of  Hour 
re(|uired  f<ir  household  use,  bread  and 
pastrv.  This  is  ne<-essary  when  one  is  not 
able  to  obtain  a  flour  that  is  well  adapted 
for  both.  A  good  flour  has  a  rich,  creamy, 
yellow  tinge,  is  soft  to  the  touch  and  yet 
when  a  portion  is  taken  up  in  the  hand 
antl  pressed  firmly,  the  hand  then  opened. 
the  flour  will  fall  apart  and  will  not 
pack  easllv.  When  rubbed  between  the 
fingers  it  Is  rather  granulated.  When 
kneaded  into  a  dough  it  should  become 
.smooth  and  elastic  and  retain  its  round, 
puffy  form.  , ,       , ,  , 

Good  flours  take  up  considerable  amount 
of  moisture.  The  very  white  flours  or  those 
..f  a  blue  white  tinge  are  po.ir  and  will  not 
make  good  bread.  A  flour  may  be  rich  in 
gluten,  but  if  not  made  from  the  best 
•  luality  of  grain,  it  will  not  give  satisfac- 

A  strong  flour  is  one   that  contains  an 
excess  of  gluten  to  the  amount  of  staich. 
This  will  absorb  more  liquid  and  will  make 
m(jre   bread    to   a    given    quantity,    and    Is 
therefore  better  for  the  purpose  of  bread 
making   only    than    a    flour   in    which    the 
amount    of   gluten    and    starch    are    more 
evenlv      proportioned.         The         common, 
straight     brand     of   flour     used   by    many 
housekeepers  is  not   suitable  for  pastry. 
TWO    KINDS  OF   BREAD   FLOUR. 
In    a    familv   where    tastes,    occupations 
and  physieaTconditions  differ,  it  is  advis- 
able  to    provide    two   kinds   of  bread,    the 
white  and  entire  wheat,  as  in  this  manner 
vou  can  best  meet  all  demands  an<l  nat- 
ural requirements.  It  is  a  homely  saying, 
based  on  common  sense,  that,  what  is  one 
man's  meat  is  another  man's  poison.  As  a 
rule,    the    heart v   meat    eater   prefers    the 
white    bread,    while    the    person    with    a 
preference   for  vegetable  diet  will  choose 
the  entire  wneat  bread. 

THE  FIRST  PROCESS 
Is  to  mix  the  flour  with  water  or  milk  to 
"Often  the  gluten  and  cement  the  particles 
of  flour.  The  liquid  used  must  be  warm, 
as  cold  water  will  not  dis.solve  g  uten  or 
starch.  Tho  next  step  is  to  introduce  the 
leavening  principle,  to  expand  the  dough, 
making  it  light,  porous  and  digestibn. 
ThU  is  usuallv  accomlisbed  by  veast  fer- 
mentation. Tlie  yeast  attacks  the  statch 
ill  the  flour,  changes  it  to  sugar,  and  in 
turn  changes  the  sugar  into  alconol  and 
.  arbon  dioxide  gas.  This  gas.  in  its  effort 
to  e.«eape.  will  .xpan.l  the  strong  elastic 
walls  of  the  gluten  cells  that  contine  it 
and  change  the  solid  mass  of  dough  into 
I  he  light,  spongv  loaf.  Sugar  is  added  to 
ihe  '•ssponge"  to  hasten  the  process  of 
lermentation.  but  a  vry  small  «iuantity 
is  allowable,  or  the  flavor  of  the  bread 
will  be  spoiled.  Salt  is  added,  not  so  much 
to  add  to  the  palatableness  of  the  bread, 
as  to  control  fermentation  and  prevent 
its  souring.  For  this  reason  too  much  salt 
will  retard  the  leavening  process,  and 
make  the  bread  .slow  In  rising. 

Sliortening  i.'^  used  to  make  a  more  ten- 
der crumb  and  crust,  and  in  the  smallest 
possible  quantity  to  accomplish  this. 
When  water  alone  is  the  liquid  used,  a 
larger  proportion  of  shortening  is  added, 
in  flours  rich  in  starch  as  well  as  gliiten 
the  action  of  the  ferment  is  much  quick- 
er than  when  there  is  a  small  percentage 
of  starch.  For  this  reason  bread  made 
from  entire  wheat  flour  requires  a  longer 
time  for  the  leavening  process  to  be  per- 
fectlv    carried    out. 

■  THE  KNEADING  PROCESS. 
After  the  mixing,  beating  and  rising  of 
tlie    •'sponge"    comes   the    kneading.    This 
must   be   thorough,   in   order  to  distribute 
the  yeast  through  the  dough,   making  a 
rtrm,  even  grain  in  the  loaf. 
BAKING. 
This  process  is  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance to  render  the  bread  nerfectly  diges- 
tible    If  the   yeast  plant   is  not  killed   in 
the  inking  of  the  bread  It  will,  when  in- 
irodu-cad     in    the    stornach     with    other 
>;tarehv    foods,    continue    the    process    of 
fermentation,  with  harmful  results.  Thus 
^vc   see   why   white    flours   are    frequently 
and    unjustly    condemned    through    Igno- 
rance on  the  part  of  the  baker.  The  heat 
of    the    oven    must    break    up    the    starch 
ePlls.    render    the    gluten    tender,    convert 
the    water    into   steam,    the    alcohol    into 
vapor  and  destroy  the  yeast  germs.  In  or- 
der to  do  this  the  temperature  atwhicn 
veait  plant  is  destroyed  (2l:i  degrees  Fahr- 
enheitt  must  reach  the  center  of  the  loaf. 
This  i-*  not  possible  when  the  loaves  are 
^.M     ton  large  or  more  than  one  boked  in  a  pan 
•O  ;  ;,„d  ill  too  hot  an  oven.  From  2S0  degrees 
Fahrenheit    to  -360  degrees    Fahrenheit   is 
required   for  different  breads.

Parisians     Adopt    a    Hot 
Blood  Fad    During  the 
Warm   Spell— Revivi- 
fies the  Corpuscles. 


Paris,  Aug.  25.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
aid.) — No  one  wlio  has  not  seen  a  French 
mob  toss  and  gyrate  at  the  singing  of 
the  Marsellalse  could  possibly  under- 
stand the  horrible  new  fad  which  has 
monopolized  Paris  during  the  last  week 
or  two,  nor  credit  the  extent  of  the  hold 
which  it  has  taken  upon  the  excitable 
Gaul. 

Paris  is  blood-mad,  and  whether  or  not 
it  be  due  to  the  weather,  that  soul-siz- 
zling, Satanic,  sanguinary  situation 
exists  in  this  simmering  saturnalia  at 
the  present  time. 

Paris  no  longer  drinks  its  absinthe  and 
its  vin  ordinaire.  Those  soothing  an^ 
soporific  sedatives  no  longer  evoke  the 
familiar  call  in  the  cabarets  and  cafes, 
"garcon.  un  verre  de  vin!"  or  "garcon, 
un   absinthe." 

It  is  now  "garcon.  un  Chinese  aigu," 
or  "un  furie  de  Filipino."  "un  gobelet 
de  Cuban,"  "un  lueur  Arabique,"  "un 
Boer  magiques"  or  "un  Tonquin  tipple." 

The  wit  of  the  Frenchman  has  quickly 
devisad  appropriate  names  for  the  var- 
ious (.-oncoctions  fal>ricatcd  from  the 
"sang"  of  the  "abattoir." 

All  over  the  city  the  blood-thirsty 
craving  has  spread,  and  if  is  as  common 
to  hear  the  cry  for  these  "Boer  fizzes," 
"Chinese  cock-tails"  and  other  sanguln* 
ary  sips  in  a  cabaret  of  the  L<afin  quar- 
ter as  in  a  cafe  on  the  ChamDS  Elysees 
—Issuing  from  a  swan-like  throat  or  the 
bearded  neck  of  the  "ouvrier." 

Madame  will  tell  you  that  she  is  not 
drinking  blood  but  simply  "beef  juice," 
or  "beef  juice  cordial,"  as  she  dubs  it 
when  ordering  it  from  her  maid  in  her 
boudoir. 

What  she  gets  is  one  of  two  things.  If 
it  be  a  half-franc  glass  it  is  the  fresh 
product  of  the  slaughter  house,  spiced  up 
with  pepper,  chutnee  or  any  of  the  com- 
mon meat  flavorers,  and  treated  with 
some  kind  of  a  chemical  to  break  down 
its  gory  appearance. 

This  the  jaded  belle  and  the  anaemic 
boulevardler  firmly  believe  will  bring 
them  back  to  health,  and  in  one  case 
restore  the  gaiety  and    buxomness  of 


youth,  or  in  the  other  the  virility,  which 
caused  the  excesses  )f  the  Jardin  Ma- 
bille  to  bring  a  temporary  tinge  to  the 
blood. 

You  will  meet  in  the  cal)arets  silly 
boys,  giddy  students  and  pompous  dcrk.-^ 
who  will  tell  you  that  now  France  has 
taken  to  drinking  bio  »d  like  the  Briton, 
the  tricolor  will  wave  everywhere  and 
France  regain  her  pristine  glory. 

The  swell  preparation  for  which  one 
pays  4  or  5  francs  a  drink  is  procured  by 
.submitting  raw  beef  to  hydraulic  pres- 
sure, the  beef  being  jammed  into  a 
hard  white  blf>ck  while  its  product  is 
a  glass  full  of  scarlet  blood.  Into  this 
cayenne  peppers  and  various  spices  and 
flavorings  arc  put  and  its  flavor  is 
brought  un  to  the  standard  of  that  of 
ordinary  beef  juice.  In  fact,  some  of 
these  "elixirs  de  bouef '  are  so  nicelv 
fixed  up  that  they  make  a  most  palatable 
drink  and  must  be  very  much  more  stim- 
ulating and  strengthening  than  the  or- 
dinary French  viand. 

The  taste  for  blood  seems  to  soread 
raoidlv,  and  if  it  continues  France  will 
soon  become  one  of  the  leading  beef  im- 
porting nations. 

With  the  growing  use  of  the  new  nu- 
triment there  is  a  most  apparent  change 
in  French  character  among  those  who 
have  become  the  victims  of  la  vin  de 
abattoir.  One  may  fully  expect  to  see 
appear  at  private  dinner  and  supper 
tables  soon  ghastly  calabashes  compose! 
of  human  skulls,  out  of  which  the  gory 
fluid  will  be  poured  in  its  raw  state  fresh 
and  smoking  from  the  abattoir,  as  such 
a  taste  is  bound  to  develop  into  a  fiercer 
appetite  and  probably  into  ultimate  can- 
nibalism. 

Butchers  and  cooks  assert  it  to  be  a 
fact  that  since  the  blood-drinking  fad 
came  into  prominence  raw  meat  is  being 
eaten  in  increased  quantities. 

Hippophagy,  as  everyone  knows,  has 
long  been  common  in  Paris,  and  it  has 
been  alleged  in  German  papers  that  cer- 
tain Parisian  gourmqts  have  found  a 
peculiar  potted  meat  such  a  delicacy  that 
tv<ey  cannot  get  along  without  it.  This 
article  is  facetiously  called  "potted 
ham,"  as  it  is  said  to  be  made  from 
negro  meat  put  up  with  great  secrecy 
in  Madagascar  for  the  French  market. 

This  story  is  given,  of  course,  for  all 
it  is  worth,  but  it  has  always  been  ad- 
mitted by  the  police  that  there  is  a  race 
of  vampires  in  Paris  to  whose  influence 
this  horrible  tendency  towards  blood- 
drinking  and  cannibalism  is  being  as- 
cribed by  scientists. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  nut  the  late 
Dean  Swift's  proposition  in  regard  to 
pickling  babies  for  home  consumption 
into  operation  in  France,  since  there  Is 
.such  a  low  average  of  birth  per  capita, 
but  if  the  French  taste  for  "gobelet  do 
Cuba"  and  "Boer  magiques"  develops  it 
may  lead  to  a  happy  and  thorf>ugh  solu- 
tion of  the  Chinese  question,  with 
"Celestial  Bonne  bouche"  as  the  natural 
and  far  more  succulent  successor  of 
""Venison  a  la  Tartare."

ADVISES  THEM  TO  WAIT. 

Commercia!  Reoord  Says  Farmers 
Should  Not  Cut  Green  Flax. 

Ye.slerday  Th«  Herald  contained  an  in- 
terview with  R.  S.  Munger.  wh<i  had 
just  returned  from  a  trip  to  North  Da- 
kota, where  he  looked  over  the  crop 
conditions,  and  in  this  he  told  of  tho 
condition  of  fiax.  In  parts  of  the  stnt.> 
he  found  a  double  growth  with  part 
PiTutually  ripened  and  rart  green,  ^nd 
he  said  the  farmers  did  not  know 
V.  h-  :!ier  to  cut  the  fiax  now  or  w.ilt  until 
the  balance  ripens  and  trust  t.i  lo.-^ing 
tilt  i>art  already  ripened.  The  (\>mm"i- 
<  ial  Itecor.l.  '  f  this  cit> .  which  makes  a 
s):.  cidltv  of  Ilax  reports,  has  thir.  to  .'^ay 
of  the  very  thing  of  which  Mr.  Munger 
.spoke: 

"Farmers  in  the  Northwest,  e.-?pe(  ially 
in  North  Dakota,  are  in  a  quandary 
about  harvesting  the  fields  tiiat  stiil 
hw  e  ;-ome  imn-ature  seed  in  them.  Doiii 
d.i  it.  unless  the  mature  seed  Is  shelling, 
or  aot  to  shell. 

'As  some  of  the  fi'^lds  now  stand.  Ihey 
contain  all  the  way  from  r.  to  20  j.r 
lent  of  green  seed,  and  if  cut  now.  v.i'l 
be  almost  sure  to  grade  rejected.  t\nd  it 
wculd  be  a  rejected  seed  that  few  or  no 
ci  isbei.^  would  want. 

••(  >ii  the  othi'r  hand,  if  allowed  to  stand 
a  few  days  longer,  there  is  a  chance  of 
maturing  all  without  being  caught  by 
frost,  and  even  though  (aught,  the  fro^•t 
wiojld  onlv  affect  the  imm.iture  seed, 
shiuiking  it  ui'  and  perhaps  gi.ing  you 
a  rrje'ted  seed,  but  a  rejeited  -seed  that 
w.uld  be  far  preferable  to  seed  that  is 
grade<l  rejected  l>ecau.se  of  having  \x\\- 
nuiture  seed  in  it. 

So  far  as  we  can  learn,  there  is  n.» 
aiiiiixture  of  foreign  seed,  or  d-*majT"'1 
still,  that  a  cru.*her  is  so  apt  to  fi^ht 
shy  of  as  green  seed,  ami  each  individ- 
ual farmer  m6st  be  guided  i)y  tb.o  c.:ndl- 
tion  of  his  own  fields  in  cutting. 

"If  It  has  a  percentage  of  green  «eed 
that  is  at  all  large,  don't  cut  it  exi.ept 
a^  a  last  resort."

Thii  ty-fourth 
I'niteil  States  infantry,  who  was  wound- 
ttl  in  the  Philippines  in  July,  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  his  condition  was  very 
much  impr()V.-d  at  last  accounts,  ami 
that  it  was  fcxj;ect»v3  that  he  would  be  up 
and  attending  to  his  duties  lonR  before 
this  date.  A.  J.  Praiitz  has  just  received 
u  ii'tter  from  Serjeant  John  X.  Currie. 
of  fapt.  (libsun's  company,  under  datr 
of  July  2S<.  in  which  he  says: 

"I  was  at  San  Isidro  today  to  see 
Cti-rge  and  t.mnd  him  sitting  ui)  feelins 
fine.  He  hai'l  hi'  would  be  b.nk  with 
the  company  in  five  or  six  days.  The 
wound  in  his  face  will  bother  him  longer 
than  the  one  in  the  body.  The  surgeon 
says  it  was  the  same  bullet  that  wound- 
ed him  in  two  places.  It  went  through 
his  jaws  and  then  struck  in  front  of  ih»' 
shoulder  and  i  ame  out  near  the  shoulder 
blade  on  \\\^  back.  They  thought  at 
fii.^t  that  it  had  touched  his  lung,  but 
after  they  got  him  to  the  hospital  they 
found  that  the  wound  was  not  so  serious.

Sept.  13.— A  special  to 
the  Picayune  fram  Galvestoii  says:  Tiie 
relief  measures  organized  here  are  run- 
ning more  .smoofnly  than  before,  the 
destitute  are  receiving  supplies  from 
the  various  depots,  the  sick  are  receiv- 
ing the  best  of  care,  and  ohvsicians  arc 
giving  their  services  gratis. 

Henoj-ts  continue  to  be  received  from 
neai'by  coast  and  mainland  towns  tell- 
ing of  destruction  and  loss  of  life.  The 
coast,  for  miles  inland,  is  said  to  be 
covered  with  bodies.  One  gentleman 
aided  in  burying:  100  a  few  miles  north 
of  Virginia  Point,  and  parti<'s  are  out  In 
every  direction  engaged  in  the  sam- 
duty. 

Chanes  Patterson,  connected  with  the 
Oulf  &  Interstate  railway,  came  in  from 
I  Holivar    Point    and    reported    that    they 
j  had  buried  betwten  300  and  400  of  Gai- 
'  veston's  dead,  and  that  on  Bolivar  pen- 
insula, from  the  point  of  East  High  ands 
for  t\venty-3ne  miles  south 
was  washed  away  and  sf-venty-ttve  peo- 
ple  were   drowned.     Ilolling   stock    was 
either   completely    destroyed    or    fright- 
fully damaged  and  twenty-one  miles'cf 
the  roadbed  was  washed  away. 

Col.  Poik.  general  manager  of  the 
Santa  Fe,  has  received  reports  that

Sept.  l;;.— The  war  depart- 
ment has  received  the  foll'jwing  telegram 
from  Gen.  McKlbben.  who  was  sent  to 
Galveston   to  report  on  conditions  there; 

"Houston,  Tex..  Sept.  12,  1[MK).— Adjutant 
General.  Washington:  Arrived  at  Gal- 
veston at  6  p.  m.,  having  Iwen  taken 
across  the  bay  In  a  yawl.  It  Is  impcssible 
to  adequately  describe  the  conditions  ex- 
isting. The  storm  began  about  9  a.  m.  on 
Saturday  and  contlnue<l  with  constantly 
incroHsihg  velocity  until  after  midnight. 
The  island  was  Inundated;  the  height 
of  the  tide  was  from  tleven  to  thirteen 
feel.  The  wind  was  a  cyclone.  With  few 
excejitions  tvery  building  In  the  city  is 
injuri'i.  Hundreds  are  entirely  destroyed. 
.\11  the  fortiticatlons  except  the  rapid  tire 
battery  at  San  Jacinto,  are  practically 
''estroyed.  At  Jacinto  every  building  ex- 
cept the  quarantine  station  has  been 
swept  awav.

Washington,  Sept.  13.— The  Chinese 
government  has  made  swift  answer  to 
the  latest  communication  from  the  state 
department  relative  to  the  recognition 
of  Li  Hung  Chang  as  an  envoy  com- 
petent to  negotiate  a  peace  settlement. 
There  never  has  been  any  doubt  here 
as  to  the  sufficiency  of  Li's  credentials 
as  a  pleniiiotentiary,  but  the  effort  of 
the  state  department  has  been  to  cause 
him  to  use  any  extraordinary  powers  iie 
might  have  for  the  pz-otection  of  Ameri- 
can life  and  property  in  China,  pending 
a  final  settlement.  It  has  succeeded  in 
attaining  this  object,  as  is  indicated  m 
the  response  from  Li  Hung  Chang  pre- 
sented to  Assistant  Secretary  Hill  this 
morning  by  Minister  Wu. 

The  department  asked  Li  "without 
further  delay  to  give  assurance  that  the 
life  and  property  of  Americans  will 
henceforth  be  respected  throughout  the 
Chinese   empire." 

The  viceroy  has  given  th^  assurance 
asked  for.    His  word  came  in  the  shape 
of    a    cable    dispatch    to    Minister    Wu, 
dated  yesterday,  at  Shanghai.     Mr.   Wu 
called   at     the     state     department   tki.s 
morning  and  presented   this  answer   to  f 
Mr.  Hill.     He  in  turn  sent  it  forward  Xn 
the  president.     It  will  be  for  the  latter 
to  decide  whether  Li's  assurance  is  sulll- 
'  cient  to  meet  t'ne  needs  of  t»ie  case. 
j     It  is  believed  that  if  the  powers  can 
•  get    together    themselves    and,    through 
,  commissicners,  arrang.^  for  certain  com- 
i  mon   bases  of     compensation     for    and  , 
i  checking  of  outrages,  good  headway  can  ;

government  will  look  to  its  own  interests 
and,  appointing  its  own  commLssioners. 
proceed  to  deal  directly  with  the  Chinese 
commissioners. 

It  is  believed  here  that  Li  Hung  ChaixK 
already  has  been  advised  by  Prince 
Ching  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  bin 
attendance  in  Pekin  to  initiate  the  nego- 
tiations, hence  his  announced  intention 
to  sail  tomorrow  from  Shanghai  for  the 
car^itTii. 

It  was  stated  at  the  war  deuartment 
tbi.'^  mcrning  that  no  further  orders  had 
gone  forward  to  Gen.  Chaffee  touching  r\ 
withdrawal.  He  is  ready,  however,  and 
awaits  but  the  word  from  Washingtcn 
to  begin  his  march  seaward.

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  congress  assembled,  that 
an  act  entitled  'An  Act  to  Protect  Com- 
merce and  Trade  Against  Unlawful 
Restraints  and  Monopolies,'  approved 
July  2,  1890,  be.  and  the  same  Is  hereby, 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow- 
ing as  an  additional  section,  namely: 

"Sec.    9.    That   whenever   any   circuit 
court  of  the  United  States  shall  find,  in 
a  case  pending  before  It  under  this  act,  . 
that  any   contract,   combination   in   the 
form  of  a   trust,  or  otherwise,  or  con- 
spiracy In   restraint  of  trade  or  com-  j 
merce  among  the  several  states,  or  with 
foreign  nations,  exists  in  respect  to  any  ' 
article  or  articles  upon  which  duties  are 
levied  by  the  then  existing  tariff  laws 
of  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  report  the  facts  so  found 
to  the   president  of  the  United   States, 
setting  forth  specifically  each  and  every 
such  article. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
of  the  United  States,  •upon  the  receipt 
of  such  report,  to  issue  his  proclamation 
placing  each  and  every  such  article, 
w^hen  imported  into  the  United  States, 
upon  the  free  list,  and  shall  fix  the  time, 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  findings  of  the  court,  at 
which  such  article  or  articles  shall  be 
admitted  free  of  duty.  And  on  and  after 
the  date  fixed  in  such  proclamation 
such  article  or  articles  shall,  when  im- 
ported into  the  United  States,  be  admit- 
ted free  of  duty.  | 

"Provided,  that  whenever  such  article  ' 
or  articles  are  subjected  to  a  tax  under 
the  Internal  revenue  laws  of  the  L^nited 
States,  the  duty  on  such  article  or  ar- 
ticles shall  be  equal  to  such  Internal ! 
revenue  tax.  And  from  and  after  the 
date  lixed  by  th-  proclamation  such  ar- 
ticle or  articles  shall  be  admitted,  when 
imported  into  the  United  States,  sub- 
ject to  a  duty  equal  to  the  internal 
revenue  tax  on  ?aid  article  or  articles." 

The  bill  never  became  a  law,  but  that 
was  not  Mr.  Bryan's  fault.

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  interest, 
and  tlierefore  the  subject  of  much  specu- 
lation just  now,  what  the  tix  rate  fcr 
this  city  is  goin?  to  be  next  year.  Not 
that  the  average  citizen  is  inf:>rmed 
viii  the  subject  enough  to  base  speculA- 
tlm  upon,  for  as  a  rule  the  average 
i-itizen  knows  litle  about  what  is  beinc 
done  until  he  calls  at  the  office  of  the 
county  treasurer  to  pay  his  taxes  and 
Anns  that  they  are  higher  than  they 
were  the  year  before.  Then  he  kicks  and 
wanders  how  it  happened. 

During  the  summer,  before  last  year's 
taxes  have  been  paid  up,  and  long  before 
the  above-mentioned  average  citizen  is 
b'fiinning  to  dream  of  next  year's  taxes, 
is  when  those  taxes  are  being  settled, 
and  then  is  the  time  to  pay  attention 
to  what  the  public  servants  are  doinj? 
and  to  register  a  kick  if  they  are  not 
d  >ing  what  the  citizen  thinks  they 
stiould.  The  process  begins  in  the  spring 
when  the  assessors  go  about  and  get  the 
v.iluations  on  the  property.  Then  tne 
board  of  review  passes  on  the  work  of 
the  assessors,,  the  county  board  of 
e<iualizatlon  passes  on  the  work  of  the 
board  of  review,  and  then  the  whoi'? 
rriatter  goes  down  to  St.  Paul  for  t!he 
state  board  to  pass  on  the  work  of  tne 
county  board.    This  is  being  done  now. 

In  the  meantime  the  various  bodits 
that  make  up  the  city  tax  rate  get  tc- 
gi?ther  at  various  times  and  fix  the 
amount  of  money  trey  want  to  raise. 
The  county  and  state  levies  have  al- 
ready been  made,  and  the  city  of  Dulutii 
and  the  independent  school  district  of 
Duluth  are  yet  to  come.  When  the  state 
board  has  fixed  the  valuation  of  the 
rror>erty  and  the  levies  have  all  been 
made,  then  the  total  levies  are  annlied 
ti'  the  total  valuation,  and  a  divislin  of 
the  former  by  the  lattar  will  give  the 
tax  rate,  the  number  of  mills  that  an 
owner  has  to  pay  for  each  dollar  of  his 
valuation. 

ThnuEh  the  process  is  still  in  a  very

weie  lasi  year.  The  county  has  made  its 
levy  witUiJUt  making  any  appreciable 
reduction,  the  state's  levy  is  fixed  at  3 
mills,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  citv 
•will  have  to  make  an  increased  levy. 
Nothing  has  been  heard  from  the  inde- 
pendent school  district  of  Duluth,  but  it 
is  said  that  no  reduction  will  be  made  in 
its  lew.  though  there  are  many  public- 
otn<'ers'  wtio  believe  that  it  would  be 
P  »sslbl*^  and  proper  for  the  school  board 
t*  mak<-  a  reduction,  as  the  treasury  of 
ttie  district  contain.^  more  money  than 
th.e  board  can  use  as  a  result  of  last 
year's  levy  of  5.3  mills.

Dwells  on  Necessity  of  lore 

Manufacturing  In  Duluth 

—The  Day's  Sports. 


With  the  most  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions, the  St.  Louis  County  fair  opened 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  attendance 
was  gotfd,  very  much  better  in  fact  than 
had  been  expected  for  the  first  day,  and 
to  keep  the  crowd  amused  the  managers 
hustled  around  and  got  up  a  special  race, 
besides  the  other  features  of  the  after- 
noon. Xot  all  the  exhibits  had  been 
brought  to  the  grounds  yesterday,  but 
there  was  enough  to  make  a  creditable 
showing.    While  the  display  of  St,  Louis 

county  grown  vegetables  was  not  so 
large  as  had  been  expected,  the  size  of 
the  specimens  shown  give  one  an  excel- 
lent idea  of  the  possibilities  of  St.  Louis 
county  soil.  There  are  many  varieties 
of  turnip,  immense  heads  of  caboages, 
carrots',  corn,  cucumbers  and  all  manner 
of  garden  truck.  Local  firms  were  yes- 
terday fitting  up  booths  in  the  hall,  and 
by  this  afternoon  there  will  be  a  .lumber 
completed,  presenting  a  very  interesting 
display.  Another  feature  of  interest  is 
the  display  of  chickens  and  rabbits. 

The  fair  was  formally  opened  In  tho 
aftern(X)n  by  an  address  by  Mayor  Hugo. 
Mayer  Hugo  said  thjrt  the  idea  .if  hold- 
ing a  county  fair  was  an  evidence  of  th" 
progressive  character  of  our  institutions, 
and  the  advantages  that  will  result  from 
all  well  organized  efforts  in  this  dirci"- 
tion,  cannot  be  estimated.  The  county 
fair  is  not  alone  for  the  farmer,  horti- 
culturist or  the  market  gardener,  but  't 
gives  the  manufacturers  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  an  equal  upportunity  of  show- 
ing the  public  the  great  possibilitie.s  of 
the  industries  of  the  city,  and  will, 
therefore,  encourage  the  buying  of 
home  manufactured  articles.  Mayor 
HuB<i  said  that  the  head  of  the  lakes 
would  never  he  anything  more  than  a 
transfer  point  unless  we  make  it  .i 
inumufacturing  center.  Dwelling  at 
some  length  on  the  splendid  resources  of 
St.  Louis  county,  the  mayor  urged  the 
transformation  of  the  raw  material  into 
the  finished  article  right  here  in  Duluth, 
where  our  skilled  and  common  labor  will 
receive  the  benefit.  In  regard  to  the 
er.couragement  of  small  manufactories, 
the  mayor  said  in  part: 

"I  don't  mean  to  suggest  that  this  St. 
Louis  county  fair  enters  into  these 
problems  to  any  great  extent,  but  by 
er.couraging  the  small  manufactories 
already  existing  here,  to  show  the  peo- 
ple at  large  what  can  be  done  and  what 
is  being  done,  I  am  sure,  will  result  n\ 
much  good.  As  I  said  in  the  fir.sc 
plaee,  our  people  are  not  well  aware 
a.-:  to  what  is  l>eing  done  in  that  line, 
insignificant  though  it  may  l>e:  but 
every  successful  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment is  a  step  to  a  larger  success- 
ful one.  In  fact,  if  we  can  have  enough 
sm.nll  ones,  I  am  not  very  paiticuli" 
whether  we  have  any  large  onf  ■»  at  all. 
I  would  sooner  have  ten  establishment.s 
employing  100  men  each,  than  one  estab- 
lishment employing  1000  men. 

"And  right  here  comes  in  the  part 
which  the  loyal  citizen  ean  play;  whe:' 
there  Is  a  manufacturing  estal;lishmet»{ 
in  this  immediate  neighl)orlio.Ml  which 
tiirns  out  the  goods  he  or  she  want.-i,  it 
is  their  duty,  in  my  opinion,  to  patron- 
ize the  himie  produ.Hion.  It  is  n  it  only 
a  duty,  but  it  i?  self  intt  rest.  Omy  the 
scallawag  t)r  the  tramp  is  u:ilnt'-re.sted 
in  the  growth  of  the  city  in  vvhi?h  t.  • 
resides,  and  surely  every  man  is  intelli- 
gent enough  to  und-rstand  that  inoufv 
sent  out  of  town  for  the  purchase  of 
manufactured  articles  only  bepoiils  the 
manufacturer  <Hit  of  town,  while  ii 
spent  here  the  local  manufacturer 
migh't  see  his  ■v>ay  clear  to  put  on  nn- 
tither  workman,  pay  a  little  better 
wages,  or  have  steadier  work  for  his 
workmen." 

Mayor  Hugo  al.«o  urged  a  greater  1  ,y- 
ahtv  to  home  Institutions  on  the  pait  .ff 
the  people  of  the  head  of  the  lakes,  that 
whereever  possible  they  give  home  pro- 
duction the  preference,  that  thS.s  nnist 
ix-  done  if  we  wish  to  see  our  manufac- 
tttring  e8tai)li8hments  succeed. 

Mayor  Hugo  closed  with  a  ve'-y  nice 
tribut'-  to  the  ladies  of  Duluth  for  the 
interest  they  have  taken  in  aiding  the 
management  to  get  a  successful  exhibi- 
tion at  this  time. 

A  novelty  race  was  arran.ged  to  enter- 
tain the  crowd  while  the  baliion  was 
filling  with  hot  air.  Four  hor.se.s  were 
entered.  Dr.  Graham  won  the  first  two 
heats  and  the  race  in  2:54  and  L'looV^. 
Charles  EUbbell's  Buckskin  finished  se<'- 
ond,  and  Capt.  Stevens  found  third 
place.  Coxey  was  withdrawn  after  Ihr^ 
fii-st  heat.  The  judges  were  H.  R.  Pat- 
terson and  <).  J.  Simonds.  C.  J.  Towne 
was  starter  and  J.  N.  Finn  acted  as  time- 
keeper. A  running  race  between  tw  i  of 
the  local  horses  als<)  furnished  a  little 
excitement. 

The  balloon  ascension,  which  \as  to 
bi>  the  feature  of  the  afternoon,  railed 
to  materialize,  though  those  in  charge 
did  their  best.

STATE  CROMEPORTS. 

Rains  Damaging  to  Grain  Is  State- 
ment From  South  Dakota. 

Crop  stories  from  all  sections  tell  the 
same  story  of  rains  affecting  grain  al- 
ready cut.  The  South  Dakota  report 
for  the  week  ending  Monday  said: 

"The  temperature  averaged  consider- 
able above  fhe  normal  and  part  of  the 
time  windy  weatner  prevailed.  Gener- 
ally, the  conditions  were  favorable  for 
field  work  until  tht;  7th  or  8th,  after 
which  threshing,  haying  and  fiax  and 
millet  cutting  were  interrupted  and  re- 
tarded by  rains  over  most  of  the  east- 
ern portion  of  the  state.  Threshing  had 
also  been  previously  retarded  in  some 
middle  and  northern  counties  by  stacks 
being  still  damp  from  preceding  rains. 
Reports  indicate  that  the  yield  of  grain 
is  very  uneven,  in  .«ome  cases  greater, 
and  others  less  than  expected.  The 
threshed  wheat  generally  is  good  to  very 
good  quality  in  southeastern  counties, 
but  poor  to  fair  in  many  middle  and 
northern  localities.  There  is  some  com- 
plaint of  the  quality  of  wheat  in  stack 
still  deteriorating  in  some  middle  and 
northern  counties. 

"Corn  is  ripening  rapidly,  all  but  the 
very  late  planted  is  safe  from  frost,  and 
cuttiiTg  is  in  progress  generally.  An  un- 
usual amount  is  being  cut  and  shocked, 
in  order  to  utilize  the  fodder.  The  yield, 
on  the  whole,  will  be  very  satisfactory 
and  the  quality  generally  excellent. 

"There  is  considerable  fiax  yet  to  be 
cut  in  middle  and  northern  counties,  and 
some  is  still  green  in  northern  localities. 
The  quality  of  that  harvested  is  gen- 
erally good.  A  fair  to  good  yield  is  in- 
dicated for  the  southwestern  counties; 
elsewhere  generally  poor  to  fair,  though 
some  fields  are  very  promisin.g. 

"Haying  progress  d  well  until  the 
rains.  Reports  indicate  that,  supple- 
mented by  the  fodder  crop  and  the  ex- 
ceptionally good  millet  crop,  the  hay 
will  be  ample  for  home  use.  except  in 
some  upper  Missouri  river  aud  Black 
Hills  counties.  In  most  counti.?s  wild 
grass  is  green  unusually  late  and  stands 
in  danger  of  injury  should  a  killing  frost 
occur  soon.  Some  fear  of  a  shortage  of 
feed  on  the  range  west  of  the  Missouri 
river  is  entertained  should  the  winter 
be  severe. 

"Fall  plowing  has  i>rogre.ssed  well,  but 
.scattered  southeastern  lo<'aIities  i"eport 
that  more  rain  would  be  beneficial  for 
that  work.  Some  winter  rye  has  been 
sown." 

The  Wisconsin  report  for  the  same 
period  says: 

"The  weather  continues  favorable  for 
the  maturity  of  the  corn  crop,  which  is 
now  practically  out  of  danger  from 
frost.  Early  plantirxgs  arc  fully  ripe 
and  mostly  in  shock.  In  a  few  locali- 
ties the  late  plantings  will  require  an- 
other week,  but  a  large  percentage  of 
tile  entile  crop  has  been  harvested.  The 
crop  as  a  whole  is  excellent,  both  as  to 
quality  and  quantity. 

'There  is  practically  no  change  in  the 
situation  with  respect  to  grain,  and  the 
complaints  of  moulding  and  heating  in 
the  stack  continue.  In  many  localities 
threshing  is  completed.  In  the  west«rn 
counties  tho  yield  .if  oat.<  is  .generally 
good,  but  for  the  remainder  of  the  state 
the  croj)  is  exceptionally  light"

Nothing  But  Personal  Inspec- 
tion Can  Give  Idea  of 
Its  Immensity. 

The  work  on  the  south  pier  of  the  Du- 
luth ship  caui'l  is  no  a-  at  the  stage 
where  the  public  can  see  just  what  the 
great  pier  will  look  like  when  it  is  en- 
tirely completed.  A  large  portion  of  it 
is.  in  f^u't.  completed  except  for  the  fin- 
ishing touche.-*.  Th.»  person  who  has 
contented  himself  with  reading  news- 
paper descripti'jns  and  reports  of.  the 
])rogress  of  wor  on  this  pier  cannot  have 
any  corret-t  idea  of  its  immensity.  It 
takes  a  visit  to  the  canal  and  a  personal 
inspection  of  the  work  lo  really  convey 
to  the  mind  .iust  how  great  it  is.  A 
visit,  too,  wil!  only  show  the  part  of  the 
work  which  the  evi^  can  see,  the  concrete 
superstructure.  The  substructure,  con- 
sisting of  thousands  of  piles,  tons  upon 
tons  of  nxrk  and  gravel  and  170  feet  of 
great  cribs,  filled  solid  with  rock  and 
gravel  and  sheeted  with  tons  of  steel 
plate,  is  concealed  from  the  eye  and  its 
enormity  can  only  be  guessed  at,  except 
by  one  who  is  useil  to  construction  work. 
At  present,  the  outer  end  of  the  pier 
la  being  finished  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
The  great  pi'Mhead  is  complete  all  but 
one  block  and  that  will  be  put  in  the 
first  of  the  week.  The  mold  has  been 
removed  from  the  largest  blocks  in  the 
pier,  the  one  which  was  just  built  last 
week.  The  construction  of  this  block 
was  a  very  difficult  piece  of  work.  In 
it  is  the  stairway  that  leads  from  the 
pier  proper  to  the  pier  head,  rising  sev- 
eral feet  above  the  former.  There  are 
aI«o  a  number  of  rounded  corners  and 
angles  into  which  the  concrete  had  to 
be  rammed  with  great  care.  It  took 
thirty-six  hours  and  twenty-five  min- 
utes of  continuous  work  to  build  this 
great  block  and  when  the  mold  was  re- 
moved it  was  Till  that  the  most  exacting 
could  ask  for.  It  Is  a  perfect  piece  of 
work.  This  one  block  contains  42.5 
cubic  yards  of  concrete.  The  cut  water 
block,  which  is  the  outer  one.  as  its 
name  indicates,  contains  385  yards  and 
it  is  the  next  largest  in  the  pier.'  There 
are  several  of  the  smaller  blocks,  per- 
hajis.  four  or  five,  to  build,  and  then  the 
pier  will  be  complet;-  into  where  the 
curved  portion  begins,  and  several 
blo<ks  in  that  part  are  already  com- 
pleted. 

Mr.  Coleman,  ^^ho  is  in  eharge  of  the 
work,  under  Maj.  Sears,  says  that  some 
of  the  men  who  have  been  working  at 
ramming  the  concrpte  in  the  molds, 
take  alnutst  as  much  Interest  In  the 
work  as  he  does  himself.  They  have 
been  at  it  ever  since  it  was  started  and 
they  have  seen  block  after  block  come 
forth  from  the  mold,  smooth  and  hand- 
some, that  they  have  become  fired 
with  enthusiasm,  and  while  ramming 
with  a  fourty-pound  hammer  all  day  is 
hard  work,  they  would  work  their  hands 
off  rather  than  s«'e  a  block  come  out  of 
the  mold  bearing  a  defect.  These  men 
are  always  put  in  the  ticklish  places 
and  Mr.  Coleman  ascribes  much  of  the 
excellence  of  the  work  to  their  faithful- 
ness. This  spirit  was  especially  notlee- 
i  able  w  hen  the  largest  block  and  most 
delicate  was  being  built.    The  beat  men

GOT  INTO  A  TANSLE, 

Soldiors  Arrest  Galveston  Deputy 
Sheriffs  For  Carrying  Arms. 

Galveston,  Sept.  14.— A  clash  of  author- 
ity, due  to  a  misunderstanding  precipi- 
tated a  temporary  disorganization  of 
the  policing  of  the  city  yesterday.  It 
seems  that  when  Gen.  Scurry,  adjutant 
general  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard, 
arrived  in  the- city,  with  about  200  mil- 
itia from  Houston,  he  conferred  with  the 
(  hief  of  police  as  to  plans  for  preserving 
l.-'w  and  c>rder.  An  order  was  issued  by 
lh.>  chief  of  police  to  the  effect  that  the 
s(ddiers  should  arrest  all  persons  found 
carrying  arms,  unless  they  showed  a 
written  order  signed  by  the  chief  of  po- 
\\c('  or  mayor  giving  thein  permission  t<i 
go  flrmed.  The  result  was  that  .itx>in 
fifty  citizens,  wearing  deputy  sherill' 
iiadges.  were  arrested  by  the  soldier.-^ 
and  taken-  to  police  headciuarters.  The 
soldiers  had  no  way  of  knowing  by  what 
authority  the  men  were  acting  with 
these  liadges,  and  would  listen  to  no  ex- 
planations. After  a  hurried  conference 
between  Gen.  Scurry  and  Sheriff 
Thomas,  it  was  decided  that  all  deputy 
sheriffs  and  special  officers  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  carry  arms  and  pass  in  and  out 
of  the  guard  lines. 

The  deputy  sheriffs  and  special  and 
regular  police  now  police  the  city  during 
the  day,  and  the  military  take  charge  of 
the  city  at  night. 

DAMAGE  TO  ELEVATORS, 

Percentage  of  Loss  on  Buildings 
and  Grain  Small. 

Galveston,  Sept.  14.— J.  S.  Stewart,  the 
elevator  builder,  has  arrived  here, 
responding  to  a  telcjiram  from  General 
Manag^-r  aBiley  of  the  Galveston  Wharf 
company.  After  an  inspection  of  grt.in 
elevators  and  their  contents,  he  said  the 
damage  to  the  grain  elevators  was  not 
over  2  per  cent.  The  wiieat  In  elevator  A 
■will  be  loaded  into  vessels  just  as  rap- 
idiv  as  they  come  to  the  elevator  to  take 
it.  Ships  are  needed  here  at  once.  The 
wheat  from  elevators  Q  and  B  as  been  in 
jureil  very  little.  Mr.  Bailey  .«ald  he  would 
put  a  large  force  of  men  to  work  clearing 
up  each  <jf  the  wharves  and  the  company 
will  be  ready  for  business  within  tlie  next 
eight  days. 

The  wharves  h.ave  been  damaged  very 
little,  outside  of  the  wreckage  of  the 
sheds.  With  the  wreckage  cleared  away 
Galveston  will  be  in  as  good  shape  for 
business  as  she  was  a  fev.^  yc^ars  before 
there  was  any  wharf  sheds,  even  in  belter 
shape  because  there  are  more  piers  and 
better  ones.

BETTER  JTHAN  EVER. 

Intsrnational  &  Great  North<^rn  Plans 
New  Galveston  Terminals. 

Bryan,  Texas.  Sept.  14. — Vice  President 
and  General  Manager  Trice  of  the  In- 
ternational &  Great  Northern  spent  sev- 
er.al  hours  in  the  city  last  night.  Mr. 
Trice  had  just  come  from  Galveston, 
where  he  had  been  in  touch  with  the 
situation  since  the  great  storm.  He  said 
the  railroad  losses  will  aggregate  $5,000,- 
000  or  $6,000,000. 

"We  are  now^  operating  trains  to 
Texas  City,  and  carrj-ing  on  traffic  from 
that  point  to  Galveston  by  "boat,"  said  he.

A  temporary  bridge  across  the  bay  is  be- 
ing planned,  and  if  the  plan  succeeds  it 
is  hoped  to  have  trains  run  acrosss  the 
iiay  in  twenty  days." 


Li  Hung  Chang  also  inquired  whether 
the  correspondent  had  seen  much  abuse 
of  the  Chinese  or  any  ravishing  or  kill- 
ing of  v.omen  and  children,  and  when 
tJld  that  the  abuses  were  confined  to  the 
Russians,  he  said  this  was  "doubtless 
due  to  the  lack  of  discipline,"  and  turned 
to  the  subject  of  looting,  being  anxious 
to  know  h  iw  much  government  treasure 
the  allies  'lad  obtained.  When  informed 
t'rat  the  Japanese  were  rei)Drted  to  have 
taken  50,000,000  taels  from  the  revenue 
offices  at  Pekin,  Li  Hung  Chang  said: 

•'The  rumor  must  have  added  two 
ciphers  to  the  real  amount." 


Throughout  the  interview  Li 
Hung  Chahg  appeared  to  be  in 
fine  spirits  and  talked  as  one 
removed,  by  reason  of  his  age 
and  experience,  from  the  field 
of  controversy.  He  regretted 
all  the  recent  troubles  and  said 
he  had  no  desire  "except  to 
smooth  them  over  Impartially."

tory during  the  past  three  decades  ha.<» 
done  so,much  to  accentuate,  have  prob- 
ably led  same  observers  to  believe  that 
the  two  peoples  are  naturally  anti- 
pathetic. Tlie  war  of  1894  has  been  cited 
as  proof  of  this,  and  in  the  present  orisi,-^ 
in  the  far  East  it  appears  to  be  taken 
for  granted  by  many  who  .should  be 
better  Informed  that  the  Japanese  oeo- 
ple  will  regard  China's  misfortune  ns 
their  oppar,tunity.  So  far  as  Japan  \r, 
concerned,  there  is  no  valid  reason  for 
thinking  that  either  the  government  or 
the  great  mass  of  the  people  cherish  for 
China  the  dislike  whic'h  such  a  belief 
implies.  Probably  the  belief  is  equally 
incorrect  in  the  case  of  some,  at  least, 
of  the  less  Ignorant  classes  in  China, 
Although,  a.s  present  events  unhappily 
prove,  intolerance  and  bigoted  consf-r- 
vatlsm  are  now  in  the  ascendency  there, 
signs  have  not  been  wanting  during  re- 
cent years  of  the  spread  of  more  liberal 
ideas  and  of  friendlier  feelings  on  tiie 
pan  of  the  Chinese  toward  their  island 
neighbor.  It  is  mt  the  fault  of  Jaoan'.^ 
government  or  of  the  public  sentiment 
which  has  beep  predominant  during  the 
Meijl  era  that  such  feelings  Ciave  not 
attained  a  sturdier  growth.  Notwith- 
standing the  clash  of  interests  to  which 
ntur  neighborhood  has  so  iften  siven 
rise,  the  men  who  have  been  most  prom- 
inpnt  in  guiding  Japanese  public  policy 
since  the  restoration  have  sincerely  de- 
sired to  establish  and  foster  friendly 
lelatians  with  China.  The  difficulty  has 
been  to  create  a  corresponding  desire 
and  equal  cordiality  on  China's  part. 
Japan's  advances  have  often  been  met 
with  only  partly  concealed  aversion  and 
suspicion,  and  it  has  been  clearly  demon- 
strated on  numerous  occasions  that  the 
rulers  of  China  disliked  Japan  not  j;j 
much  an  account  of  ancient  grievances 
ss  ttCEiise  the  Jap;^ne<e  j- oo  e.  in  Chl 
nese  est  m.^ition  wer?  lecea-  t  in  tittin  - 
aside  the  traditions  of  the  past  and 
adopting  t^e  despised  yet  dreaded 
methods  of  Western  nations.  We  cannot 
analyze  and  catalogue  the  elements 
which  form  what  is  termed  national 
character  as  the  expert  separates  and 
classifies  the  constituents  of  a  chemical 
ompound,  but  among  the  manv  com- 
plex and  seemingly  contradictory  traits 
which  distinguish  the  C  inesc  from  ot  e- 
pirpies  one  characteristic  is  unmistak- 
able— a  firm  belief  in  China's  superiority 
to  the  rest  of  the  world.  It  exists  among 
the  educated  who  have  seen  something 
of  the  warld  a'most  to  the  same  extent 
as  among  the  ignorant  who  know  only 
a  remote  corner  of  their  own  country. 
"The  term  'China,'  "  remarks  a  clever 
observer,  "is  a  misnomer;  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  natiinal  •Miiily  to  whi:'n 
we  can  give  the  name.  The  empire  is  a 
vast  agglomeration  of  different  races, 
who  do  not  even  sprak  the  same  lan- 
guage, and  in  most  itistances  hat?  each 
"Ot'ier  venomously."  That  may  be  true, 
Lwt  the  fart  remains  that  the  n'-era-'e 
Chinese  met  at  random,  no  matter  from 
what  part  of  the  vast  empire  he  cimes. 
bears  this  hall-mark  of  the  race,  this 
inb.  rn  faith  in  the  empire's  ancient 
civilization,  and  instinctive  distrust  if 
methods  and  things  unfamiliar  to  him  or 
new  to  his  environment. 

THE  PARTING  OF  THE  WAYS. 
To  a  people  imbued  with  ideas  lik*? 
these.  Japans  course  at  the  beginning 
of  the  nresent  era  coilid  not  fail  to  bo 
regarded  with  disapproval,  not  untinged 
with  contempt.  Later  on,  wh.en  Jap- 
anese progress  had  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage,  a  feeling  of  vague  alarm 
was  added,  at  least  among  the  better- 
minded  Chinese  oflflciais,  to  whom  it 
appeared  that  the  increase  in  Japan's 
military  strength  could  have  but  opr 
object— attack  upon  China.  Even  Li 
Hung  Chang  at  one  time  entertained 
some  thought  of  thi=<  kind,  and  tliere  i9 
the  best  of  reasons  for  believing  that 
the  extensive  military  prenarations 
which  he  inaugurated  in  t'he  provinces, 
where  for  so  many  years  as  viceroy  he 
exercised  practically  all  covernmenta! 
functions,  were  iniend^i  primaiily  as  a 
safeguard  against  Japan.  Happily, 
subsequent  events  disabused  his  mind  of 
that  idea,  and  although  the  le.ssons  of 
adversity  were  needed  to  effect  the 
chan.ge.  there  is  no  question  that  ho  be- 
came convinced  that  Japan  did  not  in- 
tend to  subjugate  China,  as  he  had  once 
thought,  but  desired  sincerely  i-»  be 
China's  friend.  Where,  however,  a  m;in 
like  Viceroy  Li,  admittedly  the  ablest 
and  most  progressive  leader  among  the 
Chinese,  could  believe  that  the  eff  srts 
of  the  Japanese  people  to  improve  their 
condition  were  instirated  by  ambitious 
designs  against  China,  the  mental  atti- 
tude of  the  more  conservative  and  less 
intelligent  of  his  countrymen  toward  the 
new  pheiiomena  which  Japanese  pro- 
gress presented  can  easily  be  imagined. 
Hence"  it  resulted  that  among  the  many 
difficult  problems  with  which  the  J?:> 
anese  government  had  to  deal  under  the 
order  of  things  one  of  the  hardest 


in  the  ministry  regarding  the  policy  to 
be  pursued  toward  Korea.  The  Koreans 
had  tieated  the  Japanese  Rtvernmeiit 
witli  studied  disrespect  tantamount  to 
intentional  insult.  Salgi,  Hto  and  other 
ministers  wert-  in  favor  of  making  war 
at  once,  but  Iwakura  and  Okubo  op- 
posed them  and  were  successful  in  pre- 
serving peace.  Tlu-  significance  of  this 
event  is  apparent  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  anomal  >us  relations  then  sub- 
sisting between  China  and  Korea  nial" 
an  attack  upon  thi-  latter  equivalent  t< 
war  up.in  the  former.  There  is  not  tin- 
slightest  reason  for  believing  th.at  th*- 
dominant  party  in  the  Iwakura  ministry 
feared  the  issue,  but  they  believed  that 
Japan's  true  pojiry  vvas  peaceful  develop- 
ment and  not  war  with  her  neighbors, 
and  f)  ensure  thiit  policy  the  risk  was 
taken  ot  curbing  ihe  military  ardor  of 
the  war  party. 

The  incident   de.«erves 
was  the     prelude  m  the 
events   vitally    aflerllng 
(Chinese   interests    whiclt 
th»'  war  of  1S94.     China's 
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tasks   was  the   maintenance  of  friendlv 
relations   with   China.     Yet   that    Jqpa'i 
endeavored    in    good    fa'th    to    mainta  n 
such  relations  admits  of  ud  question.    In 
making  this  effort  Vre  Japanese  govern  • 
ment  was  not  oblivious  cf  the  fact  that, 
notwithstanding    past     diff^r-n-es      th- 
nations  were  bound  together  by  many 
ties.     Japan  owed  much  t->  China  in  the 
!  past,  and  no  one  could  have  been  readi  " 
i  to  acknowledge  that   indebtedness   than 
!  the  Japanese  themselves.     Ja!>an's  an- 
i  cient   literature   came   from    China,   ami 
upon   many   of  her  arts   and   industries 
there  was  tl-e  unm'stakable  impress  of 
Chinese    ideas.       Under    the   Tokugnwa 
regime,   during  the  uninterrupted  peice 
of  more  than  two  centuries.  Chine.se  lit- 
erature,   art    and    philosophv    exercised 
i  the  w  idest  influence.    When  the  Shiogu- 
!  nate  was  overthrown  and  Japan  entered 
I  upon  her  new  career  t'^is  influence  h.id 
!  by  no  means  disappeared,  and  the  kindly 
sentiments  it  had  engendered  among  the 
educated  classes  of  the  empire  were  still

1  ^^THE  PEACE  PARTY  IN  JAPAN. 

Pt'll.  it  ranrot  be  too  e-nph.Htlcrlly  !C- 
peated  that  Japan  has  never  sought  a 
rupture  with  China.  On  the  contrary, 
the  history  of  the  early  years  of  the 
Meiji  era  proves  that  she  endeavored  to 
avoid  cause  for  disagreement,  and  did 
so  .It  the  cost  of  internal  strife  of  the 
most  serious  de:-=rription.  I  refer  now  to 
the  rebellions  of  Eto  Shimpei  in  1S74  and 
of  Saigo  Takamorl  in  1S77.  Both  of  these 
leaders  were  members  of  the  first  min's- 
try  formed  after  the  restoration.  Salgo 
was  the  most  distinguished  of  the  tw  <. 
a  rnqri  rf  the  hiarhest  character  and 


Korea  at  that  tim-'  were  .if  the  peculiar 
character  which  she  maintained  toward 
so  ni.ony  s.i-called  irlbutary  st.ites.  .'^hc 
•was  in  a  .sense  thi'ir  suzerain,  but  she- 
professed  to  allow  them  to  manage  then- 
external  and  internal  aflfairs,  and  dis- 
avtiwed  responsibility  for  their  actions. 
Yet  this  did  not  pri'vent  her  from  inter- 
fering and  assuming  ail  the  authority  of 
a  real  suzerain  when  it  suited  her  pur- 
poses to  do  so.  International  law  afford- 
e<l  no  definition  fir  this  relationship, 
and  when  Korea  enteretl  into  dir<'ct 
treaty  relations  with  other  powers,  its 
evanescent  and  yet  troublesome  char- 
acter became  at  I'nce  manifest.  This 
was  especially  the  ca.se  with  Japan.  Her 
government  concluded  a  treaty  witii 
Korea  in  due  cours.,  and,  from  that  time 
until  the  Indept'ndence  of  Korea  was 
de.'nitely  ackndwi.  dged  by  China  at  the 
termination  of  the  war  with  Japan,  the 
Koiean  situation  was  a  fertile  source  of 
care  and  vexation.  The  Koreans  them- 
sei\es,  at  leart  .some  of  the  ruling  class, 
werent  t  overfriendiy  to  Japanese,  and 
'  tht-re  i.^  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
agents  of  the  Chinese  government  did 
not  lose  many  uppni-tunitle.s^  of  fosterin.g 
this  feeling. 

KOREAN  DTFFICTTLTIES. 
Yet.  throughout  ail  the  disfigreeahle 
experiences  to  which  this  gave  rise,  I 
think  it  may  be  truthfully  asset  ted  that 
iijr  japaue.-,e  ijovi'rnincnt  ac;ed  with 
tolerant  foriiearanic.  Twice  tne  mem- 
'bers  UL  the  Japai.i.-.^t.-  legation  Wd.- 
foiced  to  fly  for  their  lives  from  Seoul, 
On  the  first  occasion  the  minister  and 
his  suite  were  compelled  to  put  to  sea 
al  Chemulpo  in  an  open  fi.shing  lioal. 
fi  nil  which  they  \\<M-e  linaily  rescued  by 
a  passing  vessel.  On  the  second  occa- 
sion, in  December,  1884,  there  was  a 
general  massacre  -f  the  Japanese  resi- 
dents of  Seoul.  The  minister,  who  for- 
ama-ieiy  had  a  small  guard  of  soldier.-, 
force<.l  his  way  out  of  the  city  after  a 
seiio.s  of  liichls,  in  whicli  th»;  .4;i.ai  d.s  iT 
the  Chinese  resident  took  an  active  part, 
an  iiiueninilN  v. as  exacted  for  each  of 
thf  se  outrages,  liut  in  both  casu  the  pay- 
ment of  the  larger  portion  of  the  money 
wa,'-  remitted.  In  either  case  Japan  un- 
doubtedly had  good  cau.se  foi  \%ai  .-.  i  — 
Korea,  lout  her  government  understood 
pertectly  that  China  and  not  Korea  was 
primarily  responsible  for  the  violation  of 
Japanese  rights,  and  it  looked  to  China, 
therefore,  not,  at  first,  lor  reparation, 
but  for  jvnnt  action,  which  would  pre- 
clude the  recurrence  of.similar  outrages. 
That  was  what  led  to  the  negotiation  of 
the  convention  concluded  at  Tien  Tsin  i:o 
18S5  by  Marquis  Ito  and  Viceroy  Li,  by 
the  terms  of  which  Japan  and  China 
bound  themselves  not  to  interfere  in  the 
affairs  of  Korea,  and  especially  not  to 
send  troops  to  that  country  without 
mutual  notice  and  consultation.  It  was 
the  breach  <vf  this  convention,  and  the 
illy  contialed  purpose  on  Chin  I's  part 
to  do  what  she  could  to  penoetuate  a 
state  of  affairs  which  had  become  un- 
bearable, that  brought  about  the  war  of 
1894. 

I  shall  have  failed  of  thr  purpose  I  had 
in  viev.-  in  this  brief  and  nece.ssaiily  im- 
i^erfect  review  of  Japan'.^^  relatiiT's  with 
China  in  Korea,  if  I  leave  the  impie.ssion 
that  Japan's  friends  claim  for  her  abso- 
luu  immunity  from  mistakes  in  hf^r 
dealings  with  lluose  countries.  That  would 
be  manifestly  aijsurd.  What  I  do  be- 
lieve her  friends  may  confidently  assert, 
however.  Is  that  her  conduct  toward 
China  and  Korea  has  been  chara.terized 
by  patience  undf-r  trying  circum;-tances. 
and  has  been,  on  the  whole,  an  exhibition 
of  prudent  statesmanship  of  which  any 
nation  might  be  proud.  Her  pre.'^cnt  at- 
titude toward  Korea  may  i)e  summed  up 
in  a  word.  She  desires,  above  all  thing'-, 
that  Korea  shall  remain  independent 
and  become  prosperous,  no  lonaer  a  her- 
mi'.  kingdom  even  in  name,  but  enjoying 
all  the  advantages  which  Western  ivi'i- 
zatlon  brings  to  those  who  choose  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  resources.  Close 
neighborhood  and  the  ties  of  legitimate 
self-interest  it  establishes  give  her  the 
right  also,  to  demand  that  Korem  au- 
tonomy shall  be  scrupulously  rf.=pected, 
and  that  no  attempt  shall  oe  m.ide  by 
any  power  to  interfere  with  the  enjoy- 
ment of  rights  she  has  lawfully  a^quir^d 
and  the  maintenance  of  which  is  so  es- 
sential to  her  welfare. 

RUSSIA'S  RELATIONS  WITH 
JAPAN. 
There  has  been  much  newspaper  com- 
ment of  late  foreshadowing  the  possi- 
bility of  a  rupture  between  Japan  and 
Russia  .-jncerning  Korea.  Rumors  of 
this  kind  cannot  lie  too  strongly  oepre- 
cated.  Thev  are  mischievous  in  the  ex- 
treme, if  only  from  their  tendency  to  stir 
up  bad  blood  between  unthinking  people 
in  both  countries.  Japan  and  Ru.^sia  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  two  years  ago. 
the  first  article  of  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: ,   _ 

"The  imperial  governments  of  Japan 
and  Russia  definitely  recognize  the  sov- 
ereignty and  entire  independence  of 
Korea,  and  mutually  engage  to  retrain 
from  all  direct  interference  in  th'>  in- 
ternal affairs  of  that  country." 

This  it  should  not  be  forgotten,    is    a 
solemn  covenant   between   two  nations, 
not  to  be  lightly  broken  or  disregarded. 
To  intimate  ihat  it  may  !>e  viol.itod  at 
,  the  whim  .r  pleasure  of  either  party  is 
'  to  impute  a  species  of  bad  faith  the  most 
detestable  that  can  be  charged  again.-'t 
any  nation  claiming  to  be  civilized.    In- 
stead cf  casting  about   for  hid-den   mo- 
tives, deep  designs     and      all      the  other 
mvsterious    paraphernalia    of    intrigue. 
why  not  give  to  the  word  of  Japan  and 
1  Russia  the  credit   wblch   Is  juj^tly  and 
'  logically  its  due?    There  is  nothing  in 
the  real  Interests  of      either      of      them 
which,  upon  a  fair  and  impartial  exami- 
nation, affords  reason  to  suppose  they 
are  eager  to  Ry  at  each  other's  throats. 
Japan's  brightest    hopes    of    piospenty 
."nd  success  lie  in     the  development    of 
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I icd.ged  word  by  attempting  .a  conquest 
certain  to  jirovokc  bitter  hostility  and 
stienuous  opposition'.' 

THE  PRESENT  CRISIS. 

The  far  East  is  already  overs'nadowed 
by  a  misfortune  too  real  a.id  palpable  to 
permit  <if  the  intrtision  of  these  and  like 
hyi)otheti"al  dan.gers.  The  pre  s.'nt  crisis 
in  i'hina  is  a  matter  of  vital  cortoern  to 
the  whfdt'  civilized  world,  a  n-a.gedy 
which  appeals  to  our  common  liuiranity, 
in  the  pie.^ence  of  whicli  idle  conjectures 
as  to  wh.it  selfish  advantage  this  or  that 
ration  may  possinlj  gain  are  as  harmful 
a.-^  they  should  lie  disiateful.  The  situu- 
tinii  is  one  which  cann.U  be  adequattl.v 
mot  except  by  loyal  and  unilod  .action  on 
tbe  part  of  all  the  powers,  for  thus  only 
can  they  hope  to  save  the  lives  of  their 
pel  pie  "and  avert  from  China  and  all 
whc.  have  interest.-^  there  another  scour.^;.' 
lii%.c  the  Taeping  rebellion. 

The  United  States  occupies  a  percul- 
iarly  fortunate-  position  at  this  juncture. 
It  is  the  one  nation  among  nil  tho.se  nes- 
se^■!-ing  .great  interests  in  China  concern- 
ing whose  intentions  there  cannot  be  the 
sli.ghtst  tinge  of  suspicion.  This  is  a 
rejiutation  which  any  couniry  might 
reasonai)"..v  covet.  It  is  one  which  Javi- 
an's  friends  earnestly  desire  for  her  and 
for  which  they  confidently  trust  she  may 
be  found  deserving.  For  she  has  no  pol- 
icy as  regards  the  present  condition  of 
affairs  in  China,  or  the  Chinese  question 
as  a  whole,  which  differs  from  that 
avowed  by  the  United  States,  It  Is 
gratifyin.g  to  note  how  exactly  the  pub- 
lic sentiment  of  Japan,  as  echoed  liy  the 
prepF,  corrobrates  this  statement.  Com- 
menting upon  this  fact  that  not  a  single 
Japf'.nese  newsjiaper  has  ever  hinted  a 
desire  for  independent  action  on  the 
part  of  Japan  in  China,  one  of  the  m<ist 
prominent  among  them,  tlie  Japan 
Times,  observes:  "iTiis  means,  among 
other  things,  that  men  of  all  shades  of 
opinions  recognize  in  the  present  anti- 
foreign  disorder  a  common  danger  to 
th  •  interests  of  foreigners  of  all  nation- 
alities in  China,  it  also  proves  in  a 
striking  manrier  the  utter  groundless- 
ness of  the  oft-repeated  apprehension 
in  Europe  and  America  of  Japanese  am- 
bition to  marshal  the  Yellow  lorcjs  for 
th*^  exclusion  of  white  influence  from 
eastern  Asia,  Jajians  proudest  ambit- 
ion has  been,  and  ever  will  i>e,  tii  identify 
herself  with  and  be  merged  in.  the 
grt^at  current  of  V'»''opedn  civilizati<.n. 
Having  attained  a  ct-rtain  degree  of  suc- 
ctr.s  in  their  endeavors  in  this  direction, 
and  keenly  appreciating  as  they  do  the 
bci*.  fits  resulting  theiffrom,  it  is  only 
natural  that  the  Japanese  .should  feel 
deep  concern  on  account  of  their  oldcsi 
frii'nus  and  neighbors,  the  C'ninese.  who 
.are  pursuing  with  disastrous  results  r\ 
policy  exactly  opposite  their  own.  This 
natural  and  genuine  sympathy  for  the 
Cliinese  has  already  manifested  itsrif 
in  various  practical  forms,  such  as  the 
education  of  their  youth  here,  the  send- 
in.tr  of  instructors  to  their  .scliools,  and 
so  forth.  In  rendering  these  friendlj- 
services  our  only  object,  we  hardly  need 
repeat,  has  been  to  hell)  the  Chines.?  to 
start  on  a  career  of  progress  on  Euro- 
pean lines,  and  thus  to  avoid  catas- 
trophes such  as  are  now  impending  over 
them.  How  this  crisis  will  end  is  more 
than  we  can  predict,  but  of  one  thing 
we    are    tolerably    certain,    and    that    is 


that  the  Japanes?  people  are  unani- 
mously desiK.us  liiat,  whatever  may  be 
the  outcome  ol  the  situation,  their  gov- 
ernment will  endeavor,  in  conc:.^rt  with 
those  of  other  natinns,  to  secure  a  set- 
tlement such  as  may  conduce  to  the 
ultimate  progress  and  prosperity  of 
China." 
JAPAN   AND  T;IE  (JREAT  POWERS. 

That  m.'iy  be  taken  as  a  fair  •epitome 
of  the  Japanese  people  concerning  the 
present  crisii:.  Neither  they  nor  thiir 
.government  entertain.s  any  desire  for 
teriitorial  agrandixcmont,  or  has  any 
other  object  in  view  than  the  firotectlon 
of  life  and  property  in  China  and  the 
restoration  liy  all  proper  means,  in  lo- 
opeiation  with  other  nations,  of  lawful 
auLhoriiy  and  orderly  government.  The 
Japane.^"  government  has  not  thrust 
itself  f<irward  in  this  matter,  or  at- 
tempted to  play  broker  in  the  name  of 
humanity,  it  has  shown  itself  willing 
to  stand  loyally  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  other  nations  in  averting  the  hor- 
rible calamity  which  threatens  all  alike, 
and  to  do  in  the  common  cause  all  that 
the  most  lil>e!al  interpretation  of  its 
duty  requires.  The  manner  in  whiih 
that  duty  has  been  thus  far  performed 
should,  it  seems  to  me.  be  taken  as  proof 
of  the  fallacy  of  the  assertion  som;-- 
times  made  that  Japan  has  hidden  de- 
signs regarding  China,  based  upon  the 
hope  of  (jlitaining  control  of  the  vast 
resourc-es  of  the  Chinese  empire  and 
thereby  inaugurating  a  conflict  of  races. 
Surmises  of  this  description  are  the 
merest  fantasies,  implying,  as  they  do. 
a  belief  in  the  probablllt.v  of  what  is 
practically  impossible  of  /  accomplish- 
ment, and  ignoring,  moreover,  every- 
thin.g  connected  with  Japan's  renas- 
sance.  In  China,  Japan's  position,  it 
cannot  be  too  often  repeated,  is  the  same 
as  that  of  the  other  powers  who.se  only 
object  is  the  iirotection  of  right fu'  in- 
ier.'sts.  notliing  more  and  nothing  1.  .-s. 
The  question  of  partition  will  never  be 
rai.-ed  through  her  initiative.  The  Jaj)- 
anese  nation  desires  neither  the  suli- 
jugation  nor  the  dismemberment  of  its 
ancient  neighbor  and  will  no  doubt  cor- 
dially approve  all  efforts  to  rehabilitate 
China  without  recourse  to  extreme 
mjasures.  Hii^  if.  unhai^pHy.  such  ef- 
forts fail,  it  \vm,  equally  without  doulit. 
except  and  doiiiand  that  the  vital  inter- 
est.s  which  give  Japan  .'■uch  good  title 
to  be  heard  shuil  not  lie  ignored  in  the 
s?ttlenunt  of  the  questions  then  aris- 
ing. 

MILITARY  AND  NAVAL  DEVELOt'- 
MENT. 

The  situation  in  China  brings  into 
prominence  the  question  of  Japan's  mil- 
itary and  naval  resources,  a  question 
which  her  nearness  to  the  immediate 
se-ne  of  action  renders  of  especial  im- 
portance at  the  present  time. 

The  plan  of  military  and  naval  reor- 
ganization undertaken  after  the  Japan- 
ese-Chinese war  is  now  more  than  half 
completed.  When  it  is  finally  accom- 
plished the  army  on  a  peace  looting  will 
number  abouc  l.'iO.OOO  men;  on  a  war 
footing  about  r.40.000.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  at  the  present  time  the  forces  serv- 
ing with  the  colors  number  about  150,- 
000  men.  and  that  this  force  could  be 
nearly  trebled  by  drafts  upon  the  re- 
serves. This,  of  course,  comprises  troops 


of   all    arms   supplied    with       apprtucd 
modern  weapons. 

With  the  navy  the  progress  made  has 
been  equally  rernarVtable.  At  the  time 
of  the  war  with  China  the  Fuso,  and  old- 
type  inmclad.  was  the  only  armored  ve.-;- 
sel  In  th(»  Japanese. nijivy.  Now  th:Me  are 
the  Shikishlma  and  Asahi,  battleships 
of  about  l.'i.OttO  tuns  and  beetw.^en  IS 
and  11'  knots  speed.  completefl:  the 
Misasa  and  Hatsus'\  of  the  .same  class, 
nearly  built:  the  Fugi  and  Yashim.i. 
about  12.:")00  and  12,200  tons,  respectively, 
in  commission,  and  the  Ching-yen.  T-Miu 
tons.  ( ai>tured  from  the  Chinesi'.  Of  the 
six  first-class  protected  cruisers,  three— 
the  Idzunio.  Adzuma  and  Iwada — are 
not  completed:  the  others — the  Asama. 
Tokwa  and  Yakumo — are  in  commis- 
sion. All  of  th-^se  cruisers  are  from  9.".<W 
to  9800  tons,  of  between  20  and  21  kn  .ts 
speefl,  and  carry  unusually  heavy  armor 
for  vessels  of  their  class.  Three  n'^w 
second-class  cruisers  have  been  added 
to  the  fleet — the  Takasago,  Kn^.ngi  and 
Chitose — the  former  about  42o0  tons  and 
24  knots  speed,  and  the  latter  two  about 
!  '1900  tons  and  23  knots  spe^^d.  Besides 
these  vessels  there  are  twelve  other  sec- 
ond and  thirdlclass  cruisers  in  commis- 
sion; twelve  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
completed,  three  being  built,  and  sixty 
torpedo  boats  either  already  construct - 
ed  or  nearing  comiiletion.  This  list  does 
not  include  vessels  of  other  classes — like 
the  Fuso,  Saiyen  and  Helyen — or  smaller 
vessels,  such  as  coast-defense  vessels, 
guiiboats,  torpedo  guni)oats,  dispatch 
boats,  and  the  like— a  number  of  which 
are  either  in  commission  or  being  Imilt. 
I  Rut  it  is  complete  enough  to  show  that 
i  Japanese  naval  strengtli  now,  even  be- 
fore the  completion  of  the  naval  pro- 
gram, is  greatly  superior  to  what  it  was 
in  1S94. 

It  should  not  be  inferred  that  the  In- 
crea.se  of  Japan's  military  and  naval 
resources  denotes  any  aggressive  ten- 
dencies «in  her  part.  It  is  tor  defence 
and  not  for  aggression,  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  her  «iwn  Interests  and  not 
for  encroachment  upcm  tho.«;'  of  others. 
This  eannot  l^e  too  often  said,  be.-anse 
the  impression  has  .gone  aoroail  that 
Jajjan  is  arming  fur  att.uk.  and  tliat 
her  people  are  n  miiiiani  race  whom 
the  vlstory  ovei'  China  has  filled  with 
the  lust  of  conquest.  Nothing  iould  ioe 
fuither  from  the  truth,  as  any  one  who 
has  studied  the  nation's  development 
during  the  past  thirty  years  will  ac- 
knowledge. Japans  greatest  progress 
has  lieen  accomplished  on  peaceful  lin-s. 
Almost  exactly  ont-  year  ago,  on  the  iTth 
of  July.  1S1)9.  .she  was  welcomed  into  full 
f.^ilouship  by  the  western  powers,  and  it 
seems  a  pity  that  the  importance  nf  that 
great  achievement,  a  triumph  of  peace 
and.£)f  reason,  should  I'e  belittled  in  the 
uorld's  estimation,  as  «:.>"rolngly  it  is. 
bv  comparison  with  what  is  only  one  de- 
tail of*  the  progress  it  .so  fully  typifies. 
For  Japan's  army  and  navy,  essential  as 
they  are  to  the  defence  of  the  nation's 
safety  and  the  mainten.ance  of  its  dig- 
nity and  honor,  are  only  one  part,  and 
by  no  irieans  the  most  important  part, 
of  th?  general  plan  of  r;-form  whioh  has 
conferred  such  distinction  on  the  A4eiji 
era.

The  ,£»ran(l  Jury  thi.s  morning  fini.sshed 
its  labors  and  adjourned,  uresentine  t<> 
the  court  tho  following  report  on  mnt- 
ti  r.'^  of  piiidii"  Interest: 

"The  grand  jury,  in  it.*?  investicration  of 
the  police  department,  linds  that  the 
pie.'^ent  force  is  wholly  inadequate  to 
the  needs  of  the  city.  From  the  large 
amount  of  petty  thieving,  hou.se  break- 
ing, hohls-iip  and  incendiaiy  llres  whicli 
li  ive  occurred  in  the  city  recently,  this 
tact  is  plainly  evident.  Only  a  small 
portion  of  the  territory  of  thi-  city  is 
covered  by  patrolmen.  Outside  of  the 
chief,  captain  of  police,  one  liuctenant, 
I  wo  drivers,  two  jailors  and  three  detec- 
tives, the  force  consists  of  twenty-seven 
men  to  cover  the  city  proper,  divided 
into  three  watches,  only  eight  of  which 
are  on  duty  at  any  one  time.  This  does 
lint  include  three  sergeants,  whose  duty 
i;  is  to  lie  on  patrol  with  the  regular  men 
.'uiing  these  watches.  At  West  Duluth 
there  are  three  men.  one  of  whom  i.s  a 
lieutenant.  At  Xew  Duluth  there  is  on^- 
special  man.  also  one  special  mounted 
man  at  Lakeside. 

.Ml  of  the  residence  portion  of  what  is 
known  as  West  End.  exclusive  of  Su- 
perior street,  all  of  the  residence  por- 
tion of  West  Duluth,  and  a  section  of 
the  l>uslne.«s  portinn.  and  all  of  the  resi- 
lience portion  of  what  i.*'  known  as  the 
I'^ast  Knd,  lying  east  of  Seventh  avenue 
I  ast,  from  the  lake  shore  ni>rth  to  the 
(  ity  limits,  exclusive  of  Lakeside,  is  not 
covered  Ijy  patrolmen  excepting  that 
portion  of  the  city  between  Seventh  and 
Twelfth  avenue.^  east  and  Superior  and 
l*''Urth  streets,  which  is  covered  by  opo 
iSian  a  portion  of  the  night  only. 

■'This  jur.v  would  recommend  t<i  the 
in..jor  and  common  counidl  of  the  city  of 
IHiluth  that  at  least  four  more  men, 
mounted  on  horses  or  brtmchos,  be  ap- 
pointed immediately  to  cover  the  leiri- 
tory  mentioned  above.  In  the  opinion  f»f 
thi.^'  jin-y  these  four  men.  at  a  co.«i  not  to 
excee<l  $;{"iOo  per  year,  would  perform 
iiuttv  and  iK'tter  service  than  twelve  men 
nut  mounted  in  the  territory  named.

ARE  CHANCING  TO  INDIANS. 

Professor    Starr  Says  Americans 
Will  Become  Aborigines. 

Chicago.  SSept.  14. — Professor  Fie'uric'K 
Starr,  of  the  department  of  anthropology, 
in  the  I'niverslty  of  Chicago,  believes  that 
the  American  people  are  becoming  In- 
dians and  will  eventually  revert  to  the 
aboriginal  tyiie.  His  theory  is  that  racial 
differences  are  due  to  jthyslcal  and  cli- 
matic conditions  of  the  different  contin- 
ents, and  thai  the  same  conditions  whicii 
made  Indians  of  the  earliest  inhabitants 
of  America  will  produce  a  like  tesu't 
among  the  present  in'nabittmts. 

Professor  Starr  bases  his  theory  upon 
careful  investigation.  He  has  minutelv 
examined  and  measured  the  features  of 
more  than  iV»Hj  children  of  Pennsylvania, 
Dutch  parentage  and  has  found  in  most 
cases  a  lengthening  of  the  face  anfl 
broadening  of  th.-  cheek  bones  in  accord- 
ance with  the  characteristic  features  <  i 
the  Indian  races.  On  Wednesday  his  class 
in  ethnology  he  pointed  out  various  mem- 
bers of  the  class  who  most  stronglM 
showed  the  Indian  tendency. 

•'All  who  come  to  America,"  said  Pro- 
fessor Starr,  "must  converge  toward  the 
Indian  tvpe.  Some  may  resist  the  intlu- 
ence  longer  than  others,  but  tne  result 
will  be  sure  to  IVdlow  in  time.  As  the. 
features  change  the  temperament  wil. 
change  also.  Mind  is  correlated  with 
bodv,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  thai  those 
who  came  centuries  ago  and  became  In- 
dians. The  people  of  France  recognize 
the  Indian  characteristics  in  the  faces  of 
Americans  who  visit  Paris,  and  they  read- 
ily distinguish  between  Americans  and 
English. 

"Asia  is  the  continent  of  the  brown  and 
vellow  men.  Whatever  you  pour  into  it. 
becomes  as  the  natives  who  are  there. 
Africa  is  the  black  man's  continent.  The 
white  man  who  goes  to  Africa  must  in 
time  become  black,  with  the  projecting 
jaw.  the  coarse  hair,  and  backward  heel 
of  the  native  African  races." 

Professor  Starr  was  asked  if  the  Indian- 
ized  Americans  of  the  future  would  live 
in  wigwams.  He  replied  that  when  the 
first  white  explorers  came  to  Americ;i- 
there  were  many  Indians  living  in  better 
houses  than  Chicago  people  live  in  today.

Hong  Kong.  Aug.  20.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.)— The  entrance  of  the  allied 
troo|)s  into  Pekin  will  not  settle  the 
Chinese  question  aeeurding  to  the  "oest 
informed  authorities  here.  The,  reckon- 
ing with  the  government  may  be  short 
and  decisive,  hut  there  will  still  remain 
the  people  to  deal  with,  and  all  indica- 
ti<ins  point  to  the  fact  that  they  are  bent 
upon  causing  thouble. 

As  the  present  disturbance  was  not  the 
result  of  any  deflnite  fault  on  the  part 

of  the  government,  we  have  to  look  to 
the  underlying  currents  of  Chinese  civi- 
llzalion  for  the  further  troul)le  which  is 
expected  to  develop. 

The  real  leaders  of  the  Chinese  popu- 
lace are  not  Its  government  officials  or 
military  commanders  but  men  of  the 
same  class  as  Prince  Tuan  who  rule  in 
the  councils  of  their  secret  societies. 

it  is  from  the.«e  organization?  that  the 
opposition  to  the  wishes  of  the  foreign 
povver.s  will  come,  for  t^utside  of  the 
Boxers  there  are  innumerable  other  so- 
cieties who  are  apt  to  prove  just  i.s 
trouldesome  as  they  have  done. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Taep- 
Ing  riots  were  the  outcome  of  the  work 
of   a    powerful   .society   known     as      the 
Triads  which  is  one  of  the  stronsrest  in 
the  counti-y,  and  was  formed  ori.giually 
for  the  purpo.«e  of  opposing  the  Tartar 
conquest  of    the  country.     The    Triads, 
when  first  formed,  jirofe.ssed  to  be    de- 
voted exclusively  to  virtue  and  religion, 
but  finally  the  .society  look  in  all  kind.- 
of  outcast  memlters  of  societv.  and  the 
r«'sult  of  this  agglomeration  of  ras.-^aH 
was  the  Taejiing  rebellion,  with  its  cli- 
max of  horribli'   massacres,    which   was 
one  (d  the  most  revoltin.ir  occurrences  of 
the  century. 
It   w.is  tender  a  similar  di.=guise   that 
'  the  Boxer  movement   was  first  started. 
'  its  pretense  hein,!:;  that  it  was  merelj   an 
I  athletic  societj*.  which  secured  for  it  the 
j  warm  endorsement  of  the  dowager  em- 
,  press,  who  assumed  to  believe  that   its 
scope  was  merely   to  develop  mui^ciilar 
tra;nin.g  and  enabh*  its  memb-rs  to  de- 
li nd  their  own  villages  from  i-obbers  and 
other  unlawful  organizations.     The  Box- 
its  soon  thrt'W  otf  the  ma-^k.  and     em- 
braced in   their  ranks  the  very   classes 
IhHt  they  were  professin.i;  to  persecute. 
Ivobbers   in   China,   as  well   ns   Or-ggar.s, 


the  vast  Chinese  population  only. 

It  is  estimated  that  every  Chinaman 
belongs  to  one  or  more  of  the  societies, 
and  it  need  not  be  imagined  that  his 
connection  with  the  society  does  not  in- 
volve the  most  rigid  obligations.  The 
initiation  ceremonies  at  some  of  these 
riles  which  an*  perfoinied  in  curious 
looking  temples,  when  a  society  is  strong 
enough  to  have  lis  own  building,  are 
descrlbetl  as  the  most  weird  of  any  thing 
e'  er  wilnes.'^ed  outside  of  a  cannibal 
('.V'A\e. 

The  rules  in  reference  to  the  admis.=iion 
of  sti angers  into  their  meetings  are  s<> 
strict  that  a  short  time  ago  a  nuinl>er  of 
stian.sfcrs  who  had  smuggled  themselves 
irito  a  secret  meeting  of  the  Triads,  and 
V.  itncs.sed  the  rites,  when  discovered 
were  summarily  put  to  the  sword. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  the  oath  to  his 
ancestoi-s  is  taken  by  the  Chinaman  at 
these  ceremonies,  and  that  is  the. most 
sacred  of  all  that  is  known  to  him. 

There  Is  not  the  slightest  possible 
means  of  obtaining  enough  information 
to  make  the  wildest  kind  of  a  guess  con- 
cerning the  numbers  or  plans  of  the  so- 
cieties likely  in  the  event  of  a  general 
uprising  to  join  the  Boxers.

sary  to  protect  their  interests  ouing  to 
the  poor  system  of  government,  both 
local  and  national,  which  has  prevailed. 

Many  of  these  societies  have  started 
off  with  religious  principles  as  an  object 
but  the  lack  of  any  real  religious  senti- 
ment in  the  Chinese  nation  has  made  it 
necessary  to  find  some  other  object  as 
an  excuse  for  their  continuing  in  exist- 
ence. 

The  club  is  the  only  outlet  for  the  so- 
cial and  political  aspirations  of  the 
Chinese  people,  and  although  secret  so- 
cieties are  prohibited  by  the  govern- 
ment it  has  been  entirely  unable  even 
when  it  has  wished  to  do  so  to  suppress 
them.  Of  late  years,  owing  to  the  en- 
croachments of  the  powers,  the  officials 
have  winked  at  the  formation  of  these 
societies,  and  have  even  attempted,  in 
cases  where  they  were  powerful,  to  wm 
thtlr  goodwill. 

The  empress  herself  was  driven  into 
seeking  the  friendship  of  the  Boxers, 
owing  to  the  isolated  position  in  which 
she  found  herself  consequent  upon  the 
pro-Russian  attitude  which  she  had 
taken.  Her  course,  as  far  as  the  events 
seem  to  have  gone  was  a  fatal  one,  for 
i:istead  of  her  sanction  inducing  the  bet- 
ter class  of  Chinese  to  fall  into  line  with 
the  Boxer  aims  and  purposes,  these  ele- 
Uienis  held  aloof,  and  Tuan  v.as  com- 
pelled to  fall  back  upon  the  vagrant  and 
(  riminal  classes  to  a  large  extent  for  the 
support  of  his  movement. 

Many  of  the  better  class  of  Chine.se 
foresee  the  fall  of  the  Manchu  dynastv, 
and  would  have  no  reason  to  regret  such 
a  catastrophe,  as  they  can  see  the  in- 
tegrity of  China  against  the  avaricious 
plans  of  her  combir.ed  enemies  can  only 
be  preserved  through  the  formation  of  a 
government  with  those  at  Its  head  who 
sincerely  desire  to  see  reforms  inaugu- 
rated and  sy.«;tematlcally  carried  out. 
It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  Boxer 
movement  will  spread  indefinitely  in  the 
i.nierior  provinces  e.specially  if  the  em- 
press is  captured  and  the  powers  adopt 
any  violent  retributive  measures.  L'^nder 
such  circumstances  other  societies  will 
nrobably  unite  under  the  same  banner, 
and  an  uprising  of  an  _^unprf  cedented 
character  take  place.  ii,spec!aliy  wlil 
this  be  the  case  if  distress  tesults  from 
the  interference  with  commerce  caused 
by  hostilities  at  the  treaty  ports,  for  the 
ususl  placid  Chinaman,  w^hen  stirred  by 
suffering  and  hunger,  is  easily  converted 
into  a  menacing  and  brutal  savage.

Galveston  is  built  upon  a  .sandbar,  d^g- 
nilied  In  late  years  by  the  name  of  island. 
The  bar  is  twenty-eight  miles  long  and  at 
its  widest  j>oint  not  more  than  four  rnilcs. 
The  average  height  above  .sea  level  is  live 
feet:  so  It  may  clearly  be  seen  that  it 
aeeds  no  tidal  wave  to  submerge  It.  Be- 
yond the  city  the  bar  Is  covered  with  small 
lakes  and  pools.  The  pride  of  the  town  is 
the  beach,  a  long  strip  of  beautiful  sands. 
Yet  a  heavy  sea  wind  will  drive  the  waves 
beyond  Into  the  streets  «f  Galveston.  This 
Is  not  the  first  time  that  gulf  water  has 
stood  in  the  strei'ts,  nor  Is  it  the  lirst  ter- 
rifying storm  that  has  come  out  of  the 
gulf.  Many  times  the  salt  water  has 
crossed  the  bar  from  one  side  to  the  other 
through  the  city's  streets.  In  the  big 
storm  of  October,  W9Z,  w^en  Shrevepori 
:ind  the  Louisiana  towns  suffered  so-mucn 
damage,  the  waves  were  over  the  wharves 
of  Galveston.
